The Society also grants Deferred Annuities and Endowments, specially framed to 
increase the retiring pensions of Oovernincnl officeis in India. 

Example. — A Cadet, aged 18, proceeding to India, and paying 130^. 10a-. in one 
sum, will be entitled to the endowment of 10,000 rupees, with three-fourths share of 
profits, after completion of his term of service in India, and on rethingwiih the 
/egulated Government pension. A monthly payment in India of 10,10 rupees during 
his service, will assure the same benefit. 

Also a Cadet, aged 18, paying 10,3 rupees per month during term of service, will 
be entitled to a deferred annuity of 1,000 rupees (or say 100/. per annum) for life, 
with three-fourths profits in addition to his pension.

1 Sir ^exander Mackenzie served with Lord Moira’s army on the expedition for the relief 
of Ostend, in 1794; as second in command at the capture of the Cape of Good Hope, in 1795; 
in command of a division on the expedition against Naples, in 1808; and afterwards in <*Amma.nd 
of the army in the two Calabrias. 

2 I^rd Cork served in Flanders, in 1793, and was present at the sieges of Valenciennes and 
Dunkirk, at the former of which he was one of the storming party. In 1794 he accompanied 
the expedition under Lord Moira; was present at the battle of Alost, and made prisoner at the 
capitulation of Bergen-op-Zoom. Served with the Guards in Holland, in 1799. Commanded 
the first battalion of the Coldstream Guards in Egypt, in 1801, and was present at the taking 
of Alexandria, and in the different engagements with the army under Sir Eyre Coote, to the 
westward of Alexandria. 

3 Lord Lorton served with the 58th as a marine on board the Ventfeance 74. Went out with 
Sir Charles Grey’s expedition to the West Indies, in 1793, and served in the Ist battalion of 
Grenadiers, under the command of the late Duke of Kent, at the captures of Martinique, St. 
Lucia, and Guadaloupe; on the conclusion of the campaign rejoined the 58th at Martinique. In 
about six weeks following, in consequence of a French force having re-taken Grande Terre, he 
was ordered with the Grenadiers again to Guadaloupe, and was engaged in the several actions 
of that second campaign; in covering the retreat of the troops fromToint-a-Pitre, was struck 
by a spent ball, which was the occasion of a handsome compliment from Sir Charles Grey in 
front of the Grenadiers, while inspecting the remains of the armyton the afternoon of that 
fatal day, as in fact he was a volunteer on this second expedition, having previously received 
permission from Sir Charles to return to Europe in consequence of promotion. During the 
night the troops were re- embarked, Fo commanded an advanced position close to the French 
lines while the operation was in progress. Served also during the rebellion in Ireland, 
in 1798, at Vinegar Hill, Ac., and subsequently as a Brigadier- General in the Western District. 

4 General M*Kenzio served the campaign of 1794 on the Continent, including the several 
actions between the Waal and Rhine, forcing the enemy from St. Andre, sortie from Nimeguen, 
and the actions at Thuyl and Geldcrmalscn. Served also on the eastern coast of Spain under 
Sir Wm. Henrv Clinton. 

5 General Wood served os a Major-General on the staff in the East Indies, and was actively 
employed in the Nepaul war. 

6 General White was appointed, in 1793, Brigade-Major to the Guards employed in the 
campaigns in Flanders, and was present at the sieges of Valenciennes and Dunkirk, and at the 

* action and storming of Lincclles. 

7 General Bonham served upwards of 22 years in the West Indies, and acted as chief of 
the Quarter-Master-Gcnerars department on the two expeditions against St. Lucia and Tobago, 
and Demerara and Berbice ; on the latter ho was second in command. He was also present at 
the forming of Morne Fortunee, St Lucia, on the night of the 2d of June, 1803. 

8 General Eden served as Assistant- Quarter- Master -General in Flanders in 1794, and in 
Holland in 1795; also at the capture of Java in 1811, for which he has received a medal. 

9 General Gosselin served on the expedition against Genoa, under Lord Wm, Bentinck; and 
subsequently in the American War. 

10 Sir Alexander Halkett served at the captures of Martinique, St Lucia, and Guadaloupe, 
in 1794; at Ostend, under Sir Eyre Coote, wnere he was taken prisoner; with the expedition 
to the Helder, in 1799, where he was twice wounded; and at the capture of the Cape of Good 
Hbpe, in 1806. 

11 General Craven served in France and Flanders in the campaigns of 1704 and or>, and the 
ri treat through Holland into Germany, and was present in every action in which his Regiment, 
the 5th Dragoon Guards, was engaged, including Premont, Sii'ge of Landrreies, Cut uu, and 
Tournay : at Cateau a body of the Allied Cavalry completely defeated a French Army of 30,000 
men with immense loss, and pursued them to the Gates of Cambray, including their Commander 
Chapin’, and 35 pieces of Artillery. Ho served subsequently in Ireland and in Jersey. 

12 Lord Carysfort served as Secretary to the mission of Colonel Crawfurd, at the head- 
quarters of the Archduke Charles, and was present at all the battles of the campaign of 1796 
in Germany,' at the siege of Kehl, and the affair at the beginning of 1797, on the Rhine. 
Served as Aide-de-camp to Lord Cornwallis in Ireland during the Rebellion; after which he 
was employed in Germany, and was present at all the actions of that year in Switzerland, under 
General Hotze, and with the Russian army at the battle of Zurich. Campaign in Egypt as 
Aide-de-camp to Sir Ralph Abercromby, and afterwards to Lord Hutchinson. On the Quarter- 
Master-General’s staff on the expedition to Sweden, and afterwards to Spain, under Sir John 
Moore, including the battle of Corunna. Embarked with the Guards for VValchiren in July 
1809, and served in the reserve in South BeveJaud. Accompanied the Guards to Spain in 181 1, 
and was appointed to the command of the garrison of Cadiz. At the defence of Tarifa, he was 
second in command. Marched from Uience with the detachment of the Guards that joined 
Lord HiU, and sabsequently formed a junction with the Duke of Wellington on his retreat 
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from Bnrgof. In 181.3 he retained to England, and shortly afterwards he again embarked with 
a detoehment of Guards for Flanders, a brigade of which he oommanded in the attach on Ber- 
gen-op- Zoom. Medal for services in Egypt. 

13 General the Honourable T. B. Oapel served the oampaigns in Flanders under thoJDuke of 
York. He served afterwards in the Peninsula and was employed as Assistant- Adjutant-General 
at Cadis in 1811 : he has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Corunna. 

14 Lieut-General Boiler served the campaigns of 1793 and 94 in Flanders; and subsequontly 
in the West Indies, including the siege of ISt. Lucia, and reduction of Grenada. 

15 Sir Henry Edw. Banbury served in Holland in 1799, inoludlng the battles of the 19th 
Sept.,3nd and 7th October. Served also on the expedition to Naples and Calabria in 1606 and 
6, and was present at the battle of Maida, for which he has received a medaL 

16 Lieut-General Mawby embarked with the 18th for Toulon, in October 1793; and, after 

serving with it there, he was appointed Assistant-engineer, and sent to the out-post of Cape 
Bran, where he remained until that place was evacuated, 17th December following. Embarked 
for Corsica 12th May 1794; proceeded with the Grenadiers from Bastia for Calvi, in Juno, and 
was present during the whole of the siege of that place, as also at the storming of the Moselle 
forL Embarked for India 20th April 1605, in command of the 53rd. In November 1809, he 
accompanied the regiment into the province of Bundelcund. and was appointed to command the 
first brigade of Infantry, and which command he held until the army was ordered into canton- 
ments, 29th March 1812. At the storming of Cailinger, 2ad February 1812, he commanded the 
British troops. ^ 

17 Sir Robert Barton served the campaign of 1799 in Holland, and was present in the actions 
of the 8tb, 10th, and 19 th* September. Accompanied the Life Guards to the Peninsula, and 
served there for a short period. 

16 Sir James Bathurst served at the capture of Surinam, as Aide-de-camp to Sir Thomas 
Trigge. Uo was attached as Captain to the 1st battalion’ of the 54 th during the whole of the 
Egyptian campaign of 1801 (medal), and was present in the action at the landing, and in the 
various actions during the campaign to the east and west of Alexandria, and also at the siege 
of Marabout. He served on the staff in the expedition to Hanover in 1805. He was with the 
Russian Army in 1 607 in the actions fought for tho relief of Dantzig, and in those of Lomitten, 
Deppen, Gutstadt, Heilsberg, and Freedland. Ho next served on the Quarter- Master- Genefai's 
Stan at Rugen, and at the siege of Copenhagen. He accompanied Sir Brent Spencer’s secret 
expedition in 1808 ; and in 1809 and 10 ho served with the Army in Portugal as Asslstant- 
Quarter-Master-General, and afterwards as Military Secretary to the Duke of Wellington. 
Sir James has received a Gold Cross for the battles of Koleia and Vimiera, Corunna, Talavera, 
and Busooo; and he was also present at the passage of the Douro. 

20 Lieat.-General the Honourable A. P. Upton joined the Duke of York’s army in Holland, * 
in Nov. 1794, with which he served the ensuing winter campaign, and returned to England with 
tbo army in May 1795. In 1799 he was appointed Aide-de-camp to Sir Ralph Aberoromby, 
and was present at the battle of the 27 th Aug. on the landing near tho Helder, as also at those of 
the 10th Sept, 2nd and 6th Oct Appointed Assistant- Quarter-Master General to the Army 
under Lord Chatham in 1809: landed at Waloheren 27th July with the troops, and was present 
at the actions in which the enemy were driven into Flushing, and also at the siege of that place. 
Served at Cadiz from Apr. 18U to Aug. 1812, and with the Duke of Wellington’s army on tho 
Quarter-Master- General’s staff, from Sept. 1812 to the end of the frarin 1814, inoludlng the 
retreat into Portugal, actions of San Munos and Osma, battle of Vittorio, action at Tolosa, pass- 
age of the Bidassoa, battle of the Nivelle, battles of the Nive on the 9th, 10th, 11th, and 12thI)eo., 
passage of tho Adour, action of St. Etienne, investment of Bayonne, and repulse of the sortie. 
Employed os military correspondent with the Bavarian army in 1815, and was present with itln 
its various operations. Ho has received a Gold medal and one clasp for the battleo of Vittoria 
and the Nive ; and the Silver War Medal with one Clasp for Nivelle. 

21 lAeut-General Huskisson served in the field, in India, under Lord lAke, and subsoquently 
at the siege of Ryghur, and at the capture of several towns and forts. In October 1818, eom- 
manded at Candeish, at the taking of Bohauderpore and Amulneir. 

22 Lieut-General Monokton served in Ireland during the Rebellion in 1798. 

28 Lleut-Goneral S. Brown served in Egypt in 1601, as an Assistant-Quarter-Master- 
GeneraL In January 1808, he was sent on a secret service under the orders of the Beeretary 
of States and appointed Deputy-Quarter-Master-Gcncral to the forces under General Spencer. 
In June 1808, he was employed on a secret service in Portnoi, and was present as a volunteer 
at ^e battle of Roleia, for which he has received the War Medal with one Clasp. 

24 Ident-General Herbert served on the Continent with the armv under Lord Moira and the 
DuIm of YoriL Engaged during the Carib war in St Vipcentrs ; at Port-au-Prince, in l$t 
Domingo ; and at !^rt Irois daring the three months’ sieges Served also at tiie siege of 
Copenhagen, 1807. 

25 Lieut-General Armstrong went out to Flanders with Lord Moira, in 1794 ; joined the 
Duke of York at Antwerp, and was in that disastrous retreat through Holland in the winter of 
1794-95, and embarked at Bremen. Served in Ireland during the RebeUlen in 1796, and wa# 
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of the Co&tare District imder Oencrtl B* Dundacy until the peaoo 

2||6 Sir George Qaentin seryed in the Feninsnla In command of the 10th Hussarsy and has 
receiyed the gold medal and one clasp for the battles of Orthes and Toulouse : he has alao 
zeceiy^ the silver War Medal with one clasp for Sahagon and Benevente. Served also the 
campaign of 1815, and was severely wounded at Waterloo. 

27 Lieut-General Gordon servra at the siege of Pondicherry, battle of Argfaum, sieges of 
Asseerghur, Gawilghur, and various other hill forts. Served also at Walcheren in 1609. 

28 Lieut- General Johnson served the campaign of 1808-9 in the Peninsula as a Major in the 
32nd and was present at the battles of Aoleia, Vimiera, and Corunna, for which he has received 
the War Medal with three Clasps. 

29 Lieut-General Tates served in Egypt in 1801, and has received the Egyptian medal. 

30 Lieut.- General Crawford served in Holland i%1794 and 95, and was present at Tiel when 
bombarded by the French; at Nlmeguen during the siege and at the sortie; at the attack of Fort 
St. Audr<;, the attack on the enemy’s works at Thuy), the several engagements in and near 
Geldermansel; and on the retreat, his guns, which were in rear of the Army, were constantly 
engaged. In 1 798 he was actively employed in Ireland during the rebellion. 

31 Sir John Hanbury served in the Peninsula with the 1st Guards, and was present at the 
battles of Corunna, Nivelle, and Nive, for which he has received the War Medal with three 
Clasps. 

32 Sir Love Jones Parry served in the last American war; commbnded a frontier brigade 

in Upper Canada, and was wounded and had a horse shot under him at the battle of Lundy’s 
Lane. ^ 

33 Sir Charles Thornton accompanied the Guards to Holland, in March 1793, under the 
Duke of York, and was present at the battle of Famars (wounded), siege of Valenciennes, 
retreat from Dunkirk, takiog of Lannby, where he lost his right arm by a cannon-shot. 

34 Sir Frederick Trench served in Sicily in 1806 and 7; at Walcheren, in 1809; in the Ponin- 
Bula, in 1811; and in Holland, in 1814. 

35 Major-General Bradshaw was actively employed in St. Domingo in 1793, 94, and 95, and 
commanded at St. Maries and Tiburon, when those posts were attacked by the enemy. Served 
in Ireland during the rebellion, in 1798; with the expedition to the Ferrol, in 1800; and the 
Egyptian campaign of 1801, indudmg the actions of the 8th, 13tb, and 2iBt March. Medal for 
services in Egypt. 

36 Viscount dc Chabot served in Holland, in 1799; in Spain, under Sir John Moore; with 
the ez^dition to Walcheren, 1809; and subsequently in the Peninsula, until 1810. 

37 Sir Patrick Boss served nine years in India as Captain of the 25th, afterwards the 22nd 
Light Dragoons, in the Mysore campaign under Lord Harris, in 1799, including the battle of 
M^aveOy, and siege of Seringapatam ; with the division under Sir Arthur Wellesley, in the 
campaign of 1801, against the Mahratta Chief Dhoondiah; and from 1802 to 1804, in the 
Mahratta country, and at*the reduction of the ceded provinces. He returned from India in 
1805, soon after which ho was appointed Major; and, in 1807, Lieut- Colonel of the 23rd Light 
Dragoons. Having exchanged to Infantry, he joined the 2nd battalion of the 48th reet. in 
Portugal, in 1810, aud as the senior officer held the command of General (the late Lord) 
Hill’s OTigade until compelled by severe illness to return to England. On bis recovery, 
he was placed as Assistant- Adjutant- General on the Home Staff, on which he continued till the 
Peace of 1814. In 1816, he was appointed to the 75th rent., joined it in the Ionian Islands, 
and remained in command of that corps, and of the Island of Santa Maura and Zante until 
1821, when he was promoted to the rank of Major- General. In 1824 he was appointed to the 
Staff of the Ionian Islands, from which he was advanced to the Government of Antigun^ 
Montserrat, and Barbuda, in the following year, 

38 Major-General Palmer served in the Peninsula with the 10th Hussars. * 

39 Mfljor-General Wm. Stewart served in the Peninsula, and has received a medal for the 
batUe of Albuhera. 

40 Sir Henry W. Hooke embarked with the 3rd Guards for Holland, in Aug. 1799, and 
was present in the actions of the 27th Aug., 10th and 19th Sept., 2nd and 6th October. Em- 
barked again for Holland, Kov. 1813, in command of the 2nd battalion of that regt, and was 
present at the advance to Antwerp, bombardment of the French fleet ai Antwerp, and attack 
on Bei^en-op-Zoom. Also the campaign of 1815, including the battles of Quatre Bras and 
Wateriw* 

41 Sir John Geo. Woodford served as Dcputy-AssSstant-Adjutant-Generalon the Esepedition 
to jStralsund, and afterwards to Copenhagen, in 1807; and as Deputy- Assistant-Quarter- 
Maiter- General on the Expedition under Sir David Baird, which joined Sir John Moore’s army 
in Oaliolay and was present at the battle of Corunna, for which he has received the silver War 
Medal with one Clasp. Served afterwards in the Peninsula as an Assistant-Quarter-Master- 
General, and has received the gold cross for the battles of Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, and Toulouse* 
Alsq, the camnoign of 1815, inmuding the battle of Waterloo, and the taking of Cambray. 

,42 M^jor-ueneral Darley served at the siege of Port-au-Prince, in St. Domini, in 1794; 
edbsequently at the siege of Mome-Fortun6e, m St. Lucia; in Egypt, in 1807. Commanded 
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300 men on an expedition in a joint attack with H. M. frigates the Imperieust and ThamtM^ and 
in co-operation with a party of seamen, ascending the heights of Palinu^ in Calabriai against 
a strongly-posted enemy tmree times the strength of the assailants: drove them ofiP the ground, 
and maintained the post for three days. Served afterwards in the Peninsula from August 1813 
to the end of that war in 1814, including the battle of the Kivelle, and the actions before 
Bayonne, on the 9th, 10th, and llth Dec. 1813. 

43 Major-General Mahon served in Ireland in the rebellion of 1798. He served also twenty 
years in the West Indies, and was present at the capture of Surinam, and also of Guadaloupe in 

1810, for which ho has received the War Medal with one Clasp. 

44 Maior-General Loftus serred with the 2nd battalion of the 38th during the time it was 
employed in the Peninsula, and was present at the battle of Busaco, retreat to the lines of 
Torres Vedras, advance in pursuit of Massena, storming of Badajoz— commanded the detach- 
ment of the .'ith division which took possession of the T^te-de-Pont, St. Ghristonal, and the 
other Forts on the right bank of the Guadiaha, and to which General Phillipon surrendered ; 
— battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid, — commanded the light troops of the 5th division 
upon the advance to Burgos, retreat from thence, action at Villa Muriel, and other minor 
affairs.

47 Majfor-General A^lnrsfr served at the Heldcr in 1799, including the action of the 18th 
Sept. ; Egyptian campaign of 1801 (Medal); campaign of 1S08-9 in Spain and Portugal, 
including the battles of lioleia, Vimiera, and Corunna for which he has received the War 
Medal with three Clasps. He served subsequently with the expedition to Walcheren. 

47 1 Major-General Thomson accompanied the 74th to the Peninsula, landing at Lisbon in 
Jan. 1810, and was present at the battle of Busaco, retreat to the Linos of Torres Vedras, 
advance of the army on Massena’s retreat therefrom, action at Foz d’Arouce (wounded), battle 
of Fuentes d'Onor, siege and capture oi Ciudad Kodrigo where he served as Assistant Engineer 
and for his services was promoted to the rank of Brevet-Major ; siege and capture ol^adajoz 
where he served as Assist. Engineer and was slightly wounded when leading about SoV men of 
the party that stormed and took the Eaveline of St. Koque to reinforce the 3d Division of the 
army which had taken the Castle ; siege and capture of the Forts of Salamanca, where he served 
as Assist. Engineer and was slightly wounded ; battle of Salamanca (severely wounded), siege 
of Burgos and retreat therefrom, — served as Assist. Engineer and had the blowing up of the 
bridge at Villa IMorial and the bridge at Cabeson entrusted to him ; battle of Vittoria as second 
in pommaud of the 74th; siege of St. Sebastian where he served as Assist -Engineer and for his 
conduct was promoted to the Brevet rank of Lieut-Colonel ; battle of N ivello, passage of the 
Bidaisoa, and battle of Orthes, besides several skirmishes with his B^gt. at AlHatcs, Villa de 
Pastores, Albidous, and other places, lie has received the gold Medal for Sc. Sebastian, and 
the silver War Medal with nine Clasps fur the other battles and sieges.

48t Major-General Daubeney served at the taking of the Cape of Good Hope and capture of 
the Dutch fleet at Saldanha Bay, in 1796 ; subsequently for upwards of fourteen years in the 
East ^dies, including the campaign of 1801-2 against the Mahratta chieftains, and [commanded 
the Grenadiers of his regt. (the 84th), at the assault and capture of Kurree ; also in the Gu- 
zerats in 1802, 3, and 4, at the reduction of other forts by Sir John Murraj^’s army. Pro- 
ceeded to Walcheren in 1809, and was present at the siege and surrender of Flushing. 

49 Msjor- General Vernon served the campaign of 1808-9 in the Peninsula, as a Deputy- 
Assistant- Adjutant-General. Subsequently in the same capacity with the Duke of Wellington’s 
army until June 1811, and was present at the battle of Talavera. Served with the 2ad bat- 
talion 66th, at the surprise of a French division at Arroyo de Molino, and other operations, 
until the capture of Badajoz. With the Queen’s at the reduction of the Forts and battle of 
Salamanca — slightly wounded early in the day, and very severely at the close of the action, a 
ball having entered his breast and lodged near the heart, after tearing along two ribs. Fol- 
lowed the army again at the expiration of three weeks, and resumed the command of his 
regiment, with which he served in the various operations preceding, during, and subsequent to 
the siege of Burgos.

30 Migor-General Milman was appointed Aide-de-camp to Major-General Catlin Craufurd, 
in 1808, and was present at the battles of Boleia and Vimiera ; on the same GeneraVs Staff in 
the retreat of Sir John Moor^ and was engaged on the heights of Lugo, and at the battle of 
Corunna. He subsequently joined his regiment, the Coldstream Guards, at Lisbon, and was 
with them at the passage of the Bouro and capture of Oporto, as also at the battle of Talarera, 
where he was most severely wounded, and saved from being burnt on the field of battle by a 
private soldier of the Guards.

51 Major-General Reeve served with the Grenadier Guards in Sicily in 1 800-7 ; Sir John 
Moore's campaign in 1808-0, and was present at the battle of Corunna. With the expedition 
to Walohoren in 1809. Went to Cadiz in 1811, and remained in the Peninsula until the begin- 
ning of 1814 ; present at the passage of the Bidassoo, battles of the Nirello and Nive. Served 
also the campaign of 1815, including the battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo, storming of 
Peronne and capture of Paris. Remained with the Army of Occupation until its return to 
Rngland in 1818. lie has received the War Medal with three Clasps. 

53 Major-General Gordon served in Holland in 1799; at Walcherenin 1809; and in the 
Peninsula from 1810 to the end of that war in 1814, including the battle of Puentes d'Onor, 
action at Arroyo de Molino, battle of Vittoria — severely wounded in the left arm. Commanded 
a light battalion in the actions of the Pyrenees, battles of the Nivo and St. Pierre (wounded 
and horse killed under him), actions of Hasparen and Ilellctte— wounded in the right foot in 
forcing the enemy’s lines at Hasparen, 14th Feb. 1814. Ho has received the gold Medal for 
the Nive, and the silver War Medal with two Clasps for Fuentes d’Onor and Vittoria.

Campaign of 1700 in Holland, including the actions of 
the lOth and 10th Sept., 2nd and Glh October. Commanded a detachment of the regt under 
Sir lialph Abercromby, at Leghorn, Minorca, and the expedition to Cadiz, in 1800; in Egypt, in 
1801 (Medal), including the actions of the 8th, 13th, and 21st March, together with the capture of 
Grand Cairo and Alexandria.

Served in the Penin- 
sula in 1808 and 9 under Sir John Moore, and was wounded at Yimiera. Accompanied Expe- 
dition to the Scheldt. Se^^ved with the Light Division in the Peninsula from March 1811 to 
December 1812, including'the .battles of Fuentes d'Onor and Salamanca; the sieges of Ciudad 
Rodrigo and Bidojo/ (wounded when in command of a detachment carrying ladders for the 
storming of Fort i^oiirina); and the a«'tiuns of Sabiigal^and San Mnnos. Served in the West 
Indies with the Royal York R ingers and the York Chasseurs from iSl.'t to 18 1 G inclusive, and 
was at the capture of Guadaloupe. Served in the East Indies in command of the 67th regt., 
from March 1819 to Feb. L823, and was employed as a Brigadier at the siege of Asscerghur. 
He has received the War ^Vledal with five Cl«sps. 

77 Major-General Proctor served with the 82nd on the expedition to Walcheren, in 1809, 
and was present at the siege of Flushing. Served also at Gibraltar, Tarifa, and in the Penin- 
sula, from 1810 to Dee, 1812, and subsequently in the Peninsula and south of France, from 
4Lpril to July 1814, including the affair of Posts near Malaga, b ittlo of Barrosa (contusion on 
the body), and retreat from Madrid, Embarked from Bourdeaux for Canada in July 1814, and 
commanded the 82nd before Fort Erie from 2nd Sept., and throughout the successive operations 
'Of the campaign on the Niagara frontier. Received the Brevet promotion of Lient-Colonel for 
his conduct in the repelling of the attack made by the Americans on our batteries and position 
before Fort Erie on the 17 th Sept. 1811. He has received the War Medal with one Clasp for 
Barrosa. 

78 Major-General Jervois accompanied the 89th on the expedition to Hanover in 1805. In 
1810 he was appointed to the stall of Lord Blayney; accompanied him on the expedition to 
Malaga, and was slightly wounded in the attack on the Foi’tiess of Frangorola. In 1813 he 
was appointed to the staff of Sir Gordon Drummond, and embarked with him for Canada, where, 
during the operations of that and the following year, he was present in almost every action 
fought with the American Army either in that Province or on the Frontier, including the 
storming of Fort Niagara, l^ewistown, the attacks on Black Rock and Buffalo, operations against 
the forts and batteries of Oswego, and action of Lundy’s Lane, He received the brevet rank of 
Major for Buffalo, and that of Lieut.-Colonel for Lundy’s Lane. 

79 Major-General Riddall was actively employed with the 62nd, in Sicily, Egypt, Calabria, 
Italy, Spain, and North America, from 180G to the* end of the war. Detached with his Grena- 
dier company to retard the advance of the French on their inarch to invest Scylla Castle in 
Calabria, and invade Sicily. Served in the Grenadier battalion at the Faro, in Sicily, for 
several weeks, under the fire of the French batteries erected in Calabria. Second in command 
to General Blommart in a Grenadier Battalion sent from Sicily to Spain. He was advanced 
with his Grenadier Company and two field-pieces, in the attack on, and expulsion of, the French 
from the heights before Genoa. Second in command to Lieut.-Col. John with the fiank com- 
pany detachments up the Penobscot river in North America, and commanded the advance in 
forming a position at Hampden defended by treble our numbers. 

80 Major-General Addison served in the American war, on the staff of Sir John Sherbrooke. 

81 Sir Francis Cockburn served in South America in 1807; in the Peninsula in 1809 and 
1810; and in Canada from 1811 to 1814. 

' 82 Major- GenerM Charretio served threo years in the East Indies, and was present at the 
mutiny at Yelloro in 1806, when nearly the whole of the G9th were massacred in their barracke. 
He served in the Peninsula with the 2nd Life Guards, from 1812 to the end of that war in 1814, 
inolnding the battles of Yittorio, Pampeluna, and Toulouse. He has received the War Medal 
with two Clasps. 

83 Major-General Patrick Campbell (R. Artillery) was at the capture of St. Luda in 1796, 
and sabtequently in the Carib war in St. Vinceut. Served also in the Peninsula from Jin. 
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1809 to the end of that war in 1814, including the battles of Talavora and Castalla. He has 
received the War Medal with one Clasp for Taiavera. 

84 Major-General Parkinson served at the capture of the Island of Bourbon in 1810, as 
Deputy- Adjutant- General. Proceeded with the .‘J3rd to Stralsund in Pomerania in 1813; and 
from thence to Holland in 1814 ; was present at the attack on Merxern and bombardment of 
Antwerp, and commanded the regt. at the storming of Bergen- op- Zoom, where he received a 
severe contusion. Served also the campaign of 1815, and was severely wounded at Quatre Bras. 
^ 85 Major-General Bluellyn served in the 52nd at Perrol, Cadiz, and in the Mediterranean, 
in 1800 and 1801, Having obtained a company by purchase in the 28th regt., he accompanied 
it to the Peninsula in 1809, and, with the exception of one year’s absence in lilngland, occasioned 
by ill-health, he was actively employed with it in the various duties that fell to its share in the 
campaigns in which it bore such a conspicuous part. Besides many services of minor impor- 
tance, he was present with his regiment at the battle of Biisaco, defence of the Lines of Lisbon, 
advance on Campo Mayor, siege of B idtijoz, battle of Albuhera, capture of a French corps at 
Arroyo de Moliiio, attack and capture of the Forts and Bridge of Almaraz, advance on Aranjuez 
and Madrid, occupation of Bourdq^ux. In 1815 ho embarked with *his regiment for the 
Netherlands, where he was personally engaged with it in tlie battles of Quatre Bras and 
Waterloo, in the latter of which ho was severely wounded, and received for his conduct in the 
field the brevet rank of Lt.-Col(’.iiel and the Companionship of the Biilh. He has received the 
War Medal with two Clasps for Busaco and Albuheru. 

86 Major-General Lautour served in the Ptninsnla with the lUh Dragoons in 1811 and 12; 
he attacked, with a squadron, on the 26th Sept. 181 1, near El Bodoii, a French Cavalry llegt. 
which had captured part of the biggage of the Light Division, aiidisovered the retreat of the 
74th, and five companies of the GOth, from Ciudad Rodrigo. Present also at the siego of Bada- 
joz and battle of Sahuiiauea. Whilst in comiDiind of a sqiuulron he attacked, ainl took pri- 
soners, a company of Fieuch Anillery posted in a vineyard, near Valladolid, supporting the 
enemy’s cavalry on 7th Sept. 1812, during tho time the Army was cro'.sing the Douro; he also 
repulsed an attack of tho enemy’s piquets, making one officer and many men prUoiiors, at Mo- 
nasterio and in front of Burgos on 2nd Oct. 1812; and he was continually on outpost duty, and 
almost daily engaged with the enemy’s sk'rmiyhers, and was slightly wounded in tho retreat 
from Burgos by the bursting of a shell. Served the campaign of 1815, with tho 23rd Light 
Dragiions, uud was present in the actions of the IGth and 17Lh June, and at the battle of 
Waterloo, where he succeeded to the command of tho regiment and of the brigade. Ho has 
received the War Medal with one Clasp for Sdlamanca. 

87 Major-General Egerton, after serving us a subaltern with the 29th in North America, 
and proceeding as a Captain with tho 89th to South America, accompanied the 2ad battalion of 
the 34th to the Peninsula in 18()9. In tho following year be was appointed to tho staff ns 
Deputy- Assistant- Adjutant* General, and attached to. the second division, in which capacity he 
served at the battle of Busneo, and tm the retr<*at to, and during the subsequent occupation of, 
the Lines before Lisbon. He was then removed as senior of the Adjutant-Gonerars ilopartment 
to the fourth division; was present at the siege and capture of Olivenqa, the fir^t siege of 
Badajoz, battle of Albuhera (wounded), and action of Aldoa de Ponte. Kelinquishcd his staff 
appointment and rejoined his regiment in the winter of 181 J, and continued to servo with it 
until appointed Aide-de-camp to Sir Itowland Hill in 1812, on whot^c personal staff he remained 
until the termination of the war, and was pr<3seiit at the battles of Vittoria, I’yrences, — for 
which he obtained the brevet rank of Major, — Nivclle, Nivc, Orthos, and Toulouse. On Lord 
Hill’s appointment to a command with the army in Flanders in the spring of IS 15, ho selected 
Colonel Egerton as his first Aide -de-camp, who served as such at the battle of Waterloo,-— 
wh^ire he obtained the brevet of Lieut. -Colonel, — and continued in the same capacity until tho 
return of the Army of Occupation from France in 1818. When Lord Hill assumed the com- 
mand of the army in chief in 1828, he was pleased to name Colonel Egerton fur tho confidential 
appointment of first Aide-de-camp and private Secretary, whi(‘h he hcltl during the whole period 
of his Lordship’s continuance at the head of the army. He has received the War Medal with 
eight Clasps. 

88 Sir William Chalmers served in Sicily in 130G and 7; campaigns of 1808-9 in Portugal 
and Spain; expedition to Walchercu, including bombardment of Flushing; at Cadiz in 1810 
and 11; and cm the succeeding Peninsular campuLgus, including the battle of Barresa, attack of 
the enemy on tho heights near Moresco, affair of Setihora do la Pena, battle of Salamanca, 
action of San Munos, battle of Vittoria, attack at Maya, battles of the P^ renees on tho 30th 
imd 3lBt July, repulse of tho enemy in his attack of the height.s of St. Antonio, 31st August, 
attack of the enemy’s forts near Sirre, 9 th Oct. 1813, battle of Nivelle, besides a great many 
minor affairs and skirmishes on the advance to Madrid and capture of the Ketiro. lie was 
present with the army in the Peninsula during almost all tho sieges, and was engaged in the 
loUowing affairs during the retreat from Burgos, viz., Olmos, Monasterio, bridge of Valladolid, 

' and passage of the Huebra. Served also in the Netherlands in 1814 and 15, including the 
battle of Waterloo, capture of Paris, and posterior operations in France, to Aug. 1817. ^ Ho 
was sererely wounded in assault of the entrenchments at Sarre, and has had nine horses killed 
or wou&d^ under him in action, three of them at Waterloo. During the above campaigns he 
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was on the staff, except at Waterloo. Subsequently to his services in Sir John Moore^s oaih** 
paigti and Lord Chatham’s expedition, ho was, in the course of about four years (from 5th 
March 1811 to 18th June 1815), in seventeen engagements, six of them general actions^exclu* 
sive of sieges; and for his caiiduct in the field he was twice promoted, vis., to the brevet rank 
of Major at tho battles of the Pyrenees, and of Lieut,-Colonol at the battle of Waterloo, on 
which occasion he commanded the loft wing of tho 52nd rtgL He has received the War Medal 
. with eight Clasps. 

81) Major-General Parker served at Walchercn in 1809, and was employed in the operationB 
previous to, and at tho siege of, 1 "lushing. Embarked for Lisbon in Pcb. 1812, and remained 
with the l)uko of Wellington’s army till tho conclu'uon of the war in 1814; was present at the 
battle of Vittoria, both the sieges of San Sebastian, battle of Orthes, action at Tarbes, and 
battle of Toulouse. Served also the (‘.-impaign of 1815, and lost his left leg at the battle of 
Waterloo. He has received the gold Medul tor the buttle of Vittoria, whore he commanded a 
brigade of artillcrj’; and the silver War Medal with three Clasps for St. Sebastian, Orthes, and 
Toulouse. 

90 Major-General Beckwith served in Hanover in ISOUvO; at Copenhagen in 1807, including 
the action at Kiogc. On the expedition to vUvtden in 1808; and that to Portugal in 1808-9, 
including the notion at Caloavellas on the roticai, and battle of Corunna. Proceeded to Wal- 
cheren in 1809; subsequently to the Peninsula, and was prtaont in the actions of Pombal, 
Kedinha, Condeixa, Foz d’Aroiico, and Sabugul, battle of Puentes d’Oiior, sieges of Ciudad 
llodrigo and Ba<lajo/, battle of Salamanca, siege of Burgos, action at San Milan, battles of 
Vittoria, the Pyreucee, Vera, Kivolle, near Bayonne, Orthos, and Toulouse. Served also the 
campaign of 1815, inclutfsng the battles of (2uatre Bitf^ and Waterloo. During the great 
portion of the above corvice he was employed on the Siaif. Medal for Toulouse, and lost left 
leg at Watorhjo. ^

of 1811, 12, and 15, including the siege <»1’ 13ad,.io/, baltle uf Saluinanca, cavalry affairs at 
Callada do C;iinino and Vmta do Toso, battles of t^uatro Bras and Waterloo, and capture of 
Paris. He has received the War iMedal with one for Salamanca. 

93 IVIajcr-Gcneral Grant served five years in India with the 2 5 ih— afterwards the 22iid'— 
Dragoons, und wuspiobont at the battle of Mullavclly, siege of Seriiigapatam, action withDoon- 
dia, storming the fort of Turnioiil, Avhere ho volunteered and led the assault with 50 dismounted 
Dragoons; engaged aLo in the reduction of various fortresses. Sirvcd with tho 2l8t Fusiliers 
ill Sicily in 18D0, with the ITth Light Dragoons in India from 1807 to 1811 ; and with the 18th 
Hussars in the campaigns of 1813, It, and 15, including tho action at the bridge of Croix 
d'Orade, battle of Toulouse, covoring the retiiing army on tho 17 th of Juno 1815, and battle of 
Waterloo. He has received the W ar Medal with one Clasp for Toulouse. 

94 Major-Ocnoial Taylor Lorved ns Assistant -Adjutant- General to tho force under Sir 
James Craig, in the ModiU-rranean, during 18(»5 and 0. Employed on the staff at the attack 
and capture of Java in 1811, including the attack of the outpost near Weltevreden, and the 
btoiming of tho lines of Coinclis. yelled also the campaign of 1815, with the lOch Hussars, and 
was present at the Irttio of Waterloo. He has received the Mar Medal with one Clasp for 
Java. 

95 Major-General Arguimbau served in the Ponins\ila with tho 3rd battalion of the Royals, 

and lost an arm at j^an yobastiaii. Served also the campaign of 1815, and was slightly wounded 
at Quatre and also at Waterloo. 

96 Mujor- General Calvert served with the 52nd on the expedition to Sweden in 1808 ; ‘ in 
the Peninsula in 1808-9, including the retreat to ('oruniia; and on the Walchercn expedition* 
Appointed Aidc-de-camp to Lord Lyncdoch in April 1810, and joined him at Cadiz, then be- 
sieged by the French ; present at the battles of Burrosa and Vittoria ; also at both the attacks 
and capture of San Sebastian. Accompanied the 29 ih to America in 1814, and was present 
at tho taking of Cnstine, and tho different American setilemcnts in the Bay of Fundy. 
Served also the campaign of 1815 with the 32nd, including tho battles of Quatre Bras and 
Waterloo, and capture of Paris.

of that war in 1814, he served as Deputy-Assislant-Quarter-MaMler-Geiieral with the 2nd 
Division, and was present at the battle of Busaco, 1st siege of Badajoz, battle of Albuhera, 
actions at Arroyo d« Molnio and Almaraz, battles of A^iltoria, the Pyrenees, and Nivelle, battles 
of the Nivc on the 9tb and 12th Dec. (wounded); action of Garris, battle of Orthes, action of 
Aire, and battle of Touloiise. Embarked with the troops from Bourdeaux to Canada in July 
1814, as an Asaistiiiit-Quartcr-Mastor-Gcneral, and was present at the affair of PJattsburg. 
Horeo killed under him at Albuhera; another in the action at the Pass of Maya; and a third 
in the action of the I2th Dec. L813, near Bayonne, lie has received the War Medal with ten 
Clasps. 

106 Mhi or- General Sewell served in the Peninsula and was present at the battles of Corunna, 
Talavcra, Busaco, Nivclle, Nive, Orthes, and Toulouse, and at the sieges of Ciudad Rodrigo, 
Badnjoz, and St. Sebastian, for which he has received the War Medal with ten Clasps. 

107 Maj<»r-G< iieral Darling served at the reduction of Guadaloupo in 1810, and was severely 
wounded in the left knee by a niiisket-shot in storming the heights of Matauba Proceeded to 
the Peninsula, and joiiud the .'jUt Light Infantry at Custello Branco, in May 1812; engaged on 
the heights of San Christoval, the battle of Saiairiunca. and surrentler of the Ketiro at Madrid; 
employed with his regiment before Burgos; and afti*r the retreat from thence he was attacked by 
typhus fever, and sent to England for recovery, in May 181.8. Rejoiin d the army on the heights 
of E'jhallar in September following, and was present at the battle of Nivelle, anil the subsequent 
attack of the heights of St. Pe. Appointed Major of llrigade in Dec. 181*1, and attached to 
Major-Gciif*ral Hay’a brigade in the 51h division, and was employed throughout the blockade 
and oprratinns be fore Baynnno. Appointi d A^jsiftlanL-Adjutant-GnioTal to the 5th division in 
April 1814, and lemaintd in charge of that department uiUil the embarkation of the division in 
Aug. 1811. On the renewal of the war in 1815, he was re-appi>intid to the staff as Assistant- 
Adjutant- Gcneial, and attached to the 4th division, under Sir Charles Colville; employed with 
hU division in the operations connected with the baitle of Waterloo, the storming of Caciibray, 
and capitulation of Puns. He has received the War Medal with three Clasps fot Guadaloupe, 
SMumanca, and Nivelle. 

108 Sir Wm. Lewis Herries accompanied the 9th Dragoons to South America in Sept. 1806, 
and served as a Brigade-Major in the expedition against Buenos Ayres. Aide-de-camp to Sir 
Eyro Coote on the Wulcheren expedition in 1809, and was actively employed at the siege ai^d 
taking of Flushing. Accompanied Sir Edward Paget to Spain as his Aide-de-camp, in June 
1812; and when Sir Edward was taken prisoner on the retreat from Burgos, Lord Wellingtdn 
appointed him a Deputy-Quarter- Master-General, in which capacity he served until the end of 
ttiat war in 1814, and was present at the battle of Vittoria, siege of Sun Sebastian, passage of the 
Bidassoa, the three successive days’ actiiuii at the Mayor’s House, in front of Bidart, where he 
had n horse shot under him. On the 1 4 th of April 1814, whilst endeavouring with Lieut. Moore 
(now Colonel W. G Moore) to extricate Sir John Hopo from his horse, which in the sortie from 
Bayonne was killed and had fallen upon him, he received a mubket-shot in the left knee, was 
taken prisoner with Sir John Hope and Lieut. Moore (both being wounded), and his left leg was 
amputated the next morning, lie has received the War Medal with four Clasps. 

109 Mnjor-Genorol McDonald’s services: — Expedition to South America, and assault of 
Buenos Ayres; Peninsula, from Nov. 1808 to 1813, and in the South of France from March 
1814, iuclmliug the biittlo of Busaco, Lines of Torres Vedras, affairs at Rfd nha, Pombal, and 
Campo Mayor; first siege of Badajoz, battle of Albuhera, third siege and assault of Badajoz, 
affairs at Alva do Tormee, battles of Vittoria, the Pyrenees, 25th (had two horses shot 
under him), 30tb, and 3l9t July, and Toulouse. Wounded in the head akd right thigh at the 
assault of Buenos Ayres, .5th July 1807 ; in the left leg and right groin in the Pyrenees 30th 
July; and in the right shoulder and luugs at the assault of the fortified rock on the mountain 
Arblla, aud surprising the enoroy’s posts in the valley of Banco, Pyrenees, 2iid Oct, 1813, 
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He hae received the gold Medal and one Clasp for Vittoria and the Pyrenees ; and the silver 
War Medal with four Clasps for Busaco, Albuhera, Badajoz, and Toulouse. 

110 Major-General Piity served on the expedition to Copenhagen in 1807. Served afterwards 
in the Peninsula from June 1811 to the end of that war in 1814, including the sit ge and tapiure 
of Badajoz, battle of Salamanca, retreat from Madrid to Burgos, battles ol Vittoriar the 
Pyrenees and Nivelle, battles of the Nivo on the 9th, 10th, lUh, 12th, and 1.3th Dec. 1813, 
besides various minor affairs. He has received the War Medal with six Clasps. 

111 liord James Hay served in the Peninsula and was present at the battles of Vimicra, 
Talavera, Busaco, Fuentes d’Onor, Vittoria, I'yrenees, Nivelle, and Nive, for which he has 
received the War Medal with eight Clasps. He served also the Waterloo campaign. 

112 Major-General T. J. Wemyss served with the Walcheren expedition in 1809, and subse- 
quently in the Peninsula as Major of Brigade to the 50th, Tlst, and 92nd, from the formation 
of that Brigade .under Lord Howanl in 1810, to its final embarkation at Bourdeaux in 1814 ; 
and was present in the different affairs during the retreat to the Lines near Lisbon, actions of 
Pombal, Bedinha, Foz d*Arouce, battle of Fuentes d’Onor, surprise of Grrard at Arroyo de 
Molinos, storm of Fort Napoleon, and the bridge of Almamz, action of Alba do Tormes, 
defence of Bejar, battle of V'lttoiia (received the Brevet rank of Msjor), and the Pyrenees, at 
Mayo, Lesacca, and Donna Maria (severely wounded), battles of the Nivelle, Cam bo, Nive, 
St. Pierre (wounded), Hellette, Garris, St. Palais, Tarbes, Arriveriidte, Orthos, Aire, and 
Toulguse, besides numerous minor affairs. Served also against the Kandians in Ceylon. He 
has received the War Medal with seven Clasps. 

113 Major-General Gabriel was employed on the Walcheren expedition in 1809. Served 

afterwards on the staff in the Peninsula until the end of that war in ^14, and has received the 
War Medal and four Clasps for Busaco, Alhuhcra, Vittoria, and Pyrenees, and obtained the 
brevet rank of Major for the buttle of the Pyrenees ; and that of Lieut.-Coloncl for former 
aervices in the field. , 

114 Major-General Thomas served in Sicily from 1805 to 1812. Joined the .3id battalion of 
the 27th in Portugal in April 181.3, and was present with it at the battles of Vittoria and the 
I’yrenecs. Commanded the Light Compauies of the right brigade of the 4th division at the 
battles of Nivelle, Orlhes, and Toulouse, for which he bus received the gold medal and two 
Clasps; and the silver War Medal with thiee Clasps tor Vittoria, Pyrenees, and Nive. Served 
afterwards in the American war; also at the capture of Paris. 

115 Major-General Rowan served with the .52nd in Sicily, in 1806 and 7; on the expedition 
to Sweden, in 1808; in the Peninsula under Sir John Mooro in 1808-9; at Walcheren in 1809, 
ineiudiug the bombardment and surrender of Flushing. In Portugal from 2Glh Jan. to 1st June 
1811, including the action at Ssibugal. Subsequently in the Peninsula and South of France 
from loth Jan. 1813, to the end of tbac war in 1814, including the battle of Vittoria, passage of 
the Bidassoa, battles of the Nivelle, Nive, Orihes, and Toulouse, together with the intermediate 
affairs. Served also the campaign of 1815, and was present at the battle of Waterloo. Re- 
ceived the brevet rank of Major for the bat tle of Orthes, and that of Lieut.-Colonel for former 
services in the field. He has received the War Medal with six Cluspa, 

116 Major-General Shaw Kennedy served with the 43rd at the siege of Copenhagen and 
battle of itioge in 1807. In the Peninsula fro ij 1808 to 1812 iiiclusivo, and was present at the 
action of the Coa, siege and capture of Ciudad Kodrigo and of Badajo/., and battle of Salamanca, 
for which he has received the War Medal with three Clasps. Served also the campaign of 1815, 
including the battles of Quaire Bras and Waterloo. 

117 Lord Saiidys accompanied the 10th Hussars to the Peninsula in 1812, and was present in 
the action at Morales, and battles of Vittoria ind Pampeluna. Served also the campaign of 
1815, as an Aide-de-camp to the Duke of Wellington, and was present at the battle of AVaterloo. 

118 Sir Thomas Henry Browne carried the King’s Colour of the 23rd at the siege of Copen- 
hagen in 1807. Accompanied his regiment to America; thence to the West Indies, and was 
W(mnded at the capture of Martinique. Proceeded again to Americsi, and thence to Portugal in 
1811. Ho was appointed to the Staff of the Adjutaiit-Gi ueral iii 1812, and was iuthe field at 
the buttles of SBatnaiica, capture of Madrid and the Roiiro, siege of Burgos, Vittoria (where 
he was wounded in the head), the Pyrenees, Nivelle, the actions of the 1 1th, 12tb, and Idth 
Dee. 1813, before Biyonno, Nive, 'larbes, Orthes, and Toulouse. On the escape of Napoleon 
from Elba, he was appointed Aide-de-camp to Lord Stewart (the present Marquis of London- 
derry)', and served the cimpaign of 1815 with him, ut the head-quarters of the Austrian and 
Russian armies. He has received the War Medal with eight Clasps. 

119 Major-General Maclachlan was honourably mentioned in Colonel Gillespie’s despatch, for 
his conduct at the suppression of the mutiny at Vellore in 1806, on which occasion he was the 
senior officer present, and severely wounded. 

120 Major-General Nicolls with thirteen volunteers in a boat of the Blanche frigate, boarded 
and captured, on the 3rd Nov. 1803, the French armed cutter Albion from under the guns of 
Monte Christie, St. Domingo, — in this action he was severely wounded by a musket-bal), which 
entering the abdomen, and coming out nt hb right side, lodged in the arm. On board the 
StandcuA at the passage of the Dardanelles on the I9th Feb. 1807. On the 26th June 1808, 
with a boat’s crew, he boarded and captured the Italian gun-boat Volpe near Corfu. Present at 
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tbe redaction of the Island of Anbolt in May 1809. Severely woanded at the attack on Fort 
Bowyer 15th Sept. 18 J 4. 

121 Major-General Ashworth served in the 58th on the expedition to Naples under Sir 
James Craig in 1805 and 6, and was present at the battle of Maida and served the eampidgii ih 
Calabria. In 1809 he was at the capture uf the Islands of Ischia and Procida. He served after- 
wards in the J*eniiisula with the 2d Battalion of the 58th, and was present at the battle of 
Salamanca, at the whole of the siege uf Burgos and retreat ftom thence into Portugal ; sub- 
sequently to which ho served with the Army on the Eastern coast of Spain. In 1814-15 he 
served in Canada; in France in 1815; and in .lamaica in 1817. lie has received the War Medal 
with two Clasps for Maida and Salamanca. 

122 Mnjor-General Fearon’s services: — Campaign of 1796 and 7 in the West Indies, including 
the storming of the Vigie (wounded in the knee by a bayonet); attack on Morne Fortunee; and 
surrender of SL Lucia. Campaign of 1799 in Holland, iiududing the battles of the 19th Sept., 
2nd and 6th Oct Campaign of 1800 on the coast of France and Spain. Expedition to Quiberon 
Bay. Attack on Ferrol. Expedition to Vigo and Cadiz. Egyptian campaign of 1807, includ- 
ing the surrender of Alexandria; 'attack and storming of Rosetta. Campaign of 1814 and 15 
in Italy, including the surrender of Nnple^ and Genoa. IMajor-Gcneial Foaron commanded the 
troops on board the unfortanate ship Kent, when she was burned in the Bay of Biscay Ut 
March 1825. 

123 Major-General Balncavis proceeded under Sir David Baird to Corunna in 1808; 'from 
thence to Lisbon, and was appointed Major of Brigade to Major-General H. McKenzie’s 
Brigade; served throughout the whole of the war in Spain, and was present at the battles of 
Talavera and Busaco, reWcat to the Lines of Torres Vedrus, occupation of them and subsequent 
advance, battle of Fuentoa d’Onor — for which he received the brevet rank of Major; siege of 
Ciudad Rodrigo, covering the siege of Badajoz, storming of Fort St. I^Tichael, siege of Burgos, 
battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid, and battle of Toulouse, at which battle he succeeded to 
the command of the 3rd battalion of the 27th regt. Embarked at Bourdeaux for North 
America; on arriving there he was appointed A ssistaat-Quarter-Mastcr- General, and was 

f resent at the battle of Plattsburg. Gave up his stall' situation and proceeded to New Orleans. 

^resent at the capture of Paris as Aidc-de-eamp to Sir Manley Power, and served afterwards 
with the Army of Occupation. lie has received the War Medal with nine Clasps. 

124 Major-General Whetham served with the 40th in Holland, in 1799. Also on the 
expedition to South America, and was severely wounded at the assault of Monte Video,—- right 
leg amputated. 

125 Major-General Guldio served in the Peninsula from March 1809 to Nov. 1813, including 
the passage of the Duuro, battles of Talavera, Busaco, Albuhcra, Yittoria, and the Pyrenees, 
besides many other minor actions and skirmishes. Severely wounded in the Pyrenees on the 
doth July 1813, by a musket-ball which is still lodged in the luugs — this wound was long con- 
sidered morCaL lie has received the gold Medal for Albuhera, and the silver War Medal with 
four Clasps for Talavera, Busaco, Vittoria, and Pyrenees. 

126 Major-General lligginsoii served with the Grenadier Guards in Sicily in 1807, in the 
campaign iii the nurth of SpaiJi with Sir John Moore in 1808-9, and was present at the battle 
of Corunna. Went with the expedition to Walchorcn in 1809. Joined his regiment in Portugal 
in 1812, and advanced with the army into Spain in 1813; commanded a detachment of the 
Grenadier Guards at the stonniiig and capture of Sail Sebastian, ‘list August in the same year, 
entered France by the Pyrenees, was present at the passages of the Nive, the Nivelle, and the 
Adour, also during the investment of Bayonne. Embarked with his regiment at Bourdeaux 
when the army loll Prance in 1814. IVent with re-enforcements to the Netherlands in June 
1815, arrived at J’aris shortly after its capture, and remained in France during the three years 
of its occupation by the allied army. In 1830 he was appointed Aide-de-camp to Lord Hill, 
then Cummaiider-in- chief, and continued on his staif upwards uf twelve years, until his lord- 
ship’s resignation of oflice from ill health, lie has received the War Medal with four Clasm. 

127 M'djor-Gencral Bowles served in the north of Germany in 1805 and G, under Lord Gath- 
oart. Present at tho siege and capture of Copenhagen in 1807. In the Peninsula from 1809 to 
1814 (excepting the winters of 18 LO and 11), and was present at the passage of tho Douro ; 
battles of Talavera, Salamanca, and Yittoria ; sieges of Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, Burgos, and 
8aa Sebastian ; capture of Madrid ; passages of the Bidassoa, Nivelle, Nive, and Adour ; and 
investment of Bayonne. Present at the battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo, and at the 
capture of Paris. Ho has received the War Medal with six Clasps. 

128 Major-General Banbury led the storming party at Forts Trederick and Zelandia, Iti a 
volunteer, at tho capture of Surinam in 1804. Served tho campaign Of 1814 in Holland, ilL- 
elndingtho attacks on Merxom, and tho bombardment of the French fleet at Antwerp. Sei^d 
also in the American war. 

129 Major-General the Hon. Henry Oavendish served in the Peninsula from July 1808 to 
January 1809, and was wounded through the wrist at the battle of Corunna, where he serrSd ds 
aide-de-camn to X^rd William Bontinck. He has received the War Medal Mdth two Clauips for 
Sahagun ana Benevente, and Corunna. 

130 Major-General Godwin served with the 9th on the expedition to the Ferrol in im ; 
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that to Banorer ia 1805; and in FortUKal from Sept. ISOStoJuly 1809, inalndin g 
the Douro, In 1810 marched with the light company in a Hank battalion from Gibraltar to 
the first defence of Tarifa. Ho was a volunteer with Lord Blayney from Gibraltar on the ex- 
pedition to Malaga, and present at the attack on tho fortreds of Fuengarola. In 1811 he 
proceeded again to Tarifa, in command of the two flank companies, to join the forco under Lord 
Lynedoch,^ and was present at tho battle of Barrosa, and severely wounded. In 1822 he 
embarked in command of the 4l8t for Madras. In 18*24 he joined Sir Archibald Campbell with 
that regiment in tho invasion of the Burmese empire, and served throughout that war, from the 
landing and capture of Bangoon to the Peace in Fob. 1826. During this period he was 
employed in six separate commands against the enemy. In October 1824 he embarked with a 
force from Bangoon to capture the province of Martaban: he stormed its strongly fortified town, 
t^ing 32 pieces of heavy ordnance and other arms. On tho 8th Feb. 1825, he captured the for- 
tified position of Tantabain, taking 36 pieces of Artillery, and other arms. Uo was also 
present at every action with the enemy (except those in Dec. 1824, when he was still employed 
at Martaban), particularly at ^embike on i at Dec. 1825, when in command of the advanced 
guard he carried the front face of tho enemy’s position, lie commanded the Ist Brigade of the 
Madras division, and was twice thanked by tho Governor* General in Council. He has received 
the War Medal with one Clasp for Barroaii. 

131 Major-General Bobbins served in Sicily in 1806-7 with the 1st Brigade of Guards under 
Sir John Moore. Subsequently with the 7th Hussars in t1i(* I’cninsula and France in the 
campaigns of 1813 and 14, including the investment and suircmdcr of Pampcluno, the battles of 
prthes and Toulouse, witli several intcrmediato affairs of outposts. Served also in Flanders 
in 1815 with the 7th Hussars; was presemt at Quatro Bras, eomnft,nded a squadron of tho 
Bear Guard in tho affair at Genappe, also at the battle of Wuierloo where ho was severely 
wounded. He has received the AVar iNl^cdal with two Clasps for Orthos and Toulouse. 

132 Major-General IMucneil served in Sir John Moore’s retreat, and subsequently at Wal- 
cheren in 1809; iiiStvedish Pomerania in IS 13, in Holland in 1814, including the attack on 
Bergen-op-Zoom. Served also the campaign of 1815, including battle of Waterloo. 

133 Mojor- General Pitt served at the capture of the Danish West India Islands in 1807; and 
of Martinique in 1S09. Served also in tho Peninsula from Jan. 1811 to Jan. 1814, including 
the battle of Albuhera ; actions at Usagre and Almarax. ; siege of Badajoz ; battles of Vittorio, 
Pampeluna, and the Pyrenees. IJo has received tho War Medal with four Clasps. 

134 Major-General Sutherland commanded the few troops on the Gold Coast m the successful 
operations and actions against tho Ashantccs, whom ho defeated and dispersed (about 20,000 
strong) in Juno and July 1824. 

133 Major-General Bainoy served with tho 82nd at tho siege and capture of Copenhagen in 
1807; with Sir Brent Spencer’s expedition off the coast of Spain, and at Cadiz on surrender of 
the French fleet; from thence joined Sir Arthur Wellesley’s army at Mondego Bay, and was 
afterwards present at the battles of Koleia, Vimicra, and Corunna, also the retreat under Sir 
John Moore. Accompanied the regiment to Walchtrcn in 1809, and was present at the sur- 
render of Middleburgb, siege and capture of Flushing. Joined the army in the Peninsula in 
May 1812, and served as Aide-dc-camp to Sir Thomas Bradford during the siege of the Forts of 
Salamanca, battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid, siege of Burgos, and retreat therefrom. 
Served afterwards in the Portuguese service in advance through the Tras-os-Montes in 1313, at 
the battle of Vittorio, actions of Villa Franca and Toloso, storm of the fortified convent in front 
of Son Sebastian, at both the sieges and storm of San Sebastian, passage of tho Bidassoa, battle 
of the Nivelle, battles of the Nivo on the 9th and loth Dec, — severely wounded: wounded also 
at the siege of San Sebastian. Served in France with the Army of ( Iccupation from the capi- 
tulation of Paris in 1815 to tho end of 1818. He has received the War Medal with eight 
Clasps. 

136 Major-General tho Honorable Charles Gore joined the 43rd in the Peninsula in July 
1811, and was present and one of the storming party of Fort San Francisco at the investment 
of Ciudad Rodrigo ; also at tho siege and storming of that fortress and of Badajoz, battle of 
Salamanca, as Aide-dc-camp to Sir Andrew Barnard ; and in a similar capacity to Sir James 
Kempt in the battles of Vittoriu, the Nivelle, tho Nivo (9th, loth, and llth Dec.), Orthes, and 
Toulouse. He was also in the action of San Milan, capture of IMadrid, storming of the heights 
of Vera, bridge of Yanzi, and all tho skirmishes of the Light Division from 1812 to the close 
of the WOT in 1814 ; after which he accompanied Sir James Kempt with the troops sent to 
Canada under his command ; returned to Europe in time for the campaign of 1815, and was 
first and principal Aide-de-camp to Sir James Kempt, and present at the battles of C^uatr© Bras 
(horse shot), and Waterloo (three horses shot), and capture of Paris. He has received the War 
Medal with nine Clasps. 

137 Major-General Walton served with the Coldstream Guards at the siege and capture of 
Copenhagen in 1807. He embarked for the Pcnins^ila in 1808, and served the campaigns of 
1809, 1810, and the first part of 1811; and was present at the passage of the Douro and cap- 
ture of Oporto, tho battles of Talavera and Busaco, the retreat to the Lines of TOTres^ Vedras, 
and the subsequent advance to the Spanish frontier. He served also in Holland, Belgium, and 
France, ftom Nov. 1813 to Nov. 1818; and was present at the bombardment of Antwerp, the 
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attack on Beigen*op>ZooiD, the battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo^ and the oapture of Faith 
He served 40 years in the Coldstream Guards, and commanded the regiment upwards of six years. 
He has recemd the War Aledal with two Clasps for Talavera and Busaco. 

138 Major-General Lewis served in Sir Richard Stracban’s action, 4th Nov. 1805. Com- 
manded a battalion of Marines in the American war, including the action at Bladensburg, attack 
on Baltimore, and various skirmishes in the Ches apeak. 

139 Major-General Lawrence, prior to entering the Royal Marines, served four years and a 
half as Midshipman in the Royal Navy. In 1793 he served at Toulon; landed at Fort La Malgue 
and Fort Mulgrave during the siege. In 1798, at the capture of a E^ench squadron of three 
frigates and two brigs off Toulon. In 1805, battle of Trafalgar; the ship in which he served, 
the Cufosstfs, lost 200 in killed and wounded. In 1810, at Cadiz during the blockade, was the 
senior captain of the expedition against Malaga. In 1814 and 15, served off New York on the 
American coast, until hostilities finally ceased. 

140 Major-General Jones was at the defeat of the French fleet by Lord Howe, Ist June 1794; 
and by Lord Bridport, 23 June 179.5. On board La Revolutionaire when she captured the 
Unite^ I2th April 1798. Wrecked off Brest in 1804, and detained a prisoner of war until 1814. 

141 Major-General Connolly served in Lord Bridport*s action, 23d June 1795. In 1796 served 
in the Mediterranean, including the evacuation ot Bustia, capture of Porto Ferrajo, and destruc- 
tion of Martello Tower in St. Fiorenzo Bay. On board 11. M. S. Excellent in the battle off 
Cape St. Vincent, 14th E'eb. 1797. Capture Of Admiral Perrie*s squadron off Toulon in 1798, 
consisting of three frigates and two brigs. On board the Hannibal^ in the battle of Algesiras, 
6th July 1801, wounded and taken prisoner. On board H. M. S. Penelope^ in the action off 
Flashing and Ostend, unc^tr Sir Sydney Smith, IGth May 1804. Present at the siege of Copen- 
hagen, and capture of Banish fleet in 1807 , and at Nyebourgh in 1808. In 1812, on board 
H.M.S. Hamadryad, when attacked by French privateers; debarked with detachments at Sche- 
veling, and took possession of the Hague in 1814. During the above periods he has been very 
frequently engaged with the enemy in affairs of gun- boats and batteries, &c. &c. He has re- 
ceived a reward from the Patriotic Fund. 

142 Major-General Shawe served the campaigns of 1810, 1811, and part of 1812, in the Pen- 
insula, including the battle of Busaco. Served also in Holland and Belgium from Nov. 1813 to 
Sept. 1814, and was severely wounded at Bergen-op-Zoom. He has received the War Medal 
with two Clasps. 

143 Major-General Beatty’s services: landed at the attack of Santa Cruz, Teneriffe, when Lord 
Nelson lost his arm; battle of the Nile; siege of St. Jean d’Acre (wounded); was favourably 
mentioned in Sir Sidney Smith’s despatch. In 1803 he was at the capture of the Harmonic 
privateer, and the surprise and destruction of E’ort Dunkirk, Martinique, The publication of 
the despatches connected with these events, in which he was most favourably mentioned, pro- 
cured him a patriotic sword of the value of 50/. Captain of Marines in the Courayeux, at the 
capture of the Marengo and Belle Poule in March 1805; and in ihe Donegal, Capt. P. Malcolm, 
when the small squadron under his command attacked two French frigates under the batteries 
of La Hogue, near Cape Barfleur, 10th November 1810. He has been engaged in other affairs 
of minor importance, and was selected for the duty of accompanying Sir G. Cockburu with 
Napoleon in the Northumberland to St. Ilelcnu. 
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War Services of the Colonels. 


I Sir David Cunyngbame served the campaign of 1793, including the actii'iis at Famars, St. 
Amand, and Lincelles (severely wounded); also the siege of Yaltnciennes. Taken piisoner lu 
the action at Ostend in May 1798. 

3 Colonel the Honourable Alexander Abercromby served the campaign of 1799 in Holland, 
as a volunteer with the 92iid ; with the A2nd on the expedition to the Ferrol in 1800; in Sicily 
in 1806 and 1807, as Aide-de-camp to Sir John Moore. Proceeded to the Ptinnsulain 1809, 
and commanded the 28th at the battle of Busaco, and in the Lines before Lisbon; a brigade at 
the battle of Albuhera; the 28th at Arroyo de Molino and Almaraz; and wasAssi&taiit-Quartcr- 
Master-General at the battles of Viitoria, the Pyrenees, and Orthes. He served albo the can.- 
paign of 1815, in the same capacity, and was present at the battles of Quatre Bras and AVaterL «*, 
storming of Peronne, and capture of Paris. He has received the Gold Cross for Albuheiu, 
Vittoria, Pyrenees, and Orthes. 

4 Sir Bohert Cbambre Hill served on the Continent in 1 794 and 95. Embarked with the 
Blues for the Peninsula ii^ Oct. 1812. Soon after his arrival in Lisbon, was ordered to take 
command of the Household Brigade of Cavalry, which he commanded at and for some time aftiT 
the battle of Vittoria, for which he has received the Gold Medal. Present also at the a'^tions in 
the Pyrenees; and subsequently with Lord Hill’s Division until after the battle of the 1 3th D. c. 
1813 near Bayonne. Served also the campaign of 1815, in command of the regiment, including 
the action on the 17th June, and battle of Waterloo, where he was severely wounded. He has 
received the Silver War Medal with one Clasp. 

5 Sur William Cox served at the re-taking of Grenada in 1796 ; in Egypt in 1801 ; employed 
on a particular service in Spam in 1808-9, and was present in the action at Lugo, and battle of 
Corunna. Commanded the fortress of Almeida, from April 1809 to the 27th August 1810, 
when, by the unfortunate explosion of its magazines, be was obliged to surrender it to the army 
nuder Marshal Mossena. He has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Corunna. 

6 Colonel J. P. Hamilton served two years in Spain during the Peninsular war, and com- 
manded a battalion at the battle of Castalla. 

7 Colonel Burslem served at Toulon in 1793, and was present in the various actions there, 
and afterwards at Corsica. Employed as Assistaiit-Q larter-Ma^ter-General at the taking of 
the Isle of France in 1810; and as Deputy- Quarter- Master- General at the conquest of Java 
in 1811 (including the attack of Cornells), for which he has received the Gold I^lidal. 

8 Colonel Gauntleit was actively employed against the Maroons in the AVest Indies. Served 
also the campaign in Egypt. 

9 Colonel Woodgate embarked with the 5th battalion of the GOth on the expedition to Por- 
tugal in 1808 under Sir Arthur Wellesley, and was present at the battles of lioleia, Vimiera, 
Talavera, and Busaco; action at Ssbugal, battle of Fuentes d’Onor (wounded), siege of Badu;* z 
in 1811; action at £1 Bodon, siege and capture of Ciudad Bodrigo. He has received the Gold 
Medal for Fuentes d’Onor, and the Silver AVar Medal with five Clasps for Boleia, Vimiera, 
Talavera, Busaco, and Ciudad Bodrigo. 

10 Colonel Patrickson served in Ireland with the 9th Dragoons during the Bebellion in 1798; 
5n 1807 he served with the 43rd at the siege of Copenhagen and at the battle of Kioge ; in 
1808-9 in Spain, under Sir John Moore. Served afterwards in the Ptninsula (a gnat part of 
the time in command of the regiment) from Sept 1809 to the end of that war in 1814 (except 
durSne two short intervals when he was ordered to England to command the 2nd battalion), 
including the action of the Ci^a, battle of Busaco, Lines of Torres Vedras, actions of Uedinha, 
Foz d*Arouce, Condeixa, and Sabugal ; battles of Fuentes d’Ouor, Vittoria, and Toulouse. He 
has received the Gold Medal for Tonlouse, and the Silver AVar Medal with three Clasps for 
Bnsaco, Fuentes d’Onor, and Vittoria. Embarked for America in Oct. 1814, and commanded the 
43rd at the attack on New Orleans. Joined the Army in Flanders on the 16th of June 1815, 
and was present at the capture of Paris. 

II Colonel J. J. Cochrane served in the Peninsula with the 3rd Guards, and was present at 
thh. batUb of Fuentes d’Onor and siege of Ciudad Bodrigo, for which he has received the War 
Medal with two Clasps. 

12 Colonel Thornton served in the Peninsula, and commanded the 40th regiment at the 
battles of Talavera, Nlvelle (severely wounded), Orthes, and Toulouse, for which he has 
received the Gold Cross. He was also present at the battles of Boteia, Vimiera, Busaco, and 
the Pyrenees, for which he has received the Silver War Medal with four Clasps. 

13 Sir John Milley Doyle served the E^ptian campaign of 1801, including the actions of tbe 
$Ui, 13Cb, and 21st of March, captures of Grand Cairo and Alexandria, together with the othti% 
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opcrtilions of that camfu'igu. 8trved afterwards in the Peninsula from Ftb. 1809 to the end of 
that war in 1814— either in comuoand of a re'gimiiit of .Portuguese or ti biigade — and was pre- 
sent at the action of Grijon, passage of the Douro, hiittle of Puentes d'Oiior, first siege of 
Badajoz, shge and assault of Ciudad Ilodrigo, battles of Vittoria, the P^nriees, Nivelle, and 
Orthes. Sir John has received a M* dal for services in Fgypt j and the Gold Cross and one 
Clasp for Fuentes d’Onor, Ciudad Hodrigo, Vittoria, the P^rt net s, and Orthes. 

14 Colonel John Plamiiton served the Egyptian Campaign of ISoi with the Coldstream 
Guards. Accompanied a detachment of that regiment to the IVn'nsula in March 1810 ; and in 
April was appointed lleputy-Assistant-Quarter-M aster- Genii al at Isla do Leop. Went to 
England in March 1812; rejoimd the regiinint in the Ptiiinsula in July 1813, and served there 
until the end of that war in 1814. He has reciived the War Medal with two Ciaaps for llarrosa 
and the Nivc. 

15 Colonel Baihes served with the Coldstream Guards cn the expedition to Hanover in 
1805-6 ; and at Copenhagen in 1807. Eoiharked with the ngimmt for the Peninsula, .'ilst of 
Bee. 1808, and served there until 20ih of January 1812 ; and again from August 1812 to IGth 
May 1813, and was present at the battles ot Talavcra, Jiucaco, and Fueutes d Oaor, for which 
ho has received the War Mjdal with throe Clasps. 

IG Colonel Ki ate served in the Peninsula from Dec. 1808 to Jan. 1813, including the pas&ago 
of the Douro, aftair mar Salamanca, battle of Batao, si* ge of Ciudad Kodrigo, covering the 
siege of liadajvjz, battle of Sa'amanca, capture ot Madrid, and siege of Burgos, lie has received 
the War Medal with three Clasjis for llu. aco. Ciudad Kodrigo, and Salammica 

17 Colonel Ward served in the Peninsula, and bus received the Gold Medal and two Clasps for 
balamuncn, lludajoz (severely wounded at the as^aull), aud tiie Pyrenees ; aud the Silver War 
Medal with one Clanpi for Buaaco. 

18 Coloutd B'ake served with the 20th Dragoons at the capture of the Cape of Good Hope in 
1806 ; proceeded from thence to South iN-vnrii-a, and was in the action at Maldonado and siege 
of Monte Video. Served in I’ortugal in 1808 and 9, including the battles of Roleia and 
Vimiera (Gold Medal); also at the passage of the Douro. In Sicily in 1810 and 11; subse- 
quently on the eastern coast of Spain, including the battle of Castalla, and action at ViPa Franca. 

19 Colouel Jodrell served in Sicily in 1806 aud 1807. He went to Cadiz in March 1810, and 
remained there till April 1811, having been present at the battle of Barrosa. lo Sept 1812 he 
joined the Duke of Wellington’s army in the Peninsula, and served there until the end of that 
war in 1814. lie lias received tlic War Aledal with three CInsps for Barrosa, Nivelle, and Nive. 

20 Colonel Henry Dawkins served in the Peninsula with the Guards, from Feb. 1810 to tbo 
end of that war in 1814 : Major of Brigade from June 1810, iueluding the battle of Fueutes 
d’Onor, siege of Ciudad Uodngo, battle of Sa’amanea, siige of Burgos, battles of Vittoria, Ni- 
velle, and Nive ; passage of the Adour, blockade of Bayonne and repulse of the sortie, on which 
last occasion he was severely wounded. S^Tved also the campaign of 1815, mcludiug the battle 
of Waterloo. 11c has rccciicd the War Medal witli five Cluspv. 

21 Colonel Peter Brown served with the 82ud on au expedition to the ccast of France early 
in 1800, and subsequently in the Mediterranean. Ho served with the 23rd at the siege and 
capture of Copenhagen in 1807 ; afterwards in North America ; also at the siege and capture 
of Martinique in 1809 ; and in the Peninsula from 1810 to the end of that war in 1814. As 
Commandant of detachments at Belem he established a school upon the model of the Royal 
Military Asylum at Chelsea, for the numerous children of the soldiers’ families left at that 
station. He also served on the ISudf in thp Netherlands, as Commandant of Ghent, and sub- 
sequently with the Army of Occupation in France. Ho has received the War Medal with one 
Clasp for IMartinique. 

24 Colonel Fielding Browne accompanied the 40th to the Peninsula in July 1808, and was 
present at the battles of Uoleia, Vimiera, Talavera, and Busaco ; on the retreat to, and at the 
occupation of, the Lines of Torres Vedras, siege of Badajoz, in May 1811, and repulse of the 
sortie from Fort San Christoval ; actions of El Bodon and Aldea de Ponte, siege and storming 
of Ciudad Rodrigo, siege and storming of Badujuz, action at Cunizal, battle of Salamanca, cap- 
ture ot Madrid, and subsequent retreat therelrom. Serjed also on the expedition against New 
Orleans. Commanded the regiment at the battle of Waterloo, lie has received the Gold 
Medal for Badajoz (having commanded the regiment at the assault) ; and the Silver War Medal 
with seven Clasps for the other battles and siege. 

25 Colonel Childers served with the 11th Dragoons at the Heldcr in 1799 ; the Peninsular 
campaigns from May 1811 to the end of that war in 1814, and has received the War Medal 
with two Clasps for Sulamunca and Vittoria. Also the campaign of 1815, as Major ot Brigade 
to Sir John Vandeltnr, including the battle of Waterloo. Commanded a brigade of Cavalry 
at the siege and capture of Bburtpore, under Lord Combermere. ^ 

26 Colonel the Honourable Leicester Stanhope was employed in South America in 1^807, and 

Was present at the attack on Buenqs Ayres. Served also in the Muhiattu war of 1817 and 18> 
including the battle of Maheidpore, and storming of Talneir. u i e n 

27 Colonel Alexander Xliggioson served the campaign of 1808-9, including the battle of Co- 
runna $ the expedition to Walcheren in 1809 ; and the Peninsular campaigns ot 1812, 13, 
and 14, He has received the War Medal witli three Clasps for Corunna, Nivelle, and Nive. 
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28 Colonel AUix served in the Peninsula with the 1st Guards (part of the time as Adjutant 
and as Brigade- Major) and was present at tlio battles of Corunna, Salamanca, Pyrenees, and 
Nivelie (severely wounded), and at the sieges of Ciudad Kodrigo and Badajoz, for which he has 
received the War Modal with six Clasps. He served also the Waterloo campaign. 

29 Colonel Brooke served in the Peninsula with the 1st Guards and was present at the battles 
of Corunna, Nivelie, and Nive, for which ho has received the War Medal with three Clasps. 

30 Sir John Morillyon Wilson served as midshipman in the navy for nearly six years. Ho 
was employed on the coast of Ireland during the rebellion in 1798 ; in the expedition to the 
Heldcr in 1799, and Eg} pt in 1801, where he received a medal from the Capltan Pasha for 
having saved the lives of a boat's crew belonging to a Turkish man-of-war. He received three 
wounds while a midshipman ; and the last was a severe wound on the head, which produced 
total deafness, in consequence of which he was invalided, and quitted the navy in 1803. His 
health being restored, he entered the army in 1804 ; and served in the third battalion lioyals at 
Walcheren in 1809, where he was twice wounded during the siege of Flushing. He afterwards 
served in the Peninsula, and was in the battles of Bu^aco, the retreat to the lines of Torres 
Vedras, and at the actions of the Coa, Pombil, Kediuhn, Coudeixa, Cabal Nova, Foz d'Arouce, 
the blockade of Almeida, and battle of Fuentes d'Ouor. lu J812 he joined the 2nd battalion 
Boyals in Canada, and was in the attack made on Sacketfs Harbour, and Grcjit Sadus (where 
he received a severe bayonet wound ). Ho was also in the actions at Black Rock, Buffalo, and 
the battle of Chippewa, in which he received seven wounds, and being left on the field of battle, 
he fell into the hands of the enemy. Daring his career in the two professions he received 
thirteen wounds, and has two bails still lodged. The brevet rank of IVlnjor, and that of Lieu- 
tmiant- Colonel was conjji^rrcd upon him for his conduct at Buifalo and Chippewa. Sir John has 
received the War Medal with two Clasps for Busaco and Fuentes d'Onor. 

31 Colonel Gordon served in the Peninsula with the 5lh Dragoon Guards and was present at 
the battle of Salamanca, for wliicli he has received tliq War Medal with one Clasp. 

32 Colonel William Drummond's services : — Peninsular campaigns, from 1809 to 1812, in- 
cluding the battles of Busaco and Fuentes d'Onor, the retreat to the lines of Torres Vedras, 
and subsequent advance from thence. Campaign of 1814 in Holland, including the bombard- 
ment of Antwerp and storming of Bergen-op-Zuom. Campaign of 1815, including the battles 
of Quatre Bras and Waterloo. Received the rank of Brevet Major for his conduct at Waterloo. 

33 Colonel Snodgrass accompanied the r)2nd to Sicily in 1806 ; to Sweden in 1808 ; from 
thence to the Peniobula, and was present during Sir Johu Moore's advance and retreat, and at 
the battle of Corunna. Served afterwards in the Peninsula, and was present at the pursuit of 
Massena from Sauturem, action of Sabugal, battle of Fuentes d'Onor, action near Guinaldo, 
siege and capture of Ciudad Rodrigo, and action of San Munos. Appointed Major in the 
Portuguese service, 24 th Nov. 1812 ; commanded a corps of 400 Grenadiers at the- battle of 
Vittoria, and in the actions of Villa Franca and Toloba. Volunteered and commanded the 
storming party that assaulted and carried the Convent, Redoubt, and other outworks at San 
Sebastian (wounded). Volunteered and commanded the detachment of the 10th Portuguese 
Brigade that stormed the small breach of the same place on the 31st Aug. 1813 — having pre- 
viously, by entering the river at night, discovered a font under the walls, through which he led 
tho detachment. Present when the army crossed the Bidassoa. Commanded the 1st Ci^adoros 
at the battle of Nivelie. battle of the Nive on tho 9th, 10th, and 11th Dec. (wounded on the 
nth), and battle of Orthes, where he was severely wounded in the head. He has received tho 
Gold Cross for San Sebastian, Nivelie, Nive, and Orthes; and the Silver War Medal with four 
Clasps for Corunna, Fuentes d'Onor, Ciudad Rodrigo, and Vittoria. 

34 Colonel Balvaird served in the Peninsula with the Ride Brigade, and has received the Gold 
Medal and a Clasp for the battles of the Nivelie and Nive; and the Silver War Medal with six 
Clasps fur Busaco, Fuentes d'Onor, Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz (severely wounded), Salamanca, 
and Pyrenees. 

35 Colonel Harris served the campaign of 1808-9 as a Deputy- Assistant-Qnarter-Master- 
General to Sir David Baird's Division, and was present at the principal operations of the army, 
and at the battle of Corunna, for which he has received the War Medal with one Clasp. 

36 Colonel Thomas Wildman served with the 7th llussars.in the campaign of 1808-9 under 
Sir John Moore, and was present in the cavalry engagements at Mayorga, Benevente, and 
throughout the retreat to Corunna. Subsequently in the Peninsular campaigns of 1813 and 14, 
including the investment and surrender of Pampeluna, the battle of Orthes and intermediate 
affairs. Served also the campaign of 1815 as Aide-du-camp to the Earl of Uxbridge, including 
the action at Quatre Bras, retreat on the 17 th, and battle of Waterloo, at which last he was 
slightly wounded. He has received the War Medal with three Clasps for Benevente, Orthes, and 
Tonlouse, 

37 Colonel the Honourable Frederick M. Cathcart served as Aide-de-camp to the Commander 
of the Forces in the expedition sent to the North of Germany in 1805-6 under General Lord 
Cathcart; and on the expedition sent to the Island of Rugen in the Baltic, to co-operate with 
the King of Sweden in 1807; and subsequently in the same 'year at the siege and capture of 
Copenhagen, on which occasion, being sent home with the despatches, he was promoted to a 
Troop in the 25th Light Dragoons, He continued to serve as Aide-de-camp to Lord Cathcatt 
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during the campaigns of 1813 and 1814 in Germany and France, and was present at the battles 
of Lutzen 3rd May, Bautzen 20th and 21st May, Dresden 28th Aug., Leipzic IGth, 18th, and 
19th Oct. 1813, Brioniie 1st Feb., Fere Champenoise 2.5th March, and capture of Paris 31 st 
March 1814. In 1815 he was also ernploycd in the same capacity at the head*quarters of the 
Allied Array under Marshal Prince Schwartzenberg. 

39 Sir George Couper was Assistant-engineer at Copenhagen; Captain in the 92nd with Sir 
John Moore's army in Sweden and Portugal; Aide-de-camp to Lord Dalhousie in Walcheren; 
1st Aide-de-camp to Sir H. Clinton in the Peninsula in 1811 and 12, to l.ord Dalhousie from 

1812 to the end of the war, and was present in all the actions in which they commanded 
Divisions during those periods. He was Assistant Quarter-Mastcr-General with the army in 
the Gulf of Mexico in 1814-1,5. Sir George has received the War Medal with lour Clasps for 
Badajitz, Salamanca, Vittoria, and Pyrenees. 

40 Colonel Richardson served with the llo^al Horse Guards in Spain and France from Dec, 

1813 to the end of the war in 1814, and has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Toulouse. 

41 Colonel Martin served in fhe 23rd Light Dragotms at the battles of Talavera, on the 22nd, 
27th, and 28th July 1809; also the campaign of* 181.5, including the battle of Qnatre Bras, 
retreat on the following day, and battle of Waterloo, lie has received the War Medal >vith one 
Clasp for Talavera. 

42 Colonel Cliarles W’yndham served in the Peninsula with the lOtli Hussars and was present 
at the battles of Vittoria, Orthes, and Toulouse, for which he has received the War Medal with 
three Chisps. 

43 Colonel Payler served in Sicily in 180G and 7; the campaign of 1808-9, under Sir John 
Moore; and subsequently in the Peninsula under the Duke of \Velling\#on, including the battle 
of Fuentes d'Onor, siege of Ciudad Rodrigo, aud battles of the Nivelle and Nive, for which he 
has received the War Medal with four Clasps. 

44 Sir Maxwell Wallace served the etiinpaign of 181.5, and was present in the action at 
Quatre Bras, the retreat on the 17th June, and battle of Waterloo. On the 16th June 1815, he 
was appointed, by Major-General Baron Doriiberg, Orderly Olhcer, to assist his Brigade- 
Major, Captain Robais; the GeneiaVs Aide-de-camp, Captain Krachenburg, being taken prisoner 
the following day, he took Robais as Aide-de-camp, and named Captain Wallace, Acting- 
Brigade- Major; and, Rubais being killed on the 18tb, the Duke of Wellington conhrmed 
Captain Wallace on the Major-General's recommendation. 

45 Colonel the Honourable Juhn Finch served the campaigns of 1813 and 14 with the 15th 
Hussars, and was engaged at the battle of Vittoria (sabre wound), Orthes, and Toulouse, for 
which he has received the War Mt dal with three Clasps. He was also present, although not 
personally engaged, at the battles of the Pyrenees and the Nive. Accompanied Lord Comber- 
mere to India as his Military Secretary, and vias present at the siege and capture of Bhurtporc. 

40 Colonel James Lindsay served on the expedition to Walcheren in 1800; at the defence of 
Cadiz in 1811 ; the Peninsular campaigns of 1812 and 1813 ; the subsequent campaign in 
Holland, under Lord Lynedocb, including the assault of Bergen-op-Zoom, at which he was 
severely wounded. 

47 Colonel Barlow served in India under Lord Lake, during the campaigns of 1803, 4, and 5, 
and was present at the siege of Dcig, battle of Futtyghur, siege of Bhurtpore, and battle of 
Afzalghur. Served also at the captures of Bourbon and the Isle of France in 1810. 

48 Colonel Moore served in the Peninsula with the 52nd and was present at the sieges of 
Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, and St. Sebastian, and at the battles of Salamanca, Vittoria, Nivelle, 
and Nive, for which he has received the War Medal with seven Clasps. He was also at the 
repulse of the sortie from Uayonne as Aide-de-camp to Sir John Hope, and was severely 
wounded and taken prisoner with tliat general. He served also the W aterluo campaign on the 
staff of the Quarter- Master-General. 

49 Sir Henry Floyd accompanied General Sir William II. Clinton to Sicily in 1811, and to 
Spain in 1813, as his Aide-de-camp, and was present at the battles of Biar and Castalla, siege 
aud blockade of Tarragona, in conveying orders to Ordal, and subscitueut blockade of Barcelona. 
Served also the campaign of 1815, with the loth Hussars, and was present at the battles of 
Quatre Bras aud Waterloo, and* at the capture of Paris. 

49* Colonel Keane served with the 23d on the expedition to the north of Germany in 1805 ; 
in Portugal and Spain under Sir John Moore, including the retreat to, and the battle of, Corunna. 
Served afterwards in the Peninsula with the 7th Hussars, and as Aide-de-camp to Sir Hussey 
Vivian, from November 1813 to' the end of the war in 1814, including the battles of the Nive, 
Orthes, and Toulouse. Also the campaign of 1815 in the same capacity, and was present at 
the battle of Waterloo and capture of Paris. He has received the W^ar Medal with four Clasps 
for Corunna, Nive, Orthes, and Toulouse. 

50 Colonel William Cochrane landed with the first army in Portugal on the 3rd Aug. 1 808, and 
served in the Peninsula during the campaigns of 1808, 9, 10, 11, and part of 1812, including the 
battles of Roleia, Vimiera, Talavera, and Busaco. action of Redinha, siege of Oliven^a, first 
siege of Balajoz, siege of Ciudad Rodrigo. Served nearly two years in Canada during the 
American war, as Aide-de-camp to tiie Governor-General and Commander of the forces, 
Lieutenant-General Sir George Provost. He has received the War Medal with five Clasps. 
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51 Colonel Wodchouse served in Portugal from May 180S to Dec. 1811, including the battle 
of Yimiera, campaign from Lisbon to Oporto, and battles of Busaco and Fuentos d’Onor ; 
served the campaign of 1814 in the South of France, including the affair at Tarbes and battle 
of Toulouse. 

52 Colonel \A'ctherall as in action with a squadron of French frigates in the Mozambique 
Channel in June 1810; in the attack of a squadron of French frigates in port S.E. of the Isle of 
France in July 1810. At the attack and conquest of Java in 1811, as Aide-de-camp to Major- 
General Wetherall, f^r which he has received the M'ar Medal with one Clasp. He was appointed 
9 k C.B for his distinguished services in the suppression of the insurrection in Canada. 

53 Colonel Simpson served in the Peninsula from May 1812 to May 1813, including the latter 
part of the defence of Cadiz, and the attack on Seville. Served also the campuigri of 1815, and 
was severely wounded at Quatre Bras, lie served as second in command to Sir Charles Napier 
during the campaign against the Mountain and Desert Tribes situated on the right bank of the 
Indus, early in 1845. 

54 Colonel Love served with the r)2Qd regiment in the expedition to Sweden under Sir John . 

Moore, and afterwards in Portugal and Sp un, including the advance into Sptfin, retreat to, and 
battle of, Corunna, besides the dittcrent affairs on the retreat. Served afterwards in the Penin- 
sula with the Light Division, including the storming of Ciudad Hodrigo, and all the affairs and 
battles in which the Light Division took a part up tt) 1812. During the campaign in Holland 
under Lord Lyncdoch, he was present at the attack on the fortified village of Merxem, and the 
bombardment of Antwerp. Present in the several affairs before New Orleans, and in the 
attack on that place, on which occasion he had two horses shot undtr him, and was slightly 
wounded in the arm by r rifle-bull. Served also the campaign of 1815, and received four severe 
wounds at the battle of Waterloo, when the ryJnd regiment charged the French Imperial 
Guards. He has r<:ceived the IVar Alodal with four Clasps for Corunna, Busaco, Fuentes 
d'Oaor, and Ciudad Rodrigo. • 

55 Colonel the Honourable George Anson served the campaign of 181.5 with the Scots 
Fusilier Guards, and was present at the battle of Waterloo. 

56 Sir Duncan M'Gregor was actively employed in Sicily and Italy in 1806, including the 
skirmishes at St. Euphemie, battle of Maida, attack on Seylia Castle, and capture of Catrone. 
Campaign of 1807 in Egypt, including the attacks in the Desert, and siege of Rosetta. Cam- 
paign in Holland in 1809, including the attacks and captures of Ter Vere and Flushing. Cam- 
paigns in the Peninsula during part of 1813 and 14. Capture of Corsica in May 1814. 
Wounded through the right shoulder by a musket-shot at Alaids, for which battle he has 
received the War Medal with one Clasp. 

57 Colonel Bentinck served in the Peninsula with the Coldstream Guard?, and was wounded 
at Barrosa, for which battle he has received the War Medal with one Clasp. He served also 
the campaign of 1815, and was present at Waterloo. 

58 Colonel Lane served with the 15th Hussars during the campaigns of 1813, 14, and 15, in 
the Peninsula, France, and Flanders, and was present at the battle of Waterloo, also at the 
battles of Orthes and Toulouse, for which he has received the War Medal with two Clasps. 

59 >Sir Robert Niekle served with the 88ch in the action of the 2nd July 1807, before Buenos 
Ayres; volunteered and led the Forlorn Hope on the 5Lh July, and was very severely wounded, 
and his party all cither killed or wounded. Served, with the exception of about five months, 
during the whole of the Peninsular war from 1809 to the embarkation of his regiment, the 88th, 
in 1814, at Bourdeaux for North America, including the passage of the Douro, battles of 
Talavera and Busaco, second siege of Badajoz, the retreat and advance of the army to and from 
the Lines at Torres Vedras, battle of Vittoria, sortie from Pampeluna, battles of the Pyrenees, 
Nivelle, Nive, and Orthes, actions of Vic Bigorre and Tarbes, and battle of Toulouse (very 
severely wounded), independent of a great many skirmishes of advanced and outposts. Served 
afterwards in the American war in the affair of Plattsburg, where he led the advance across the 
Sarinac River, and was wounded. Up(m the breaking out of the insurrection in British North 
America in the winter of 1837, Sir Robert Niekle volunteered his services there. He has 
received the Gold Medal for Nivelle, and the Silver War Medal with seven Clasps for the other 
battles. 

60 Sir Richard England served at the siege and capture of Flushing in 1809 ; and subsequent- 
ly on the Staff of the Adju rant -General with the army in Sicily in 1810. He was employed 
in all the operations of the Caffre war on the eastern frontier of the Cape of Good Hope in 1835 
and 36; and he commanded a division of the army in Scinde and in Affghanistan in 1841 and 
42, .and was engaged in several affairs with the enemy in the advance by the Bombay column, 
and in its retreat from Cuiidahar. 

61 Colonel Macintosh served in the Peninsula with the 3rd Drap^oon Guards from August 
1812 to the end of that war in 1814, including the retreat from M idrul to Salamanca, and action 
at Alba de Tormes, retreat to Ciudad Rodrigo, and action at San Munos, passage of the Tormes 
above Salamanca, and attack on the French rear-guard under General Villate, action at Hormasa 
before Burgos, battle of Vittoria, investment uf Pampeluna, action at Tarbes, attack on the 
French cavalry real -guard at St. Gaudens, and battle of Toulouse. He has received the War 
Medal with two Clasps for Vittoria and Toulouse. 
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62 Lord Hotham served in the Peninsula with the Ooidstream Guards from April 1812 to 
Feb. 1814, with the exception of a short absence in conHC (iuence of a wound received at the 
battle of Salamanca. Served also the campaign of 1815, and was present at the battle of 
Waterloo. He has received the War Medal with four Clasps for Salamanca, Vittoria, Nivelle, 
and Nive. 

63 Colonel Paterson served in the Peninsula with the 77 th and was present at the sieges of 
Ciudad Rodrigo and Bad^ijoz, for which he has received the War Medal with two Clasps. 

64 Colonel Madox served the campaign of 1815 with the 6th Dragoons, and was present at 
the battle of Waterloo. 

65 Colonel Wright’s services: — Engaged in most of Lord Nelson’s attacks on Rota and Cadiz 
in 1797; battle of the Nile; campaign of Naples in 1799; surrender of Ovo and Novo, Fort 
Sc. Elmo, Capua, and Guata; cutdiig out of the Guiep at Vigo ; Egypt in 1801 ; and battle of 
Algiers in 1816. 

66 Colonel Aslett was present in the battle off Camperdown lUh Oct. 1797. Has been 
repeatedly in action with the Flotilla off Boulogne, Iluvrc-dr-Grace, but was employed prin- 
cipally blockading Cadiz, Brest, Kochfort, Carihagena, and Toulon. 

67 Colonel Everard’s services: — Expedition to South America, including taking of Maldona- 
do; actions previous to, and assault of Monte Video, where he commanded the Forlorn Hope. 
Campaign and battle of Corunna. Expedition to M'alchrren, and siege of Flushing. Com- 
manded 14th regt. at the siege of Hattras, 1817. Commanded Flank Bittaliun in the cam- 
paigns of 1817 and 18, under Lord Hastings. Commanded 14th Regt. at the siege and assault 
of Bburtpore, 1826. He has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Corunna. 

68 Colonel Bisshopp’s services: — Campaign and battle of Corunna; e:?pedition to Walcheren; 
campaign in the south of France; capture of Bhurtpore in 1S26. Ho has received the War 
Medal with one Clasp for Corunna. 

69 Colonel Ellis served the campaigns nf 1812, 13, It, and 15, with the Grenadier Guards, 
and was present at the defence of Cadiz, action of San Munos, passage of the Bidussoa, battles 
of the Nivelle, Nive, before Bay onne, Quatre Bras, and Waterloo. Severely contused at Quatie 
Bras, and severely wounded at Waterloo. He has received the War Medal with two Clasps for 
Nivelle and Nive. 

70 Colonel Higgins served in Ireland during the Rebellion in 1798. In 1806 he was at the 
landing and taking of Maldonado, in South America ; at the affair of San Carlos, in which he 
was slightly wounded, and had bis horse shot; also at the siege and taking of Monte Video. 

71 Sir Wm. Robert Clayton accompanied his regiment, the Royal Ilurse Guards, to the 
Peninsula in Oct. 1812, and commanded a squadron at the battles of Vittoria, the Pyrenees, and 
at the period when Marshal Soult attempted to relieve Pampeluna. In 1815 again at'companicd 
his regiment to the Netherlands, and was at the battles of C^^iatre Bras, Gen appe, and Waterloo. 
He has received tlic War Mtd.al with one ("lasp for Vittoria. 

72 Colonel Macadam landed in Portugal 1st Aug. 1808 with the 9tb, and served throughout 
the whole of the Peninsular war, including the battles of Ruleia and Vimiera, passage of the 
Douro, defence of Tarifa, utTairs on the retreat from Burgos in 1812, siege and storming of San 
Sebastian (twice wounded, and commanded the false attack on the breach on the night of the 
'29th of Aug.), passages of the Bidussoa (shot through the body) and Adour, several atfuirs con- 
Inected with the investment of Bayonne, and also the repulse of the sortie, besides a variety of 
minor affairs, and other desultory services during the Peninsular war. Proceeded to Canada 
with his regiment, and served the campaign of 1814. He has received the War Medal with 
three Clasps for Boleia, Vimiera, and St. Sebastian. 

73 Colonel Hon. G. Cathcart served the campaigns of 1813 and 14 in Germany, as Aide-de- 
camp to Lord Cathcart, and was engaged at Lutzon 3rd May, Biutzen 20ih and 21at May, 
Dresden 28th August, Lcipsic 1 6th, 18(ii, and 10th October 181.3, Bricnne 1st February, Bar- 
sur-Aubo, Areis 2l8t March, and Fdre Champanoisn 25th March 1814. Served also the cam- 
paign of 1815, as Aide-de-camp to the Duke of Wellington, and was present at the battles of 
^Quatre Bras and Waterloo. 

F 74 Colonel Spink served with the Light Company of the 12th in several actions in the Tra- 
Vancore war, East Indies. Severely wounded through the leg when leading a night attack 
against the enemy’s position at St. Mary, in the island of Bourbon. Prcs«nt also at the capture 
of the Isle of France, his company forming the advance on landing, and repeatedly engaged 
trevious to its capture. 

75 Colonel Mansel served with the 10th in the Mediterranean; subsequently with the 53rd in 
the Peninsula, and was severely wounded at Toidouse, for which battle he has received the War 
Medal with one Clasp. 

76 Colonel Bradshaw’s services: — Expedition to Madeira, in 1807; expedition to Wtil- 
theren, 1809, including the landing at Tcr-Vere, siege and bombardment of Flushing; Penin- 
ula from JuDe 1811 to the end of the war, including siege, assault, and capture of Ciudad 
~'.odrigo and Badajoz; operations on the Bidassoa and Adour. blockade of Bayonue, and repulse 
f the sortie. Ho has received the War Medal witli two Clasps for Ciudad Rodrigo and 
>adqjoz. 

77 Colonel Dobbin served with the 19 th in the Travancore war in 1809; at the capture of 
lo Kandian territories in Ceylon in 1815. Also actively employed at the head of the Grena- 
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dier company throughout the Kandion oampaigu of 1818, and received the thanks of Sir Robert 
Brownrigge on three occasions in general orders, for a series of services against the insurgents. 

78 Colonel John Drummond served in the Peninsula with the Coldstream Guards from Jan. 
1813 to the end of that war in 1814, nud hai received the War Medal with two Clasps for the 
battles of Vittoria nud the Nive. 

79 Colonel Melville Browne served as Aide-de-camp to Sir Brent Spencer in the battles of 
Roleia, Vimiera, Busaco, Fuentes d'Ouor, (for which he has received the War Medal with four 
Clasps) and the different affairs during the retreat of Mossena from PortugaL Served also at 
the siege of Flushing in 1809, as Aide-de-camp to General Gore Browne. 

80 Colonel Frceth served in the Peninsula and France from May 1809 to Jan. 1814, and was 
present at the following actions and sieges; viz.: — Fuentes d’Ouor, capture of Ciudad Rodrigo 
and Badajoz, battles of Salamanca, Burgos, Vittoria, and Pyrenees, near Pamplona, Nivelle, 
and Nivc, for which he has received the War Medal with eight Clasps. 

81 Colonel Lc Blanc served in the Peninsula with the 41 li and was present at the battles of 
Corunna, Salamanca, and Vittorisi, and at the sieges of Badajoz, nnd St. Sebastian (severely 
wounded at the assault and capture), for which he has received the War Medal with live Clasps. 
He served also the Waterloo campaign. 

82 Colonel Horton served in the Peninsula wi^li the 71st and was present at the battles of Ni- 
velle, Nive, Orthos, and Toulouse, for which he has received the War Medal with four Clasps. 
He served also tlio Waterloo campaign. 

83 Colonel Kiddiesden served m the Peninsula with the Royal Horse Guards and was present 
at tho battles of Vittoria and Toulouse, for which he has received the War JMudal with two Clasps, 
lie served also the WaUrloo campaign. ^ 

84 Colonel John Lcdic was at tlie taking of Travanenre in 18t)S; and at tho capture of Bourbon 
and the Isle of France in 1810: after which ho serAod m Java and was present in the engagements 
of the lOtli, 22nd, and 2Gth Aug. 1811. He served also in the Pindaree war in 1817, and with 
the Army of Occupation in France. He has ri'ceived the War ]\Icdal with one Clasp for Java. 

85 Colonel James Flemiug served in India, Bnirbon, and at tho capture of the Isle of France. 

86 Colonel Backloy served in the Peninsula with the Grenadier Guards, from March 1813 
to the end of that war in 1814, including the passage of the Bidassoa, battle of the Nivelle, and 
investment of Bayonne. Served also the campaign of 1815, and was present at the battles of 
Quatre Bras and AVaterloo, and taking of Peroime. He has received tlio War 3ledal with two 
Clasps for Nivelle and xVivc. 

87 Colonel Byam served tho campaigns of 1812, 13, 14, and 15, including the battles of Sala- 
manca, Vittoria, Orthos, and Waterloo, besides minor ullaira. Severely wounded by a grape- 
shot while carrying the regimental colour of the 3Sth at Salamanca, and slightly Wounded at 
Waterloo. lie has received the War Medal with three Claspa. 

88 Colonel Prendergast served in the Peninsula with the Scots Fusilier Guards from Deo. 
1811 to March 1814, aud was present at tho battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid, siego of 
Burgos and retreat from theuce, alfair at Osma, battle of Vittoria, sieges of Badajoz and San 
Sebastian, attack at St. Jean de Luz, battle of tho Nive, passage of the Adour. investment of 
Bayonne, siege of the Citadel, and repulse of the sortie. He has received ilio AVar Medal w'ith 
four Clasps. 

89 Colonel Drake served with the ormy on the Kibe, under Lot’d Cathcart, in 1805 and 6; 
in Portugal and Spain, under Sir Jtihn Moore, 1808-9 ; with the expedition to Walcheren in 
1809; in the Peninsula in 1810 and 11, as Aide-de-camp to Sir Brent Spencer; and in 1812 and 
13 on the Staff of tho <2aarter-Masfc<*r' General in the Pe ninsula, lie has received the War 
Medal with three Clasps for Bu^iaco, Fuentes d'Onor, and Nivelle. 

90 Colonc‘1 Yorke served in the Peninsula with the 52nd and was present at the battles of 
Roleia, Fuentes d'Onor, Salarauuea, Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle (wounded), Nive, and Orthes 
(severely wounded), and at the sieges of Ciudai Rodrigo and Badajoz (wounded), for which ho 
has received the War Medal with ten Clasps, He served also tho Waterloo campuigii. 

91 Colonel Hogge served the campaign in Calabria under Sir John Stuart and w'as present 
with the 20th at the buttle of Maida. He served afterwards in Llic Peninsula with the 20th and 
was present at the battles of Vimiera (wounded), Corunna, Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, 
Orthes. and Toulouse. He has received the War Medal with nine Clasps. 

92 Col. Custance served at AValcheren in 1809, and subsequently in the Peninsula, including 
the repulse of the French at Bejcr, in front of Puerto de Banos pass, affairs in Uoncesvalles pass, 
battle of Nivelle, attack on Cambo, crossing tho Nive 0th Dec., action at St. Pierre d*Arub6 near 
Bayonne, 13th Dec. (twice wounded and severely,) action at Sauveterre, passage of Gave 
d’Oleron and Gave dc Pau, battle of Orthes, affair at Tarbes, action at Aire (wounded), and 
battle of Toulouse. He has received the War Medal with four Clumps for Nivelle, Nive, 
Orthes, and Toulouse. 

93 Sir John Rowland Kustace served in Upper Canada tho campaigns of 1813 and 1814, 
in command of a troop of the 19th Light Dragoons altached to the division of tho army under 
the immediate command of General Sir Gordon Drummond, and was engaged in the battle 
of Lundy’s Lane near the Falls of Niagara on the 23d of July 1814, and commanded the whole of 
the cavalry outposts and piquets daring the sie^e, was present at the storming of Fort Erie, 
and had the honour to be personally mentioned m the general orders of 1814 upon three different 
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occasions. Accompanied the 1st battalion of tbe Grenadier Guards to Lower Canada in 1838* 
and was present with his regiment in the advance upon Napleryille, and in the substqucnt pur - 
suit of the insurgents. 

94 Colonel Stisted served in the Peninsula with the 1st Hoyal Dragoons, from June 181 1 to 
the end of that war in 1814, and has received the War Medal with two Clasps for Vittoria end 
Toulouse. 

95 Sir Edward Cast joined the Duke of Wellington’s army prior to the advance from Por- 
tugal in 1811, and continued with it up to the cantonments on the Adour in 1813, having been 
present with the 14th Light Dragoons at the battles of Fiientcs d’Onor, Silamanca, Vittoiia, 
the Pyrenees, Nivelie, and Nive, investment of Ciudad Rodrigo, siege of Bdidajoz, and gene rally 
in all the affairs of that period, until he quitted the Duke’s army on promotion, lie has 
received the War Medal with seven Clasps. 

96 Colonel Daly served with the 24th on the expedition to Egypt in 1801. In April 1805 
he embarked with tbe 56th regt for Bombay, and he commanded four companies of the 2ud 
battalion employed in 1809, with a division in the held under Colonel Walker, at the storming 
of Mallia, and at the reduction of other Forts in the Kattiwar District. 

97 Colonel Salwey served the campaigns of 1813 and 14, with the Coldstream Guards, and 
was present at nearly all the actions m the Pyrenees, the crossing of the Bidassoa, capture of 
St. Jean dc Luz, battle of the Nivcllc, heights of Bidart, crossing the Adour, investment of 
Bayonne, and repulse of the sortie. lie has received the War Medal with tw'o Clasps. 

98 Colonel Dwyer served on the Staff of the late Marquis of Hastings, Commander-In-Chief 
in India, and was present during the Nepaul war, a|^the reduction of the Province of Kimaoon, 
and the storming of Almorah. He served also throughout the Pinddrree war on the Staff, 
when he had charge of the communications of the combined armies. 

99 Sir Henry Wyatt served the campaigns of 1814 and 15, with the Ist Life Guards, and was 
present at the battle of Toulouse, and capCure of Paris. He has received the War Medal with 
one Clasp. 

100 Colonel Fraser served in the Peninsula with the 24th, from June 1809 to June 1813, in- 
cluding the action at Foz d’Aroucc, battle of Busaco, battle of Fuentes d'Onor, on 3rd and Tith 
May, siege of Ciudad Rodrigo, covering the siege of Badaj iz, battle of Silainanea, capture of 
Madrid, and siege of Burgos, where he was at the taking of the Horn Work, 10th Sept.; and 
he led the storming party to the breach formed by the mine on the 4th Oct. Employed in 
the field throughout the whole of the Kandian rebellion in Ceylon in 1817 and 18, as Aide-de- 
camp to the Commander of the Forces. Ho has received the War Medal wdth four Clasps. 

101 Colonel Davies served in the Peninsula with the 52nd and was present at the battles of 
Fuontes d’Onor, Salamanca, Vittoria, and the Pyrenees, and at the siege of Badajoz (wounded), 
for which he has received the War Medal with five Clasps. 

102 Colonel Roberts served in the Peninsula from May 1810 to Oct. 1812, and again from 
May 1813 to the end of that war in 1814, including the del’ence of Cadiz, battle of Barroso, and 
capture of Seville. Medal for Barrosa, having commanded a field battery. 

103 Sir Henry Fairfax served in the Peninsula with the Rifle Brigade in 1812, on the retreat 
from Madrid, and in the affair i}f San Munos. 

104 Colonel Chatterton served in Portugal, Spain, Flanders, and France, from 1811 to 1818, 
including the affiiirs at Fuento Guiualdo, and Ahira dc Ponte ; the sieges of Ciudad Rodrigo, 
and Badajoz ; actions at Usagre, Llerna, Sahimanca, Heights of San Cbristoval, Kueda, Castra- 
jon, to the battle of Salamanca ; affairs at Tudt la, Valladolid, and Cclada del Camino, to the in- 
vestment and siege of Burgos ; the actions at Monastorio, Quintana Palla, Venta del Puzo, and 
Cabezon, upon the retreat from Burgos to Salamanca ; thence the out-posts at the passage of 
the Iluebra, to Ciudad Rodrigo. Upon the advauce of the army from Portugal, the action at 
Oima, battle of Vittoria, actions at Villa Franca and Tolosa, to the siege and capture of San 
Sebastian. The actions on crossing the Bidassoa, and carrying the enemy’s fortified entrench- 
ments.

105 Colonel Vandeleur served in the Peninsula, with the 71st Light Infantry and afterwards 
with the 12th Light Dragoons and was present at the battles of Fuentes d’Onor (severely 
wounded), Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelie, and Nive, for which ho has received the War Medal 
with four Clasps. Ho served also the Waterloo campaign. 

106 Lord Howden served as Aide-de-camp to his Grace the Duke of Wellington during the 
years 1817 and 18, to the close of the occupation in France. Employed by Government on a 
roeoial mission, and was present at the battle of Navsrin in 1827 (wounded, and mentioned in 
Commander-in-chief’s despatch); siege of Antwerp in 1832 (wounded); campaign in Spain, in 
Navarre and Basque Provinces, in 1834. 

107 Colonel Douglas served at the capture of the Danish and Swedish West India Islands in 
1801, On the expedition to the north of Germany in 1605 and 6. Peninsular campaigns from 
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Feb. 1812 to March 1814, including the battles of Salamanca, Vittoria, and the Pyrenees (27th 
to dlst July); siege of San Sebastian from 24th Aug. to the 8th Sept., and battle of Nivelle. 
He has received tlic gold cross for Salamanca. Vittoria, P> rentes, und Nivelle, having com- 
manded a field battery; and the silver War McmIuI with one Clasp for St S.4iastian. 

109 Colonel Charles Stuart Campbell served in Kgj'pt with the 26th in 1801 ; in Portugal and 
Spain in 1808-9, including the buttle of Corunna, wht^re he commanded the piquets of his brigade. 
Expedition to Walcheren and siege of Flushing in 1809. Served also in the Peninsula from 
1811 to 1814, and commanded the 8rd Portuguese liegt. at the battle of Vittoria, as also at the 
siege and assault of San Sebastian — severely' wounded in the thigh at the assault, the ball still 
remaining. He has received the gold ^hdal and one Clasp for Vittoria and St. Sebastian; and 
the silver War Medal witli one Chup f*jr Corunna 

110 Colonel Beauchamp served in the Peninsula with the Kith Light Dragoons and was pre- 
sent at the battles of Salamanca, Vittoria, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, and Toulouse, for which ho has 
received the War Medal witli six Clasps.

and the Forts at Salamanca, battle of Salamanca (horse shot under him), and siege of Burgos. 
Commanded a Provisional Batt-ilion, consisting of four companies of the (Queen’s, and a like 
number of the 5*lrd, at tho battle of Toulouse. 11c has received the Gold Medal and one Clasp 
for Salamanca and Tuuhni.se. 

C Lieut.-C )loucI flalk. tt servi d with the 2nd Light Infantry Battalion of the King’s German 
Legion on the expedition to tho North of Germany in 18().’i-0. Landed on tho Island of liugen 
in July 1807; was em[ilo}cd tit the siege of Stralsund, and in August re-embarked at liugen 
for Copenhagen, where the battalion formed jmrt of the besieging corps. In April 1808 
embaiked with Sir John Moore’s army for Gutbuiburg, and from thence to JWtugal; belonged 
to the urmy which entered Spain with Sir John, and afterwards retired through GalJicia. 
Accompanied the oxpedui«m to Wklcheren, and was present at the siege of Flushing. In Jj,q. 
1811 embarked for I'ortiigal; comniandod the battalion at tho battle of Albuhera, and was at 
the siege of Budajoz in 18 11 ; commanded the battalion during tho campaign of 1812, including 
the siege of the torts at S'^lamanca, action of the heights of Aloresco, battle of Salamanca, and 
retreat from Burgos when the Light Brigade K, G. L. formed tho rear-guard with thii cavalry, 
and repulsed the repeated charges <d' the enemy's cavalry. In April 1813 embarked for tho 
North of Germany, and was employed in organizing the Hanoverian troops; commanded a 
brigade of tho same in Count Walmodcu’s army, and was ei'gagt d at the battle of Goerde, as 
also on several other occasions.

and El Bodon; oommanded the 74th at the battlo of Fuentea d’Onor and at the siege of Ciudad 
Rodrigo,— commanded the flank companies at the assault; present at the first siege of Badajos^ 
and succeeded to tho command of the regt. at the last siege; present at the battle of Salamanca^ 
capture of Madrid, and retreat from thence. Again commanded tho regt. at the battle of Orthes, 
and was also present at the battlo of Toulouse, lie has received tlio Gold Cross for Fuedtes 
d*Oaor, Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, and Orthes ; and the {Silver War Modal with three Clasps for 
Busaco, Salamaiicu^'aiul Toulouse. 

8 Lieut-Coloncl Hunt accompanied the n2nd to the Ferrcd, in 1300, and was present in the 
action of the Heights. Accompanied 8ir John IMoore as his Aide-de-camp on the expedition to 
Sweden, and afterwards to Portugal, in 180S, and served throughout that arduous campaign 
until tho embarkation of the troops at Corunna. Served with the 2iid battalion during the W'al- 
cberen campaign. In Jan. 1811 embarked with tho regt. for the Peninsula, and was present in 
the pursuit of Massena, action of Sabugal, battlo of Fuontes d’Onor, and all tho various affairs 
in which the light division was engaged in that campaign; during the last three months of 
which, afld at the affair near Alfayates, he commanded the 2nd battalion. Commanded the Ist 
battalion at the siege and assault of Badajoz, on which occasion the command of the second 
bngado of the light division devolved on him: for his conduct on this day he was promoted to 
the brevet rank of Lieut. -Colonel. Commanded the same brigade when the army went to repel 
Marshal Marmont from his predatory incursion into Tortugal. ({oramanded tho first battalion 
of the 52nd throughout the campaign of 1812, including the battle of Silamanca and action of 
Sin Munos. Served with tho light division during tho operatioiis of Marshal Soult to relieve 
Parnpcluna. On the 31st Aug. 1813, corn rnanded tho volunteers si' the light division at tho 
assault of San Sebastian, and was tsvlco severely wounded: for his conduct on this occasion ho 
was promoted to an effective Lieut. -Colonelcy in the fiolh. He has received the Gold Medal and 
two Clasps for Badajoz, Salamanca, a^d St. Sebastian ; and the Silver War Medal with two 
Clasps for Fuciites d'Oiior and Pyrenees. 

9 Sir (’liarlos Rowan served with the Ti-iiid on llie expedition to the Fcrrol in 1800; in 
Sicily in 1806-7; and with Sir John IMoorc’s expoditlun to Sweden, in 1808. Joined the arm^r 
ill J^^rtugal two days after the buttle of Viniiera, and served from that peri»)d in the reserve of 
Sir John Moore and in the battle of Corunna. Appointed Ihigade- Major to tho light brigade 
taken out by Major-General U. ({raufurd, in 18(>9, to join the army in Portugal, and was present 
with the light division in several affairs near Almeida and at tho battle of Busaco. In 1811 
appointed Assistant- Adjutant- General to the light division, and was present at the battle of 
Fuontes d’Onor, siege and storming of Ch*udad Rodrigo, siege and storming of lUdajoz, — slightly 
wounded at the assault, and received the brevet rank of Taeiit-Coloncl for this service; battle 
of Sahioiaiica, and the various affairs in w^hieh tho light division was engaged from the middle 
of 1809 to the middle of 1813. Served also the campsign of 1815, and commanded a wing of 
the 52nd at the battle of Waterloo, — slightly wounded. Bir (ffuirles has received the Gold Medal 
and two Clasps for ("iudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, and Salamanca; and the Silver War Medal with 
lliice Clasps for Corunna, Busaco, and Fuentes d’Onor. 

11 Lieut. -Colonel Harrison aerv«*d with the 5(Hh in Corsica in 1795, and was present in 
several skirmishes near Ajaccio. Egyptian campjign of 1801, irclnding the actions of the 8th 
and 21 St March. Capture of Copenhagen in I807. C.mipaign of IS08-9, inchidhig the battles 
of Roloia, Vimiera, and Corunna. At tho capture of Wal.iHfron in 1809. Bervod afterwards 
in the Peninsula, and was present at the battle of Fiientes d’Onor, storming of Fort Napoleon 
near Almaraz, — commanded the right wing of the regt. while cscalading the above fort, for 
which he obtained tho brevet rank of Lieut.-Colonel. Present at the afl’air with the enemy at 
Alba do Tormes on the retreat of the army from Madrid; commanded the regt. at the repulse 
of an attack at Bojar, present at the battle of Yittoria; commanded the regt. in the actions in 
the Pyrenees on the 26th, 27th, 28th, 29tb, 3()tb, and 3lst July IS 13; also at the battle of St. 
I’icrre near Bayonne, action at Aire, battles of ()rtbes aud Toulouse. lie has received the Gold 
Medal and two Clasps for PyrcMicc**, Nivc, and C>rthe-. 

12 Lieut.- Colonel Cother covered the landing of the force undrr Sir David B.iird at the Cape 
of Good Hope in 1806; was present in the general action at Blue Berg, and in all the operations 
that took place until tho surrender of the colony. Was afterwards embarked on board the 
squadron under Sir Ilome Popham, doing duty as ^larines, during which period the French 
frigate La Vbluntaire of 38 guns was taken, (^overed the advance of the force under General 
Beresford at the reduction on the river Plate, and was engaged in every affair w'hich took place 
at and in the vicinity of Buenos Ayres; and on the surrender of that place was taken prisoner, 
together with the whole force, and marched nearly 1000 miles into tho interior. Landed in 
Portugal in 1808, and commanded the light companies of the brigade under General Ferguson 
at the battles of Roloia and Vimiera; was afterwai’ds engaged in every affair with his regt. (the 
7 Ist) on the retreat to Corunna and in the action at that place. Landed again in Portugal in 
1811, and was engaged at Arroyo de Molioo, when General Gerard was surprised, and ail his 
cannon and 1200 prisoners taken. Commanded one of the storming parties when the forts at 
Almaraz on the Tagus were taken, for which he obtained the brevet of Lieut. -Colonel. Com- 
mttJided the 71st at the battle of Yittoria, on which occasion he received three musket-balls 
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through his clothes, one in the saddle, and ^as also wounded by another. He also served 
eleven years in Ceylon, and commanded in the Eastern Provinces in the Kandian country durinff 
the rebellion in 1818. He has received the Gold Medal for Vittoria; and the Silver War MedS 
with three Clasps for Roloia, Vimiera. and Corunna. 

13 Sir Julius Hartmann served with the Hanoverian artillery in the Netherlands in 1798 and 
94, and was present at the battle of Eamars, siege of Valenciennes, battles of Erixpoede and 
Hondscote, defence of and sortie from Menin, on which occasion be was made a prisoner. 
Commanded a troop of horse artillery of the King’s German Legion on the expedition to the 
Continent in 1805, under Lord Cathoart. With the expedition to Gottenburg in 1808. Went 
to Portugal with the army under Sir John Moore, in command of the artillery K. G. L., and 
was present at the taking of Oporto, battles of Talavera and Husaco, action of Campo Mayor, 
and taking of Olivenco. Commanded artillery of the allied army at the battle of Albuhera 
and at the affair of Arroyo de Molino. Present at the sieges of Badajoz and at the forts of 
Salamanca. Commanded the artillery of the 4th and 5th divisions at the battle of Salamanca. 
Present at the taking of tho Retire at Madrid; commanded the reserve of artillery at the battle 
of Vittoria; and tho advance to San Sebastian; commanded the artillery of the left tlttack at 
the siege of that fortress; and the artillery of the left column at the passages of the Bidassoa, 
the Nivelle, the Nive, and tho Adour, and also before Bayonne. Sir Julius has received the 
Gold Cross and two Clasps for Tula\era, Albuhera, Salamanca, Vittoria, St. Sebastian, and 
Nive ; and the Silver War -Me<Ial with three Clnsj)? for Busaco, Badajoz, and Nivelle. 

14 Lieut-Colonel Brown served in Holland in 1794, and was taken prisoner at tho surrender 
of Grave. Served afterwards in the West Indies with the COth from tho commencement of 1796 
to June 1809, and was pre.iint at the captures of St. Lucia and Grenada, the attack on Porto 
Rico, and surrender of Surinam. Proceeded to the Peninsula in 1810, and was attached to the 
Portuguese service; present at the battle of Busaco and attack on the forts of Salamanca;, com- 
manded the 9th Cagadores at the battle of Salamanca, piege of Burgos (from 19th SepL to 2l8t 
Oct), blockade of Pampeluna, actions in tho Pyrenees near Pampelima from 28th to 30th July; 
actions near Ordax on the 3 1st Aug. and 7th Oct, battles of the Nivelle and Nive, and action 
near Bayonne on tho L3th Dec. During the above service he was three times wounded. Ho 
has received the Gold Cross for Salatna»ica, Pyrenees Nivelle, and Ni\e. 

15 Sir Richard Church served at the Ferrol in 1800; tho Egyptian campaign of 1801, in- 
cluding the actions of the 8th, l.’Uh, and 21st March, and taking of Alexandria. Served after- 
wards in Naples, Sicily, and f -alabria, and was present at the battle of 'Maida, and defence of 
Capri, at which last he was wounded in the head. At the capture of Ischia in 1809; on tho 
expedition to the Ionian Isles, and at the taking of Zante and Ccphalonia. Severely wounded 
in an attack on Stellaura, — left arm shattered by a musket-shot. Sir Richai d has received tho 
War Medal nitli one Clasp for Mania. 

17 Sir James ^lalcolm served on board the Channel fleet in the drst American war. In 
action off Gibraltar in Oct. 1782, under Lord Ilowe. Also in Sir John Duckworth's action 
with the French fleet off St. Domingo, on the 6th Feb. 1 806, when tho whole of the enemy’s 
line- 0 f-battlc ships were either taken or destroyed, and for which service he was made a Brevet- 
Major. In July 1812 oppolntcd to the command of the 2nd battalion of Royal Marines, and 
served with it in the north of Spain until Jan. 181.3. In the spring of that year he went with 
the battalion to America, and served the summer campaign of 1813 in tho Chesapeak. In Oct. 
was ordered with the battalion to Canada; and, in couj unction with 200 of the Canadian Fcn- 
cibles, joined the corps of observation on General Wilkinson’s army. In May 1814, he led the 
battalion when they stormed the American fortress of Oswego, (/ommanded another battalion 
at the battles of Bladonsburg and Baltimore, and in several affairs on the coast. 

18 Lieut-Colonel Plenderleath served with the 49th on the expedition to the Baltic, and was 
present at the battle of Copenhagen on the 2nd April 1801. Served afterwards in tho Ameri- 
can war, and commanded the regiment in the actions of Stoncy Creek and Chrystler’s Farm, as 
well as in affairs of less importance. He was severely wounded at Stoncy Creek; and ho bas 
received the Gold JMrdal for (’hrystler’a Farm. 

20 Lieut.- Colonel }Iawkin.s served in the Penin-sula with tho 68tb, and has received the Gold 
Medal and two Clasps for the battles of Vittfuia, the Pyrenees, and Nivelle, having commanded 
the R< giment in those battles, 

22 Lieut.- Colonel Macdonell served in the American war, and has received the Gold Medal, 
for the action at Chateauguay. 

24 Lieut-Colonel Muttlebury joined the .55tb, then encamped before Nimeguen, and served 
tho severe winter campaign of 1794-5 in Holland. In Admiral Christian’s fleet during tho 
dreadful gales which proved fatal to so large a proportion of ships; after which he was present 
at the taking of St l^fUcio^ where he was erojdoyed eleven months against the Brigands, during 
which period the 551h lost 25 officers and upwards of 600 men. Served with the reserve of 
the aiBiy under Sir Ralph Abeuromby at the Holder in 1799. In November 1813 embarked 
s with the'2nd battalion of the 69tb for Holland, and was present at the bombardment of the 
French fleet at Antwerp and the storming of Bergen-op-Zoom, — for his conduct at latter, 
. altboogb made prisoner, ho was bonoureawitb the brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. Served 
also the oampaign of 18 JO, uicluding the battles of Quatre Bras and YTaterioo,— -early on the 
, latter day he succeeded to the command of tho regiment.

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25 LieuL-Ci}lo&l Wilkins served in Ireland daring the Bebellion in 1798j and was wounded 
at New Boss. Landed with the force that occupied Madeira in LSOl. From thence proceeded 
to the West Indies, where he was employed on the Staff. In 1809 joined the 95th, now the 
Bide Brigade, and embarked with the corps on the Scheldt expedition. In 1810 commanded a 
detachment of the regiment in the defence of Cadiz, and a battalion in 1812 at the battle of 
Salamanca. Accompanied the army to Madrid, and aided in covering the retreat into Por- 
tugal. In 1813 advanced with the army to within range of the guns of Burgos, when the 
enemy abandoned the fortress. Was present at the battle of Vittorio, and in several minor 
affairs in following the retreating army to Pampeluna and Sin Sebastian. Volunteered his 
services at the storming of the latter, but the honour being subsequently claimed by a senior 
officer, ho resumed the command of the 2nd battalion, and was sharply engaged with the 
enemy at the Bridge of Vera. Served in the campaign of 1815, including the advance on the 
16 th June, retreat on the 17 th, and was in the command of the befurc>named battalion on 
the field of Waterloo, when, by a discharge of grape-shot from the enemy’s artillery, both 
himself and horse were felled to the ground. In 1817 he joined the Army of Occupation in 
France, but from the serious effects of his wound was compelled to return to England. He lias 
received the Gold IMedal for Salamanca, and the Silver \N"ar Medal with two Clasps for Vittoria 
and the l*yreiic(;s. 

26 Lieut -Colonel Miller served the campaign of 1815 with the Gth Dragoons, and was se- 
verely wounded at Waterloo. 

28 Sir Henry Pynn served in Ireland with the South Down ^lilitiii during the Bebellion, in 
1798. Embarked with Sir Brent Spencer's Division in 1807, arwl w^s employed with the 82ni 
in Sicily; siibscqucntly disembarked at the ]\Ijiidego in 1808, ani present at the battles of 
Boleia and Vimiera. Attached to the Portuguese troops on the 15th Nov. 1809, and was present 
at the battle of Busaco. Commandt^d a corps of Light Inrantry at the battle of Fuentos d’Onor 
and siege of Badajoz in 1811 j commuiKftjd the 18th Portuguese Regiment in Lord Hill’s corps 
d’armod covering the siege of Balajoz tnid storming of the ('itadel in 1812; battle of Vittoria, 
action at the Pass of Afaya; battles of the Pyreii'^oa on the 28th and Ooth July (severely 
wounded), action of Garris, battle of Orthos, action of Aire, and battle of Toulouse. Sir Henry 
has received the Gold Alediil and two Clasps for Puente*'. d’Onor, Pyrenees, and Orthes; and the 
Silver AVer Medal with five Clasps for Boleia, Vimiera, Busaco, Vittoria, and Toulouse. 

29 Lieut.-C'jloiicl liobertsoii served the caiupsiigns ot 1798, 91, and 95, in P'lanilers and Hol- 
land, under the Duke of York, and was present at the buttle of Famars, siege of Valenciennes, 
and numerous other actions. Served on the expedition to the North of Germany under Lord 
Cathcart in 1805-6 ; and to Zealand in 1807. Also with that under Sir John Moore, first to 
Sweden, and afterwards to the Peninsula, where ho w.n presiuit in the action near Grijon, cap- 
ture of Oporto, battles oFTalavera and Busaco, retreat to the Lines belbre Libb »n, subsequent 
advance and pursuit of the French, siege of Cindu 1 Bodrigo, covi-ring the siege of Badajoz, action 
at Canizal, battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid, sii*go of Burgos, action of Osma, battle of 
Vittoria, actions of Villa PVanea and Tolosa, siege of San Sebastian, passage of the Bidassoa, 
attack of the fortified position before St. Jean de Luz, actinns before Bidan and Bayonne on the 
9th, 10th, llth, and Pith Dec., passage of the Adour, atmek and capture of St. Etienne, invest- 
ment of Bayonne, and repulse of the sortie. Cominan led his regiment at ihc battle of Waterloo, 
and was severely wounded. He has received the Silver War Aledal with nine Clasps. 

31 Lieut-Coloiiel Leueb, afrer serving with the 7oih in the West Indies in ISO-’l, 4,‘ and 5, 
accompanied the Kifle Brigade on the expedition to Copcoihagen in 18o7, and was present at the 
battle of Kiogo. He served subsequently in the Peninsula i'rom ISoS to the end of that war in 
1814, including the battles of Boleia, Vimiera, and Bubaco, action of the Coa, retreat to the linos 
of Torres Vedras, battle of Fuentes d’Onor, sieges of Ciudad Bodrigo, and Badajoz, battle of 
Balamauca, retreat from Madrid, battle of Vittoria, various actions in the Pyrenees, passage of the 
Bidassoa and attack on the enemy’s position at the Puss of Vera, battles of the Nivelle, battles of 
the Nive on the 9th, 10th, llth, and 12 th Dec., action at Turbx's, and battle of Toulouse, besides 
numerous affairs of van and roar guards and skirmishes. Served also the campaign of 1815, 
including the battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo, nt which last the command of the IsC 
battalion devolved on him. Colonel Leach has received several contusions, the first at Boloi i, 
the next at the Coa, and again by a fragment of a shell at Waterloo. He obtained the brevet 
rank of Major for ^ conduct at vittoria, and that of Lieut.

Clasps for Corunna, Salamanca, Pyrenees, Nivclle, and Nive.

In 1813 present in the Allied Army 
at the battles of Lutzen, Biut/.on, Wurtzen, and Culm. Attached to Count Walmoden, and 
was present at the operations boft)re llumburg and in Holstein in 1813. In the spring of 1814 
entered France with the Allied Army, and was employed with the Corps d’Am^o serving in 
the Low Countries. In the sa'uw voar appointed AssisUnt-C^iar ter- Master* General to the 
army under the orders of the l*rince of Orange; and in June 181.) was present in the same 
capacity at the battles of (^latre liras and Waterloo.

40 Lieut. -Colon el Robert IMacdonald, late of the Royal Artillery, served in the Peninsula, 
and haa received th»' (ivdd ^iedal for the buttle of Salamanca. 

41 Li(!iit.-Colonel Fuller served with the r)9th at the capture of the Cape of Good Hope in 
1S06; the Peninaulay caa*paigns from Dec. 1812 to Feb. 1814, including the battle of Vittorio, 
siege of San Sebahtinu, and bntlle of the Nive, where he w’as wounded in the shoulder and 
thigh. Campaign of 181.5, including the battle of AVatcrloo, storming of Cambray. and capture 
of Paris. Commanded the regiment at the siege and capture of llhurtpore, in 1825-G, under 
Lord Comliermcre, and was slightly wounded in the arm.

95 Lieut-Colonel Cuppage served in the Fonlnsula with the d9th aild was present at the battles 
of Basaooy Albuhera, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nivc, Orthes^ and Toulonse, for which he has received 
the War Medal with seven Clasps. 

96 Lieut-Colonel NorcUffe served in the Peninsula with the 4th Dragoons, and was present 
at the battles of Talavera, Bosaco, and Albuhera; cavalry action of Usagre, and battle of Sala- 
manca, in which last he was severely wounded and taken prisoner. He has received the War 
Medal with four Clasps. 

97 Lieut-Colonel Johnson served with the 17th Light Dragoons in South America in 1806 
and 7, at the siege and storming of Monte Video, and in the exp^ition of Buenos Ayres, during 
which servioe the regiment was armed with muskets and acted as infantry.

actions of Bucktoivlie and oi Nagiioro (1817), and ot Ashta (28ih Feb. 1818), when he incurreft, 
as Brigade- Major, the respon^ioiliiy oi ordering mi asuies which terminated in the entire defeat 
pf the Peisliwa, the deatli of tae gallant (ioklu, aud the rescue of the Uijab of Satarrah, the 
most iutlueiiUai events lu terminating the war. At the siege of Capaul-droog, ho commanded 
u batter> at the otoriii (^13di May 1819), he blew open the iirst gate with u galloper gun of the 
22nd Dragoons, and heading ilie Forlorn Hope, he stormed in sucuessLon the five dislinct circles 
ot lortihcations, every mau and olhcer of his party being either killed or wounded; ho received 
at the summit of that strong bill fort, ut the mumeut of bucceas in its capture, a shot through his 
lungs and body.

He afterwards accumpauied his Regt. to Portugal and 
from thence to Egypt — the Transport in which he embarknl was attacked by a Spanish Gun 
Boat, which, after a sharp conflict was beaten off. He served at the siege of Aboukir Castle, 
with the dismounted part of his Uegt.

1 Sir George IToultou served in the Peninsula with the 43rd Light Infantry, and was 
present at the tiattles of lln^aco, Fuentes d’Onor, Salamanca, Vi ttoria (severtdy wounded), 
Pyrenees, Ni\Glle, Nive, and Toulouse, and at the sieges of Ciudad Rodrigo, and Dadajoz, 
for which he has receiver! the War Medal with ten Clasps. 

2 Lieut.-Colonel Fitz Maurice served in the Peiiinsuhi widi the Rifle Brigade from April 
1811 to the end of that war in 1814, including the action of Subiigal, battle of Fuentes 
d’Onor, sieges and as*>aiilts of Ciudad Rodrigo and Badajoz, action at San Milan, battle of 
Vittorid, actions at the bridge of Yanziaiid Vera, battles of the Nivolle and the Nive (Oth, 
10th, and 11th Dec.), action of Tarbes, and battle of Toulouse. Served also the campaign 
of 1815, including the battle of Quatre Bras. Leg broken at the storming of Badajoz and 
severely w'oundcd in the thigh by a ipuskct-ball at Quatre Bros. He has received tlie War 
Medal with eight Cioiisps.

He served on the Walclicrcn expedition in 1800; and subsequently in the Penin- 
sula, including the retreat to the linos of Torres Vedras in 1810, occupation of them, 
pursuit of Massona, actions at Santareiii, Pombal, Rediuha, Casal Nova, Foz d'Aroi]ce,and 
BabugaJ, battle of Fuentes d’Onor, uctioiis near Fuonte Guiiialdo and Aldca dc Ponte, siege 
and stoTining of Ciudad Rodrigo, — led the storming party of the light division ; siege and 
storming of Badajoz, actions on the heights of Sun Christoval and at Castrejon, I’attle of 
Salamanca, capture of Madrid, retreat from Salamanca, in which he was acting Brigade- 
Major to the 1st Brigade of the light division ; actions at San Miinos and San Milan, 
battle of Vittoria, and three days’ severe 8 kirmi^hi 1 ]g in following the enemy to Pampeliina, 
which ended in the capture of their last gun by the Rifle Brigade : buttles of the Pyrenees, 
storming the heights of Echalar, storming the fortified heights of Bcra, battles of the 
Nivellc and the Nive, together with those near Bayonne on the Oth, 10th, 11th, 12tlj,arjd 
13th Dec. 1813 ; action at Tarbes, and battle of Toulouse, besides numerous minor affairs. 
Served also the campaign of 1815, and was present at the battle of Quatre Bras, the retreat 
oil the following day. battle of Waterloo, aud capture of Paris : at Waterloo his horse was 
wounded in five places and killed under him.

Thb Prxncb Regent, as a mark of His Royal Approbation of the dlstlneuisbed Bullnntry of the Bri|[ude 
of Foot Guards in the Victory of Waterloo, has been plcafieJ, in tlie n.)me and on tiie behtiir of His M.'^esty, 
to approve of all the Ensigns of tlic Three Regiments of Foot Guards having tlio Rank of Lieutenants, and 
that such Rank bimll be attached to all Uic future Appoiiitinents to Eiisiziicies in the Foot Guards, In the 
■uiiie manner as the Lieutenants in tiiuse Re^iinciits obtain the Rank of Captain. 

His Royal Highness has also been pU>a«ed to approve of the First Regiment of Foot Guards being made a 
Regiment of Grenadiers, and st}Icd “ The Fint, or Grenodn'r Kvgtment of Foot OuardSt” In cuiunierno- 
ration of their having defeated tlie Grenadiers of the French Imperial Guards upon this memorable occasion. 


1 The Duke of Wellington has received a cross and nine clasps for Roleia and Vimicra, Talavero, Busaoo, 
Fuentos d'Onor, Ciudad Rodrigo, B.idiijor, S.ilainancu, Viltona, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Ortlies, end Toulouse. 
To sketch an outline of the pre-eminent services of the greatest soldier of the age, would far exceed the 
limits of tliis work. 

*S Colonel Lnscellos served with the 1st Regiment of Guards in the Peninsula in 1810 and 18H, and lint 
received the War Medal with two clumps for the baitles of ihe Nivelle and tho Nive. He served also the 
cumpuigij of 1315, including the buttles of Quutre Bras and Waterloo, and taking ofPeroniie. 

3 Sir Ord Honyman served the campaign of 1814 in Ilullniid, and was present jU the bombafdxnent of 
Antwerp, and alarming of Bergen-op- Zoom, wiicrc he cotninanded tlie leading sub-division of the storming 
party of tlie Grenadier Guards.

1 Sir Aug. iDc Butts was at the sieges of Toulon, Bastia, and Calvi, and was favourably 
mentioned by Lord Hood in his despatches on the surrender of Bastia. 

3 Lieut.-Gen. BSvatt was present at the attack of Fort Fleur d’Jipec, Guadaloupe, JunOa 
1794, and at the defence of Fort Matilda, from 10th Oct. to 10th Dec. following. In 1796 
at Dominica at the attack and capture of the French force landed for the reduction of the 
island. In 1797 served at the attack of the island of Porto Uico. AVounded at the Helder 
in 1799. 

3 L!eut.-General Durnford was present at the siege of Fort Bourbon, and capture of Mar- 
tinique, St. Lucia, and Guadaloupe, in 1704. 

4 Lleut.-Gcneral Thackeray was at the capture of Surinam in 1700 ; St. Martinis, and St. 
Bartholomew’s, in 1801 ; directed the siegeof Scylla Castle, in 1800 ; and that of the Fortress 
of Santa Maura in 1809. Served with the army in Spain, in 1813; at the battle of Cas- 
talla, and siege of Tarragona in 1813, and remained with the army until 1814. 

6 Licut.-Goneral Birch served in Flanders, and llollaiid, in 1703, 04, and 05 ; the Egyp- 
tian campaign of 1801 ; taking of Copenhagen under Lord Cuthcart ; in the north of Spain, 
in 1808; at the taking of Flushing, in 1800; defence of Cadi/., in 1810 and 11. He Itas 
received the silver War Medal for Burrosu. Shot through the thigh near Vuhnesada, 7 Nov. 
1808. 

0 Sir Stephen R. Chapman served in Holland, in 1700; at Copenhagen, in 1807 ; and 
in the Peninsula from Mareh 1800 to Feb. 1811. 

7 Lieut. -General Nicolls went out witli a reiiiforeeiiicnt of several Regts. to Gibraltar on 

the war breaking out with Spain hi 170(5, and remained bloekaded in that fortress two 
and a half years ; proceeded from tlionet*to the West Indies in 1700. \\ cut as Commanding. 

Engineer with Lt.-Goii. Sir George Pre\ost (o No\a Scotia in 1808, under expectations 
of hostilities with America. Ilcinaincd there until the war broke out in 1813, and was 
actively employed ill the protection of the frontiers of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 
and was present at the capture ofMoosc Island, Castine and Belfast. Comnumding Engineer 
in Canada part of 1814 and 15. 

8 Licut.-Gcncral Wright served in the West indies during the war with France, from 
1800 to 1805 inclusive, including the capture of tlic isluiids of St. Lucia and Tobago from the 
French. Served in North America, Canada, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick during the 
whole of the late war with the United States, under Sir George Prevost and Sir John Sher- 
brooke; and with the latter ofTicor served as Deputy (Quarter Master General of the Forces in 
the provinces of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick. Ser\ed in the island of Ceylon, having 
volunteered his services in that island fiuriiig the rebellion of the Kundian provinces ; 
and, on his return to England, visited the Court of J’ersia in an oHicIal capacity.

12 Major-General Goldfinch’s services : — f'xpcdition to Coperiliugeii,in 1807 ; campaigns of 
1809, 10, 13, and 14, including the capture of Oporto, battles of Talavera, Busaco, Vittoria, 
Pyrenees, Nivc, Orthes, and Toulouse. He has received the gold cross for Vittoria, Nive, 
OrtbM, and Toulouse ; and the silver War Medal With three chups for Talavera, Busaco, and 

-the Pyrenees. 

13 Major-General Arnold’s services ; — blockade and surrender of Malta, in 1800 ; the whole 
^of thecamjl^ign in Egypt, in 1801, including the attack and 8U]:reudcr of Abuukir Fort and 

castle, battle ^ Alexandria, and afterwards accompanied the division of the army which 
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expefled the French from Grand Cairo, and took possession of that city ; also present at the 
surrender of Alexandria to the British troops. Served several years in the West Indies, and 
at the last attack and surrender of the colonies of Demerara, Essecpiibo, Berblce, and 
Surinam, at which latter he was severely wounded in successfully leading the storming 
party against the Redoubt Frederick and Fort Leyden. Was several times handsomely- 
mentioned in the public despatches for his conduct at Surinam ; and was on that occasion 
presented by the Committee of the Patriotic Fund with a sword of the value of one hundred 
poilnds. lie has since served several years in Bermuda and North America.

17 Sir Charles Smith served at the capture of the Danish Islands of Santa Cruz, St. 
Thomas, and St. .loliii, in 1807; at the siege of Fort Bourbon and capture of Martinique 
(wounded), in 1800. Senior engineer in charge of (IJadiz and its environs in the opera- 
tions connected with the battle of Barrosa, in 1811. Commanding engineer in the 
defence of Tarifa, and in tlie field operations which led to that event. Commanding 
engineer at Cadiz 7 >rior to and when tiic siege was rnisetl in 1812. Subsequently present 
at the action of Osma, battle of Vittoria, actions of Villa Franca and Tolosa, siege of St. 
Sebastian, — commanding engineer in the early part of the siege. Ca 7 )itulttlion of Paris, 
and with the army of occiqiation. Coinmniidcd the allicdland forces, at the hombardnient 
and surrender of Beyrout, and at tlic capture of St. Jean d^Acre in 1840, at which Inst he 
was severely wounded. Gold Medal and one clasi^ lor Vittoria and San Sebastian, and the 
silver War Medal with one clasp for Martinique. Sir Charles has served 20 years in the 
West Indies.

Jfc has received the silver War Medal with one clasp 
for Badajoz. 

22 Colonel Vavasour scrvi d at the defence of Cadiz. 

23 Colonel Gray don was jit the capture of Martinique, in 1809, and Guadaloupe, in 1810, 
on each of wliioli oecaMons he was the senior othcer of Royal Engineers serving with a 
Division of the Army. He has received the silver War Medal with two clasps. 

24 Colonel 3'hornson seived in Nova Scotia, in 1808, 9, 10, and 11; and at the 
capture of Martinique and aieac of Fort Bourbon, with tlic division of the army under Sir 
George Prevost, in 18t)9. Commanding Engineer with the expedition on the north coast 
of Spain, at tlie blockade of Santona, under the orders of Sir Home Popbain, in 1812. 
Served also in Holland and the Netherlands, in 1813, 14, and 15; was present at the 
operations against Antwerp, and us eonimanding Engineer with the separate expedition, in 
1814, under Major-General Gibbs, for the reduction of Fort Bnatz, in the island of South 
Bcvelaiid. Commanding Engineer at the Cape of Good Hope from 1830 to 1830, and in 
the cupipaign of 1835, hi K a Hi rlaiid, consequent on the invasion of the colony by the Kaffirs. 
Received tlie repeated thanks of Sir Benjamin DTJrban, the Commander-in*chief, in 
jgBnera} orders. He has received the silver War Medal with one clasp for Martinique. 

25 Sir Frederick Smith served in Sicily from 1807 to June 1812. 

26 ColonelJones served in the Peninsula, and was present at the passage of the Douro 
and capture of Oporto, May, 1809 ; battles of Talavera and Biisaeo, siege of Badajoz, battle 
of Albuhcra, siege and capture of Ciudad Rodrigo. He has received the silver War Medal 
with four clasps. 

28 Colonel Oldfield served iu Holland, in 1814. From March to June 1815, he served 
as second in command under Sir Jas. Cannichacl-Smytli in the Netherlands ; as' Brigade- 
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Major with the Duke of 'Wellhigtoii’a army at Waterloo, capitulation of Paris, and army of 
occupation. 

29 Colonel Dixon served in Canada during the war, from 1812 to 1615^ and waa 
•lightly wounded at the storming of Fort Sandusky. Gold Medal for Detroit. 

30 Colonel Calder served in the expedition to Walcheren, and siege of Flushing, in 1809a 

31 Lieut.-Col. Slade was present at St. Sebastian in July and Aug. 1813; blockade of 
Bayonne and repulse of the sortie. He was one of the otficers selected to accompany the ^ 
boats from Socoa to the mouth of the river Adour, and to assist in laying the bridge across. 
He has received the silver War Med<d with one clasp for »St. SebaNtiuii. 

32 Lieut-Col. Tylden served at Gibraltar and in Sicily from 1807 to 1814. Commanding 
Eiigineer at the siege and capture of Fort Santa Maria, 20th March, 1814, and in the action 
before Genoa under Lord Wni. Hentinck; for Avhich services he received brevet promotion. 
Commanded the Pontoon Train during the compaign in Belgium and France in 1815; 
was present at the capture of Paris, and with the army of Occupation. 

34 Lieut-Col. Blanshard served at the blockade of Bayoimc, and repulse of the sortie. 
Afterwards in the American war, and was present at the taking of Washington, the operations 
and engagement before Baltimore, field operations and engagement before New Orleans, 
taking by assault the lines on the right bank of tlie Mississippi, and capture of Fort Bowyer. 
Joined Sir James Kemp’s division in France, 22d June 1815. 

35 Lieut.-Col. Alex. Brown served at Walcheren.

37 Lieut.-Col. Ward serACd with the army hi Sicily in 1811 and 12; was present at the 
action of Castalla, attack of Dcnia, and siege of Tarragona in 1813; served with the army 
in the Netherlands in 1814. 

38 LiGut.-Col. Gordon’s services: — attack on the Castle of Seylla, June, 1809; siege 
and capture of Santa Maura, March, 1810. 

40 Lieut.-Col. Jones served in the expedition to Walcheren, in 1800. Also the campaigns 
of 1810, 11, 12, 13, and 14, including the actions and sieges of Cadiz, Tarragona, (1811), Ba- 
dajoz (1812), Vittoria, St. Sebastian, passage of the Bidiissoa, Nivelle, Nive, Bayonne. 
Wounded leading the Forlorn Hope at the first assault of St. Sebastian. Appointed com- 
manding engineer in charge of the fortifications on Montmiitrc, after the entrance of the 
British troops into Paris, in 1815. lie has received the silver War Medal with five clasps. 

44 Lieiit.-Colonel Barry served in the Peiiinsiil.'i from Aug. 1812, to Oct. 1813, and was 
severely wounded by a grape shot, 31st Aug. 1813, wiien leading a party to the breacjji at the ‘ 
storming of St. Sebastian. He has received tlie silver War Modal with one clusp. 

45 Xit.-Col. llcid served in the Peninsula from April 1810 to the end of the war, including 
the three so'eral sieges of Badajoz, siege of Ciudad Rodrigo, siege of the Forts at and battle 
of Salamanca, siege of Burgos, battle of Vittoria, siege of San Sci»uBtian, and battles of 
Nivelle, Nive, and Toulouse. Present at the attack on Algiers, under Lord Exmouth, in • 
1810. Severely wounded ill the knee, repulsing a sortie at Badajoz, 10th May, 1811; in 
the leg during the assault of Ciudad Rodrigo, 10th January 1812; in tlie neck during the 
assault of St. Sebastian, 2Bth July 1813. lie has received tiic silver War Medal with eight 
clasps. 

46 Lieut.-Col. Ord served in Spain during 1810, 11, 12, 13, and one half of 1814, in- 
cluding the sieges of Cadiz and Tarragona.

54 Lieat.-Col. Phillpotts was favourably noticed in Sir Gordon Drummond’s despatch 
of the attack on Fort Erie, Sept. 1814. Served as Assistant Quarter- Master General w|^ 
the army in Canada during the insurrection of 1837, 8, and 9, and was most actively 
jdoyed, particularly at the retaking of Beaiiharnois, for which lie received the Brevet treidfi 
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of Ilieut.-Colonel. Comman»5ing Hoyal Engineer with the expedition under Major-General 
J>’ilgui]ar wliich took the Forts i‘f the B«icca Tigris in the Canton River, those of tlie Staked 
Barrier, and of the city of Canton in April 1847, spiking 879 pieces of heavy ordnance. 

57 Lieut.'Col. Bolton served in the Peninsula from Oct. 1813 to the end of the war. 

58 Lieiit.-Col. Whinyates was at the battle of Algiers, 87th Aug. 1816.

06 Caplain Gordon served, as hcnior officer, in Bfnierara, during the insurrection of tlic 
Negroes, iu 1823 and 1824. He was mentioned in general orders, and received the thanks 
of the Court of Policy of tlie Ciiiterl ('oloiiv Deincra ra and ?>ser|uihn. 

67 Majoi Marlow was eommanding Royal Engineer at the storming of Kawiti’s Pah at 
Owrawai in New Zealand on tlic 1st July 1845, ami the subsequent destruction of the 
same. Also at tiic baniing of Aretiiu’s Puh, and at tbo storming of Kuwiti’s Puli on the 
nth Jan. 184G; lor these services lie receivtd the Brevet rank of- Major. 

68 Major Walpole commanded the Royal Engineers on the eastern frontier of the Cape 
of Good Hope during the lv«tiir war of 184U-7, was twice wounded on the 8th June 1846, 
and for his services receive*! the rank of Major. 

69 Major Aldrich was specially cMoployed in command in Spain, Syria, and China. In 

Spain in 1830 obtaining iho <>ui render of the Foi tress of Meiillu by the CarlUts to the Queen 
of Spain. In S^riu 1840-41 (Medal), comiuundiug Royal Engineers from the first landing 
to the 18th Dec. 1840, including the operations at D'Jounc, T\ne, bonihardineiit and 
assault of Sidon, bmnburdincnt and capture of Beyrout, and subsequent surrender to him, 
while in chaigc of dctachiiients of Rojal JMarincs and Turkish troop«, of a division of the 
Egyptian Army (3000) witli their ciicampuicut and 24 pieces of artillery : also bombard- 
incut and capture of A<Te. From 13th Dee. <'iiipIoyed on the Staff iu the advance to Jaffa > 
and from the 30tli i?ept. 1841 as coiinnuiiding Royal Engineers until the cvuciiation of 
Syiia by the British troujia. In Cliina 1843 to 1847 as coirnnamling Royal Engineer to the 
Fielil Forces until their withdrawal in 1846, Jn April 1847 he was employed in the com- 
bined Naval and Military exiiedition up the Canton River, charged in command with the 
assault Olid capture of seven \iz., Napier’s, Whampoa Creek, French Folly, Kongo, 

Zig-zag, Segment, uud Sliannccn Forts. 

70 Captain Duvnford was cinjiloyed with the combined Na^al and Military expedition 
lip the Canton River in Apiil 1847, at the capture of eiglit Forts, viz., Nortli and South 
Wangtong, at the Bocca Tigris; Pacliow and M'ookonglap, at tlie Barrier; Zig-zag, Seg- 
ment, Sliamecn, and Diitcb Folly, at Canton. 

71 Cajit. Skyriiig and JMujor Ayinondi. sojvcd the Syrian canquiign of 1840-41 (Medal). 

72 Ciipt. Owen served at the Cape of Good Hope in the campaign against the insurgent

73 Capt. Jervois served at the Cape of Good Hope during the Kaffir War of 1846-7, 
and made a military sketch of 2006 square ndlcs of Kaffii-laiid, — 1,100 of which he sur- 
veyed during the war. 

74 Lieut. Giiib served at the Cape of Good Hope from August 1841 to April 1848, 
accompanied the overland expedition to Port Natal, and comiuaiidcd the Royal Engincora 
during the whole of the operations connected with the capture of that settlenient in May 
and June 1842.

of Copenhagen; destruction of Le Robuste and Lion, French ships or the line, Cette; 
destruction of a French privateer brig in the port of * Negaya ; capture of a convoy at 
Langpiilia, the batteries being first carried by the Marines ; destruction of the Forts of 
Alessis and Languilia by the Marines under his command, after having charged with the 
bayonet and defeated a battalion of the French d2d qf the line, of a very mperior forces 
Commanded a battalion on the North Coast of Spain, including the actions of Alza, 6th 
/une; near Fontarubia, 11th July ; and at Hemani, 16th March 1837, when the Royal 
Marines rendered such important services to the Queen of Spain and her Allies. 

3 Colonel Menzies was attoched to Lord Nelson’s squadron off Boulogne, where he 
participated in all the desperate cutting-out affairs on tiie French coast against Buona* 
parte’s flotilla. Commanded a detachment of Royal Marines landed at Port Jackson 
during an insurrection of convicts, in March, 1804 ; by his promptitude and exertions the 
town of Sydney and indeed the colony was in a great measure preserved and tranquillity 
restored. On the 22d June, 1806, he was in one of the boats of His Majesty’s Ship 
Minerva, cutting out five vessels from under Fort Finisterre; and on the 1 1th July fol- 
lowing he was in the barge which, when 30 miles from where the fVigatc lay at anchor, 
captured by boarding the Bnena Dicha Spanish privateer, of three times the force of the 
boat, after a sharp conflict : this attack was planned by Colonel Menzies. Commanded 
and headed the marines at the storming of Port Finisterre, being the first who entered 
the Fort. In boats cutting out the Spanish vessel of war, St» Joseph, from the Bay of 
Arosa, where he landed and made prisoner the Spanish Commodore who delivered to him 
his sword. Commanded the Marines at the capture of Fort Guardia. Slightly wounded 
cutting out the French corvette. La Moselle, from under a battery in Basque Roads. 
Taking of Fort Cumariniis and gun-boats from under its protection. Repeatedly engaged 
fn severe boat-actions, and against batteries. Right arm amputated. Received a sword of 
honour from the Patriotic Fund. Commanded the Royal Marine Artillery from 1837 to 1844. 

4 Colonel Fergusson served at the capture of Rear Admiral Perree’s squadron fVom 
Bgypt when in pursuit of the French and Spanish fleets in June, 1799. Blockade of Malta 
and capture of Admiral Perree’s squadron Le Ginlreux 74, Ville de Marseilles, See. with a 
reinforcement and supplies for the relief of the garrison. Was wrecked and severely in- 
jured on board H.M.S. Queen Charlotte when burnt off Leghorn in 1800, only four saved 
out of a detachment of nearly 200 marines, including supernumeraries, in all upwards oC700 
persons perished. Served at the siege of Genoa and Savona. Destruction of the fbrt of 
Port Espezie, and guns carried off by H.M. S. Santa Dorothea in 1800, to which ship he 
then belonged. Served in Egypt under the command of Sir Ralph Ahercromby in 1801 
{medal). In 1806 at Maida. Defence of Gaeta and surrender of Tropea; took possession 
of the latter town with his dotachment. Served again in Egypt with the expedition under 
Major-General Fraser in 1807. He has been repeatedly engage in severe boat actions, 
and against batteries, and debarked with detachments aiding in capturing and destroying 
ships and convoys on the enemy’s coast. 

5 Colonel Pilcher served with the boats of the British fleet, in 1801, In their occasional 
attack of the Spanish gun-boats and vessels off Cadiz. In 1803, served in His Majesty’s 
Ship, Raisonahle, in the North Sea ; 1804, attack of the gun-boats and batteries at Boulogne ; 
July 22, 1803, in the general action and defeat of the combined fleets of France and Spain. 
In August following, in action with La Topaze, French frigate. January 1 806, landed with 
a battalion of Marines at the attack and capture of the Cape of Good Hope. In June fol- 
lowing, with the same battalion, at the attack and defeat of the Spanish troops on the road 
to Buenos Ayres, and at the capture of that city : in August following, at the defence of 
that city against the Spanish forces, after three days’ action, ti|ken prisoner, with the nest 
of the British. 1811, served in the North Sea, in attacks with the Danish gun -boats. 
1813 and 1814, off the coast of France and America. Appointed to the 2d battnlioi| of 
Royal Marines, and was at the attack of the American army and its defeat on the road to 
Baltimore, when Maj.-Gen. Ross was killed. At the attack of the American troops at 
Famham church : commanded upon this occasion the advance, consisting of small detach- 
idents of the 21st, 44th, and 85th regts. and marines. In 1816, was at the attack pf the 
American Rifle force near Point k Petie, and the capture of that fort in West Florida. 


' 
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From 1819 to 1821 , served in His Majesty's Ship, V^go^ at St. Helena, during the last nine 
months of Buonaparte’siifp, and assisted with the marines at his interment. 

6' Colonel Gibsone landed from the Thnnderer hx\0 served on shore fop elfrht days in 
Bearhavtm Bay in 1804. He was on board the Snfvgunrd mortar brig in a severe aetion 
with a diiision of Danish gnii-boats otf Anholt in June 1811, on which occasion the vessel 
was engaged for three and a half hour!>,anfl 10 were killed or wotiiided out of a roniplement 
of 20.« The following year he was engaged at Cateria on the north coast of Spain and 
accompanied Capt. Parke with two heavy guns intended for the army besieging Bnrgos. 
In 1813 and 14 he served in the Aineriean war, and was present at the attack on Cmney 
Island, taking of Hampton, defence of the Lines of Chippewa, and on other occasions on 
the Niagara Frontier, where he sustained a severe fracture of the left arm, and a violent 
contusiim on the rigiit 1)rea>t. 

7 Colonel Ballingall prior to entering the Boyal Marines, served as a Midshipman at 
Copei-hagen in 1801 ; landed at Vimieni,21 Aug., 1808 ; was a volunteer in the boats of the 
jReaiatance at the l>oardiug and carrying Ln Mtntche, Fr. iich man-of-war schooner, under 
a constant Bre of grape and inusquetry ; the romniunilcr fell by the hand of Colonel B. 26 
Feh. 1809. Borved as a volunteer at ilic cutting out of four French luggers laden with sup- 
plies for the French army, from the harbour o. Santa Clara, north coast of Spain, on the 
night of the 27th Feb. 1809, under a galling fire of musquetry, and defended by two bat- 
(teriea which commanded tlie entrance; landed at the head of the Marines from the Retist* 
crace, carried a battery of four guns ; and assisted in the capture and blowing up of a French 
fnan-of-war schooner, and <lestroycd her convoy, laden with supplies for the French army, 
10th March, 1809 ; was subsequently at the defence of Cadiz ; and in 1832 in the castles of 
^aupoli dc Romania, with an allied garri.son during an attack on that city. 

8 Colonel Corylon served at the buttle of Trafalgar, and was subsequently engaged 
with tho enemy on various occasions, in the course of which service he has been severiil 
-times wiiumled. 

0 Lieut. -Colonel Mercer nssisted at the destruction of tiie French squadron in Basque 
'Roads. He was repeatedly landed on the North Coast of Spam in 1810, co-operating with 
the Patriots. In 1812, while (mbarked on hoard II. M. 8. *luvn, he was engaged with and 
.captiirt'd by the United Siate.s friuatc Comiitntion.

15 Lt..Co]onel John Harvey Stevens served in the West Indies, &c. in 1800 and 1807, 
during the expedition to Walchcren in 1800, and was engaged in several flotilla affaiiaon 
the Scheldt. Served also at the successful defence of Cadiz and of Tarifa in 1810 and 1811 ; 
was engaged in several detached operations, particularly in one of a severe character on the 
river Guadalquiver. In 181.3 was employed on the coast of America, where he was engage<l 
in an attack on Craney Island, and at the taking of Hampton and Ocracoke under Sir 
George Cockbum. Served in Canada at the taking of Oswego, on wliich occasion he was 
mentioned in Sir Gordon Druinmomrs despatebes. Kugagctl during a six weeks’ siege of 
Fort Erie, and was intrusted with the coiiBtriietioii of a field-work for the defence of the 
right of the position on Chippewa Creek, which was menaced by a very superior force. In

As an officer of Royal Marines, be was present at the storming of three of the 
enemy’s entrenched batteries and siege of Santa Maura, and frequently employed in boat 
aff^airs on the coasts of Italy and Dalmatia. In April 1812, he joined the first Battalion ; 
served with it in Spain and in America, including the storming of the enemy's entrenched 
camp at Hampton in Virginia, and frequent affairs with the enemy there* Detached to 
Canada and served under Commodore Sir James Yeo, on the Lakes Ontario, Brie, and 
Champlain. 

22 Major Calamy has served in every quarter of the globe, and In the actions of Ny- 
bnrg. Fining, Isle of France, Java, and several minor affairs with gun-boats, &c. He was 
Brigade Major to the British Forces landed in Syria in 1840. He has received the Military 
War Medal with one clasp for Java. 

23 Captain Pascoc has received the Military War Medal with one clasp for Java. 

24 Captain James Clarke has received the Military War Medal with one clasp for Gipida- 
loupe. 

26 Captain Henry was at the capture of Anholt, May, 1809; at Fort Mobile, 1816; the 
victory of Algiers, August 1810; and was frequently engaged with boats in the Baltic, and 
with the American troops in the Floridas. 

26 Captain Qraharn served with tlie army in the battalion formed of the marines of tl^e 
squndron at the taking of Walcheren in 1809. Also served in the Ist battalion in Portugal 
and in operations on the North Coast of Spain, at the taking and defence of Castro. Pro- 
ceeded with the batmlioii to America, where it was brigadeil under Sir Sidney Beckwith at 
the attack upon Norfolk, and the taking of Hampton, and several small places. The bri- 
gade being broken up, he went with the battalion to Canada ; whilst there, he was sent 
with a detachment in command of a division of gun boats to attack a battery at the head 
of Lake Champlain, with which they were engaged some hours. Returned with the bat- 
talion to the coast of America, and was at the attack and taking of Fort Point Petre and 
the town of St. Mary’s, in Georgia ; shortly after liis promotion in 1837, he exchanged to 
Join the battalion in Spain.

27 Major Whitcombe assisted in cutting out thi*cc Spanish gun-boats from under the 
fire of a battery, in tlie boats of H. M. 8. JRdgar. Commanded the detachment of marines 
in the fiag ship of Sir P. Malcolm in the (expedition to the Chesnpeak and New Orleans : 
was present at the attack on the American Flotilla in the Potomac, at the capture of 
Washington, defeat of the American army before Baltimore, and the operations before New 
Orleans. Proceeded to China in H. M. S. Wenheim; landed with the marine battalion at 
the attack and capture of the forts and works at Chuenpee ; assisted at the attack of the 
Anunghoy forts by the Blevhebn and Melville, upon which occasion the seamen and 
marines were landed, and the three forts carried in succession. He was second in com- 
mand of the marine battalion at the capture of the i!eights of Canton, the second capture 
of Chusan, and at the attack and capture of the fort and city of Chinhae.

In blockading squadrons off Brest, L’Orient, and Basque Roads, including several 
successful boat affairs under the Batteries of Rochelle and Isle d’Aix in 1811. In coast 
operations, North of Spain; and, with the first battalion of Marines, in Portugalf in 1812. 
At the attack on Norfolk, and tiie entrenched camp of Hampton, Ac. in the Chmpeake. 
Served the campaigns of 1813 and 14 at the advanced posts in Lower Canada, and in 
command of a division of seven gun-boats employed blockading the enemy’s flotilla at 
Platsburg. At the defence of La Cole MUl. Adjutant to a Light Corps formed of the 
flank companies of the 2d West India R^ment and Marine Battalions at the attack and 
capture of Fort Peter, the fortified positions of St. Mary’s and Cumberland Island (coast 
of Georgia). In command of a detachment of Artillery in H..M. S. Pheeton assisbMi in 
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l^elllng.an attack of Algerine gun*boat8 in 1821. Adjutant to a battalion under Colonel 
Owen serving in co-operation with the Spanish army in 1836-7, including the affair before 
Faentarabia, 11 July 1836, the field actions of the 10th, 12tb, and 14th March, and of 
Hemani, 16 March 1837. Served as Captain in the same battalion until the Force under 
Lord Jolin Hay was withdrawn in 1840. He has received tiie Military War Medal with 
one clasp for Guadaloupe. 

60 Captain James Bowman served at the defence of Cadiz in 1810, 11, and 12, daring 
Which period he was repeatedly engaged in action against the enemy both on land and in 
boats, cutting out, &c. At the blockading of the French fleet off Brest, in 1813. During 
the late campaign on the coast of Syria, in 1840 and 41, including the storming and cap- 
ture of Sldon, surrender of Boyront, bombardment and fall of St. Jean d’Acre. Served 
also with the Royal Marine Battalion at the camp at D'Jouni. 

31 Captain Thomas Fynmorc was at the capture of a French privateer schooner of 16 
gain and 90 men, besides other boat service in 1811. In the j’artial action with the French 
ffeet off Toulon in 1814. Was landed at Mahon in command of a guard to protect the 
person of the Spanish governor from the threatened violence of the Walloon gnarda. Sent 
Co the city of l^orence in 1815, to place himself under the directions of General Count 
Nugent, commander-in-chief of the Austrian army, as extra aide-de-camp, and was at the 
taking of the city of Naples. In 1823 he was sent up to the city of Lima to protect 
English merchants* property against the attacks of the Negro slaves during the civil wai. 
The 20th Oct. 1827, was at the battle of Navarino, for which service he was promoted by 
His Royal Plighncss the Duke of (v1urt3ncc, but in consequence of belonging to a gradation 
corps the appointment was afterwanis canccllctl. Served with the French army at the 
reduction of the town and fortress of Patras and the Morea castle ; served afterwards in the 
West Indies, North Sea, and off Oporto during the civil war between Don Pedro and Don 
Miguel. In 1833 joined the Royal Marine Battalion at Lisbon, commanded by Colonel 
Adair, C. B. In April, 1837, embarked on board H.M.S. Cw.vf or (36), on the 10th Oct. 
was landed in comm;tnd of his detachment on the Albanian coast to attack Pirates. Served 
on the S. £. coast of Spiiiu from 4th Jan. 38 to 30 Jan. 31). 

32 Captain Brown’s services : — attack on French forts at Ciota June 1812; attack and 
capture of the town of L’Escalia, in the Bay of Rosas, 1812; partial engagement with 
the French fleet, near Toulon, 1813; attack of Algiers; destruction of Greek pirates at Porto 
Bono, Isle of Candia, June, 1826. 

33 Major Hurdle was at the attack on the forts and harbour of Courageaux In 1815 ; 
battli of Navarino in 1827 ; and engagement at Punta Obligada in the river Parana on the 
20th Nov. 1845. 

34 Captain Appleton served in the battalion of Marines in co-operation with the allied 
forces in Syria, and was present at the attack and surrender of the fortress of St. Jean 
D*Acre on the 3d November, J 8 40. 

36 Captain, Dwyer served in the blockading squadrons off Flushing, the Texel, and 
off Brest. Since the peace he has served in the Kast and West Indies, and the Milter- 
ranean. 

36 Captain Mitford was employed on the coast of Syria during the whole of the opera- 
tions against the Egyptians ; he landed and served with the battalion at the Camp d’Joimi 
and was present at the bombardment of St. Jean d’Ac.re. lie has been presented with a 
jDiedal from the Sultan. 

37 Major Hawkins commanded the Royal Marines (about 200 strong) at the attack 
on and destruction of Malloodoo in Borneo. 

38 Captain Parke’s services: — Co-operation with the 9panish forces and Legion near San 
Sebastian, and under Espartcro in raising the siege of Bilboa. 

39 Major Stransham served at the battle of Navarino, in 1827. Also on the China ex- 
pedition, and was severely wounded at the attack on the defences of Canton, 18th March, 
1841. 

40 Captain Anderson served at the battle of Navarino, in 1827. 

41 Captain T. B. Gray served at the battle of Navarino in 1827. Also in a battalion 
under Colonel Owen, on the north coast of Spain In 1836-7-8, in co-operation with the 
Spanish army, including the Held actions of the 10th, 12th, and 14th March, and the 
action of Hemani, 16th March 1837 : he was subsequently appointed Adjutant to that 
force under Colonel Parke. He served as Captain on the coast of Portugal and in the 
Tagus during the civil war in 184&-7, and was landed with his detachment from H. M. S. 
Superb^ to guard the captured divisions of the rebel army ulidcr Count das Antas, prison- 
ers 111 Fort St. Julian. 

42 Captain John Miller served at the battle of Navarino, in 1827. 

43 Capt. George Elliott served on the China expedition, and was wounded in the attack 
on the intrenched camps on the heights of Segoan, 15th March, 1842. 

44 Major Langford served with the Battalion in Spain from June 1036 to Sept. 1840, and 
was present in the actions of Fnenterabla and Hcrnani, besides various minor affairs. 
While serving in H. M. 8. North Star^ from Sept. 1841 to Sept. 1846, he participated in 
the operations of the Expeditionary Force in China, including the blockade of the Woosuog 
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Bikers (Medal). On tho termination of hostilities with China he proceeded In the North Star^ 
to New Zealand ; aii<l was landed with all the detacliments of Royal Marines from II. M. sliips 

S reM^nt, and appointed to command that force, togetlicr with a detachment of the 90th 
with which he was actively employed in the Held against the insurgent chiefs, who^e 
strongly stockaded P^hs, or Village*, wctc successfully attacked and destroyed: for these 
services he obtained the Brevet rank of Major. 

45 Captain Fraser landed for the protection of British property at Lima, during the revo- 
lution in Dec. 1895, wlien in possession of the rebels. For his conduct on that occasion, he 
was presented with a piei'e of plate by the merchants. 

46 Captain J. H. Wright served with the Battalion from 1836 to 1640, in co-operation 
with the Spanish Army, and was present at the action of Puenterabia, Jith July, 1836, 
the flelfl actions of the 10th, I2th,and 14th March, and Hernani, 16ih March, 1897. 

47 Cap!. Laiigh‘y 8c*r\cd in the operations on the North Coast of Spain in command of 
tho detachment of Royal Murines of PI.M.S. Castor, during 1894 and two following years, 
and was so\ercdy wounderl on the 9th June 189G, dcleridiiig the heights of Passages against 
n very superi<ir force of Carlists. 

48 Captain Brittain wp.s presented with a sword by the merchants of Bombay, for servicca 
performed against pirates in the Straits of Malacca. 

49 Capt. Simon Fraser >crvcd throughout the campaign in Syria, including the storm and 
capture of Sidon, tho surrender of Bey rout, and the bombard, and capture of St. Jean d*Acre. 

50 Ca]it. Parker was wounded through the arm at Prescott, in Upper Canada, 13tta 
Nov. 1838. 

51 Capt. Maxwell served on the China expedition, and was present at the battle of 
Chuenpee. attack of batteries of Ainiiighoy and Nf>rth Wantung, advance on Canton, 
atorming the heights and eiitrenclied camp of Canton, bombardment of Culongso. 

52 Capt. Spahliiig served in command of a Company throughout the operations in 
Syria, in 1846, and was slightly wounded at the attack on Gebail. lie has received the 
Syrian Medal. 

53 Capt. Marriott served two years with the expeditionary force in China, and was 
present at the hrst capture of Chusun ; assisted at the di inolition of the Bogue Forts in 
the Canton River; pariieiputcd in the actions of the 6 rst and second Bars; was engaged 
In the destruction of all the enemy’s sea and river defences, including the fortresses of 
French Folly and Hoqiiu’s Fort ; homliardmeut and taking of Macao Passage Fort ; 
Storming of the BinI’s Nest Batierv,aiid dnally at the combined attack on the enemy's 
position and entrenched camp on the heights above Canton. 

54 Capt. Shewcii wa** employed during the wlmlc of tiie campaign on tbe eoa**t of Syria, 
Including tlie storming ami rapturn of S<i!on, surr« nder of Beymur, and bombardment and 
ikll of St. Jean d'Acrr. Servid aUo w’ltb the battal on at tin- camp at d'Jouni. 

55 Captain Timpsoii served as Adjutant to the Rnyal Marine Buttulion <n 1842 at the cap- 
ture of 'Tseke and heights ot Segmm, attack i n the hill defences and cuptun* of Chupoo, 
capture of the hHttene.H ami cii\ ot Woosuiig, rapiineof the batteries of Le Shau, us.-uult 
and capture of Chill K'ang Foo, and landing before Niuirin. 

56 Lieut. A. J. B. llambly served on the China expedition ( Mcdiil), and was severely 
wounded in the attack on the entrenched camps on tlie heights of Scgoaii, 15th March, 1842. 
He served slsn ill the operation.i on the Coast of Borneo in 1845 and 46, including the 
attack (iD Malh'odoo Bay. 

57 Lieut. Adair was slightly wounded in the assault upon Gebail, in Syria, 12th 
Sept. 1840. 

58 Lieut. Farmar served on tiv China expedition, and was present at the battle of 
Chuenpee, attack of the Anunghoy batteries, advance on Canton, capture of the heights .of 
Canton, capture of Colongso, second capture of Chusaii, assault and capture of the citadel 
and city of Chiiihae, entry into Niiigpo. 

' '59 Lieut. Uairismi ser\ed in ihe operations on the Coast of Syria (Medal), including 
4be attaeks on tho fortress of D'J«4mil,*aiid homhaidment and capture of Acre. He served 
.also ill New Z( aland, and was present at the taking ot the fortiiied Pah at Huapekapeka on 
the 11th Jan. 1846. 

60 Lt. Lawrence acted us Aide-de-camp to Capt. Hotham, R. N. while taking and 
destroying the batteries, &c. at Punta Obligada, hi the river Parana, on the 20th Nuv. 1845, 
61 Lieut. J. A. Stewart served on the coast of Syria during the whole of the campaign, 
and was at^the taking of Sidon, and at the siege of St. Jvaii d’Acre in U. M. S. Kdvnhurghf 
Served also on the coast of Africa fur two years, during which time be assisted at the de- 
atHiction of several Barracoons on the coast, when about 1200 slaves were liberated. 

62 IJeut. Pickard served on the China expedition, and was present at the battle of 
Chuenpee, attack of batteries of Anunghoy and North Wantung, advance on Canton, 
florming the heights of Canton, bombardment of Colongso. 

63 Livuts. Dyer, J. W. A. Kennedy, and Mansell were present at the attack on and 
destruction of Malloudoo, in Bonieo. 

67 Captain Lawrence served in bomb vessels in 1805 and 6 between Dunkirk anid 
Boulogne, and was several times engaged with the French flotilla. In 1807 he was present

at the of the Dardanelles, nnd rh^stroylng the Tiirk^h ^squadron, and In Effypt. In

baltiilion in Li'^bon, St. Jullmi, and Cascaes. In 1812 he wuh on the north Ciia«t of 8p'ain^ 
and was the officer who directed tiic guns fnim a rock at the entrance of the Sf. Andrc*w'rtve» 
against the castle of Vi.o. and ^ub^eql1ellt1y landed and i»h w it up: he wa** also at the' 
takioK of Castro, at all the attacks on that coast. In 1814 he was at tlie battle of Bla*^ 
densburg, capture of Washington, action before llaliimore, and bl.b^cquelltly in all tha 
attacks at New Orb ans. 

68 Capt. Hookey ser^crl as Volunteer 1st class, in His Majesty's ship Prhteeof Wnles^ 
from Jun. to Dec. 180^, and nas in the ifeneiul action of tlie 22iid Dec. 1806. Served in 
the West Indies, from 1806 until 1801), inrlnding the rapture of Les Saints, and Martinique^ ' 
and several actions in boats cutting out Frenrh vessels, and ilcstroying batteries, &c. Ptom' 

1809 to 1811 served on board H. M. S. 77<e6rm, blorkading the French flotilla at Boulogne; 
several times in action with ihi m. AsH-ttil in the boats cutting nut a large French lugger * 
at Diepjie. Fl'om 1812 to 1814, served on boaro His Majesty's ship Daphne^ in the Baltic^ 
and was several times in action with DHiii^h uun tioat> in tlie Belt. 

69 Major Lfiniard served wit'i ilie detuchinent of Rnyul Marines in the Fortress of 
Rose**, in Catalonia, in 1808. In 1809, he wa^ presmt at the reduction nf Zaine and 
t'ephalonia ; and in 18'0 at that of i^aiitu Maura, including the assault of the entrenched 
batteries and si**ge of tlie Fortres-. Hi* was afterwardt pn-sent in sneral boat actions, 
during two xears, off Corfu ; and in II. M. S. Pvrien in the actirm with the Fn neli squadron 
off Tnidon, 2'2iid Nov 1811. fie s«-rved the Sxnan cumpaigo of 1840 (:\ledal), inchtiling 
the assault and capture of Sidmi and bniiiha <liiicnt ol Aere; alsn at the camp D'Joniii, 
at Beyrout, and Jaffa: for the ^^\l‘an servcic lie wa* ])i«iiiioterl to the Bre\6f rank of 
Major. He was l.md d from fl. M. S. Alfred^ at Monte Video, witli the Royal Marines of 
tlie sqiiadriiii fir the protcetioii of Biit.sli sii ject** and piopeny during the siege of the 
city hy the Argentine Army under Geiienil Orihe, anti commanded the brigade consisting 
of the Reserve Battalion 45tli Regt. and Royal Marines for three months, and the Royal 
Marines from Juno 1848 to July 1847. 

70 Capt. Moore served in H.M.S. Awphioft* from May, 1803 to July, 1811 j was in the ac- 
tion with and capture of four Spanish frigates off Cayie St. Mary's ; action with flotilla of 

?:un-boats in Gibraltar Bay ; cuttingout a scliooiicr in Corsica ; a severe action with a French 
irlgate, and diiven on shore under the batteries in the Bay of Rivers In 1808. Served at 
the taking of Pecan, and capture of large eotivoys. Commanded the marines at the taking 
of Cootelazzu in 1609, and taking six gunboats. Commanded the marines of the squadron 
at the taking of Gruoand large convoys laden with military stores, after a most sangui- 
nary action with a garrison of French troops at the point of tiie bayonet, when the whole 
of the garrison were killed, wounded, or mafic prisoners, — for this action and previous 
services he was made bi^vci-captaiii. Present also at the capture of several other towne 
on the coast of the Adriatic, and destruction of convoys, lie was senior officer of ma- 
rines in the action off Llssa, 13th March, 1810, anil was twice very severely wounded and 
twice rewarded from Patriotic Fund, lie has been in iipwards of 30 successful conteitt 
with the enemy, and frequently officially mentioned for giillantry. 

71 Capt. Little served in tiie channel fleet and at the blockade of Fcrrol and Corunna 
In 1803>4. Appointeil to the Royal Marine Artillery on the formation of that coqis in 
1804, and was employed in various bomb vessels on the enemy’s coast co-operating with 
the land forces, or on detached service. In commuiid of the mortars in the VentviuM 
bomb at the attack of Boulogne. Dcrcnce of Cailiz in 1809 ; and .subsequently at the' 
blockade of Rochfurt, wiiere he corninundcd a storming party in u successful night atfaclt 
on the coast, on which occasion he received the particular thanks of the Admiralty, and 
was rewarded by the Patriotic Fund : — at the eommenceiiieiit of this attack he was severely 
wounded by a inuskct-ball shattering the wrist wliicli rendered amputation of the right 
hand necessary. 

72 Captain Wolrige served in the year 1809 with Lord Cochrane in Basque Roads ; and 
In the same year was engaged in action wi{h gun-boats in the Baltic. From 1810 to 1812 
defence of Cadiz and Turifa. Severely wouiifled at South Bevelund in 1814, and received 
a reward from the Patriotic Fund. Present at the battle of Algiers in 1816. 

73 Captain Toby served from 1810 to 12 inclusive, on the Coast of France. From 1813 ' 
to 16, with the 1st battalion (Royal Marines) in America, and on the Lakes of Canada. 
Since the Peace, he has served in the Mediterranean, on the coasts of Africa, and South 
America. He hrs b?cn fhsquently engaged in boat actions with batteries, &c. See. 

74 Doctor Irvine was actively employed on tlie coast of North America in 1814 and ^ 
as Assistant-Surgeon of II. M. S Spencei\ and Acting-Surgeon of H. M. sloop Diapatchj^ 
being In boat service, and frequently under the Are of thi* eii€*iny. lie was surgeon of tb0 
Alligator at Rangoon during the Burmese war, where he had also charge of the HosplkH 
Ship established for the reception of the sick and wounded of the flotilla employed in th4 
Irrawaddy. He was surgeon of the Dartmouth in the battle of NavarinOf and of th^ fla|^ 
ships St. Viucent and Britannia in the Mediterranean : whilst in the latter ship Dr. lTvitiiiii 
gained the gold medal of Sir Gilbert Blanc for his Medical Journal.

DUTIES AND OUGANIZATION. 

The Commissariat are charged with the following duties : — In the Field they have hitherto had 
the custody of the Military Chest, and provided and paitl for everything necessary for the sub- 
eistoiice and transport of an army. At the prt sent time, on stations ul>road, they ha\ e the charge 
. of the Military Chests, negotiation of Bills for their supply, and recei])t of all seii Ins monies 
arising from various sources in the hands of piildic departments, us also monies for remittance to 
England, They make ud\Hnccs to Bcgiinental Paymasters on account of the Pay of the Troops, 
and to the Heads of the Ordnance and Naval Departments, on account of their respective services. 

' They pay in detail the Staff', all money allowances and contingencies ; also ihe Half- Pay and re- 
tired allowances, Chelsea Pensions, Widows’ Pensions, Corapassionute alh)wuiiees,and Naval Pen- 
sions, &c., to all persoiiii resident at the several stations. Tiiey contract and pay for Provisions 
requircti on the spot for the supply of the Troops, uiid for land and water transport. In the West 
Indies they pay in detail the Assistant Coininissioncrs and Stipendiary Magistrates under the 
Provisions of the Slave Coinpcnsation Act: at some stations they perform tlie duties of Naval 
Agents. In Canada, Nova Scotia, and Jainaico, they pay the Ecclesiastical Establishments, and 
at the former they have the custody and issue of liidian Presents, and cliarge of the Locks and 
Collection of the Tolls on the canals iMinneeted with the St. Lawrence. In New South Wales and 
Van Dieman’s Land, they supply Provisions, Clotliiiig, and Stores, of all descriptions for convict 
tervices. They enter into contracts for Ordnance Stores, Building Materials, &c., on the spot, and 
provide and pay for supplies for Army Hospitals, siiperiiiteiul the issue of provisions, forage, fuel, 
and light in kind made by Coutractor.s, and issue such articles of Provision as are sent out for the 
use of the Troops from EngHiid. Their duties arc hlcinled witli the Army, Ordnance, Navy, and 
many other branches of the public service. They are under the orders of and responsible for the 
execution of their duties to the Cicneral or Uiheers commanding at tlie various stations, and 
receive their instnictions from tiie Board of Treasury, witli wiiom they correspond through the 
Secretary on all points of service on which they arc engaged.

The following is the autliorlty for its present organization : — 

Commissary-in-Chief’s Office, 1!) March, 181U. His Majesty has been pleased to command 
that the following regulations sliould be established and acted upon in all future Promotions and 
Appointments in the Coiniiiissariut. 

That the Gradation of Rank, bo “ Commissary-General,” “ Deputy Commissary-General,” 
•• Assistant Commissary -Geiieml,” “ Deputy Assistant Commissary-General,” “ Clerk.” No 
person to enter but as Clerk, — to serve One year before eligible fur Promotion. — Deputy ABsistant 
to serve Four years, or Five from entrance as Clerk before eligible. — Assistant, Five years as 
Assistant, or Ten years from entrance as Clerk before eligible. — Deputy to be Three years in tliat 
rank before eligible. — Service to be counted as actual service on Full Pay. No person to be 
appointed Clerk previous to the age of 10.

gbanistan and Beloochistaup in 1838 and 30» and was present at the assault and capture pf the 
fortresses of Ghnzn^e and Khelat, at which last he was severely wounded by a musket-shotjr*'ieg 
broken. Medal for Ghuzn^e. • * 

2 Lord Mount Edgeumbe (JDuke of CorntoalVs Bangers) served the campaign of 1815, and was 
present at the battle ol Waterloo. 

3 -Captain Pennington (Cumberland) served in the Peninsula from June, 1809, and during the 
greatest part of the subsequent campaigns, including the battle of Busaco, where he commanded one 
of the advIncG picquets of the 3d division on the morning of the action, and was sharply engaged 
with the enemy; retreat to the lines of Torres Vednis, advance from thence, actions and afihirs 
at Leria, Redinha, Pombal, Roblida, Coudeixa^ Foz d'Arouce, Guarda, and Sabugal; battles of 
Fucates d'Onor, siege o^ Badajoz (woundexi in the right thigh), actions at Cumpo Mayor, £1

4 Captain Dixon (Derby) served with the Grenadier Guards on the expedition to the North of 
Holland in 1799, and was in the actions of the 27th Aug., 10th and 19*^h Sept., 2nd and 6tb Oct. 
In Sicily in 1806 and 7. In the Peninsula under Sir John Moore in 1808-9, inchiding the action 
at Lugo and battle of Corunna. On the expedition to Walcheren in 1809. Went to Cadiz in 
April 1811, and was afterwards present at the capture of Seville, and on the retreat from Madrid 

* and Salamanca ; and remained with that army until June 1813. Served also the campaign of 
1815, and was wounded through the leg at the battle of Quatre Bras. 

5 Captain Holman {East Devon) served in the IViiinsula from Nov. 1811 attached to the Por- 
tuguese service, and was present with Lord Hiirs corps covering the siege of Badajoz, advance on 
Llerena, siege and storm of the three fortified convents of Salamanca, — led the storming party 

I to the gate of San Vincente at its capture ; battle of Salamanca,— slightly wounded by a musket 
shot in the leg ; siege of Burgos and storming the works and the White Church ; several skirmishes 
on the retreat from thence near Torrequemada, and blowing up the briilgc of Duenas ; battles of 
the Pyrenees on the 28th, 29th, and 30th July ; night attack and defeat of a French battalion on 
the heights of Urdax, action near Zugarrimuiidi, — severe contused wound; battles of the Nivelle 
and the Nive, action^ at Ustaritz and Villa Franque, battles of St. Pierre and Orthes, actlhns at 
Aire, ^Ic Blgorre, and Tarbes, and battle of Toulouse.

In 1813 and 14 he served in Holland, at the attack on Mcrxein and storming of Bergen- 
op-Zoom* At the battle of Waterloo the following year he was severely wounded through the body 
by a musket-ball. 

9 Captain Pearson (West Essex) served hi China (Medal) in the 49th— -at Chusan and Canton 
(severely wounded).

made ; at the taking of the Island of Ischia in 1809 ; tho campaign of 1814 in Holland, including 
the affair at Merxem and the bombardment of Antwerp.

12 Capt. Browne (East Norfolk) served throughout the war with China (Medal) as AdJ. of the 
49t^ Regt., and latterly as a Brigade Major, and was present at Canton, Amoy, Chusan, Chinhac, 
Ningpo, Segoan, Chapoo (wounded), Woosung, Chin Klang Foo, and Nankin. 

13 Captain Pardey (Salop) served in the Peninsula from Feb. 1813 to the end pf that war 
In 1814, and has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Toulouse. 

13t Colonel Bence served tho Peninsular campaigns of 1809, 10, and 11 in the 16th Light 
Dragoons, and has received the War Medal with two Clasps for the battles of Talavera (wounded^ 
flud Bttsaco. 

14 The Duke of Richmond (Sussex) joined the army in Portugal, on the 24tb July 1810, eipi Alde- 
de-Cnmp and Assistant Military Secretary to the Duke of Wellington, with whom he remained until 

vtbe^pseof the war in 1814, and was present In all the skirmishes, affairs, general aqtionB,afid 
sieges', which took place daring that period, amongst which were the battles of' ^asndO and 
Fuentes d’Onor, storming of Ciudad Rodrigo, storming of Badajoz, bkttles of Salamadca^ Vittoria, 
and the Pyrenees, the first storming of San Sebastian, action at Vera, and battle of Orthes.

1 Major Smith servod with the llifle Hrigadc during the Peninsular war from 1808 to its termina- 
tion in 1814, and was present at the actions of Calcavcllas, Royales, Constantino, Betanzos, B1 
Burgo, Corunna, Gallegos, Barquillo, anti the Coa — dangerously wounded ; siege and storm of 
Ciudad Rodrigo, siege and storm of Badajoz, battle of Salamanca, advance to and capture of 
Madrid, action of Sun Milan, battle of Vittoria, action at Rclialur, both attacks of Vera, battle of the 
Nivelle, action of Arcangucs, battle of Orthos, action of Thrbes, and battle of Toulouse. Served 
also the campaign of 1815, including the battle of Waterloo. He has received the War Medal with 
ten Clasps.

the forlorn hope, and was wounded in the head), battle of Salamanca, advance to and 
' ogpture of Madrid^ Subseclueiit retreat through Spain, affairs of San Munoz and San Milan, 
of Vittoria, and three .days* severe skirmishing in following the enemy to Pampehinij

1814, including the battle of the Nlve on theOtli, 10th, 1 Jth, 12rh and 13th Dec., passage of 
the Gave d'Olcron, battle of Ortlies, actions at Tarbes and Tournefeuille, and battle of 
Toulouse. Served afterwards in the American War, and was constantly engage<l near New 
Orleans from 23d Dec. 1814, to the 7th Jan. 1815, and was also present at the attack on 
New Orleans on the 8th Jan. — wounded in the head, lie has received the War Medal with 
three Clasps. 

11 Lieut. Hughes served in the Peninsula with the 57th from 1810 to the end of that war 
in.

‘ entered that fortress. When on board the Samuel and Jane transport with 300 soldiers, cap* 
tured a privateer which came alongside that vessel at night, when the fire of the troops annir 
hilated her crew. Lieut. Graham has received four severe wounds during these services. He 
haa received the War Medal with one Clasp for Badajoz. 

30 Lieut. Rutherford served in the Peninsula with the old 04th, was present at the 
defence of Cadiz in 1810, lines of Torres Vedras, pursuit of Massena, actions of Pombal, 
Rediuha, Condeixa, and Sabugal, battle of Fueiites d*Onor, second siege of Badajoz, battle 
of Yittoria, blockade of Pampeliina, battles of the Pyrenees, Pampehma, and the Nivelle, 
passage of the Gave d*01eron, battle of Orthes, action of Vic Bigorra, and battle of 
Toulouse.

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War Services of the Captains. 


.1 Captain Abbott seryed in Lord Bridport’s action with the French fleet on the 23d June 
1795. In the followii^ year he was at the redaction of the French, Dutch, and Spanirii Colonies 
in the West Indies. 1797 he was at the capture of Trinidad, and in 1799 at the reduction of 
Surinam. In 1801 he served under Lord Nelson at the battle of Copenhagen, and has received 
the Naval War Medal with one Clasp. In 1806 he commanded the IntrepiiVs Marines in the 
attack upon Capri, and he was afterwards present at the defence of Gacta. In 1809 he served 
at the reduction of Martinique and the Saiiites ; and in the following year he was wounded at 
^e attack upon Guadaloupe, and has received the Military War Modal with one Clasp. Subse- 
quently he was engaged in various minor affairs with batteries and gunboats off Tarifa in the 
Straits of Gibraltar. 


2 Captain J. H. Adair served with the GOth at the capture of Martinique and Les Saintes, in 
1809 s of Guadaloupe in 1810, and again in 1815. He has received the War Medal with two 
Clasps. 

3 Captain George Adams has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Maida. 

4 Captain Agnew served with the 8'ind during the Peninsular campaigns of 1808, 9, 12, and 
13, and was present at the capture of Oporto, battle of Talavera, and subsequent affairs ; also at 
the battle of Vittoria, where his leg was so severely fractured as to require three separate ampu- 
tations of the thigh. Ho has received the War Medal with two Clasps. 

5 Captain Alexander served in the Peninsula and South of France from 1812 to the end of 
that war in 1814, including the battles t>f Vittoria (woundetl), Maya X^ass, the Pyrenees (28th, 
29th, 30th, and 31st July 1813), Nivcllc, St. Palais, Nivc, Bayonne, Ortbes, Aire, Tarbes, and 
Toulouse. He has received the War Modal with six Clasps. 

6 Captain Andros served with the G5th <luriiig the campaigns of 1814 and 15 in Guzerat and 
Hatch, and was present at the capture of the Forts of tloosin. An jar Khuncoote, Dhingce, and 
Dwarka. Served also throughout the Mahratta campaigns of 181 G, 17, and 18, includiog the 
battle before and subsequent capture of Poonah, and the affair of Ashtee. 

7 Captain Anton has received the War Medal with two Clasps for Martinique and Guadaloupe. 

8 Captain Appleton served in the I'eninsula in 1809 and 10, and was present at the battle of 
Busaco, for which he has received the silver War ^lerlal with one Clasp. 

10 Captain John Armstrong (h.p. 88 F.) has received the War Medal with five Clasps for 
Busaco, Fuentes d*Oiior, Ciudad Kodrigo, Badujoz, and Salamanca. 

11 Captain Robert Armstrong served in tho Peninsula with the Gist, from July 1809 to Jan. 
1810, and again from Oct. 1811 to Feb. 1814, including the battle of Talavera, storming the 
forts and battle of Salamanca, siege of Burgos, and blockade of Pampcluiia. He has received 
the War Medal with two Clasps. 

12 Captain Bace crossed the desert in ICgypt with the Indian army under Sir David Baird in 
1801. He served also with the expedition to Italy under Sir* James Craig in 1805-G ; subse- 
quently in Sicily and Calabria ; and finally in the Peninsula, with the Duke of Wellington, and 
was present at the passage of the Huebru, blockade of Pampeluna, battles of Pyrenees (28th 
July to 2ad Aug.), Nivelle, Nive (9th to 13lh Dec.), blockade of Bayonne, battles of Orthes and 
Toulouse (horse shot under him), and various minor affairs. He has received the gold Me<lal 
for Toulouse, in which action he commandetl the 61st for several hours and to its close ; and 
the Silver War Medal with four Clasps for the Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, and Orthes. He subse- 
quently served seventeen years as Assistant Deputy Quarter Master General in Dublin. 

14 Captain Robert Baker has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Java. 

15 Obtain Baldwin bas received the War Medal with five Clasps for Busaco, Albnhera, 
Ciudad Rodrigo, Bjdajoz, and Salamanca. 

16 Captain Barrett has received tho War !Mcdal with two Clasps for Martinique and 
Guadaloupe. 

; ''17 Captain Bar well has received the War Medal with two Clasps for Vittoria and Toulouse. 

19 Captain Baynes served in the Peninsula, from Sept. 1812 to the end of tho war 
in 1814, mduding the battles of the Pyrenees (30th July), Nivelle and Toulouse, for which bo 
has received the War Medal with three Clasps. Served also the campaign of 1815, and was 
present at the battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo. 

20 Captain Valentine Beadon served off the coast of France from 1811 to 1814, and was pre- 
sient in various boat actions. In 1815 he was at the capture of Naples and Gaeta ; and in 1824 
aev^eW engaged with pirates in the West Indies. 

21 Cfaptain Beaufoy served with the Ist battalion 27th Regt. in Sicily in 1810 ; ^terwards on 
the eastern coast of Spain from 1812 to 1814, and was present at the battle of Castalla (contused), 
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takiog of Alcoy, battle of Villa Franca, and siege of Tarragona. After the conclusion of the . 
Peninsular War he embarked with the Army for N. America and was present at the battle of 
Flattsburg. In 1819 he embarked for the Fast Indies and served afterwards as enacting engineer 
at Sholapore. He served also in Canada during the rebellion. Served also in the American war. 
in 1814. 

22 The Hon. Captain Bernard has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Barrosa. 

23 Captain Berry served nearly five years with the army in Sicily, and was present at the 

taking of the islands of Ischia and Procidii. Served on board the Weazle briir. cuttin? out ffun- 
boats on the coast of Calabria in 1811. ^ 

24 Captain Beverhoudt served at the capture of Guadaloupe, in 181 5. 

25 Captain Birch served at the defence of Cadiz. 

26^Ca^taia Bishop has received the War Medal with three Clasps for Vittoria, Pyrenees, 

27 Captain Blscklin served with the 3rd battalion Royals at Quatre Bras 16th Juno, the re- 
treat on the 17th, at Waterloo on the 18th (at which last he was wounded), capture of Paris, 
and with the army of occupation in Franco in 1815 and 1816. Embarked to join the 2nd batta’ ’ 
lion in the East Indies, and served with the army in the Deccan the campaigns of 1817, 18, and 
19 ; the pursuit of the Nagpore Rajah ; battle of Nagpore, and other minor actions and skir- 
mishes. Served with Sir John Doveton’s force in pursuit of the Peishwa ; the siege of Asseer- 
ghur in 1819, and commanded the leading company at the assault. 

28 Captain Bland served in the Mahratta war with the Royals, and was present at the cap- 
tures of Nagpore and Asscerghur. Commanded two companies of the Royals ut the taking of 
the Hill Forts in Candeish. Received a contusion on the head from a matchlock ball at Nully- 
gfaaum, and was severely wounded in the leg at Asscerghur. 

29 Captain Blennerhasset served with the 73d in the campaign of 1815, and was present at 
the battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo. During tho Kandian insurrection in Ceylon in 1818 
and 19. Served with the 38th in Ava in 1825. 

31 Captain Boyea served in the American war with tho 85th, and was present in the action 
at Bladensburg, capture of Washington, actions at Baltimore and Now Orleans. 

32 Captain Brander served the campaign of 1815 with the 1st Dragoon Guards, and was 
present at the battle of Waterloo. 

33 Captain Brodie served with the Royals at the sh'ge of Toulon in 1793, and was severely 
wounded in the right leg. In 1 704 he served the campaign in (Corsica, and was present at the 
storming of tho Convention Redoubts and the capture of tho Martcllo Towers with the garrison 
of St Fioreozo, capitulation of Ba&tia, storming the IVlozcllo Forts, and before Caivi during a 
siege of 52 days. In 1799 he served in Holland, and was at the battle oii landing at the 
Helder, in the action of tho lOth Sept, and was severely wounded in the right thigh in tho action 
of the 2nd October. He served with Sir James Pulteney^s expedition at Ferrol, Vigo, and Cadiz. 
In 1801 he served the Egyptian campaign, including the action at th(* lauding, and those of the 
13th and 21st March, battle of RhaToanuh, capture of Bonaparte’s Dromedary Corps in the 
Desert, and capture of Cairo. In 1803 he served with the expedition ngainst St. Lucia, and 
landed at Anse de Clooc 21st June, when the outposts were driven in and the town of Castries 
taken; also at the storming of Muriie Fortunec, and at tho capitulation of Tobago. In 1809 he 
served in India with the Field. Force in tho Ceded districts; and in 1814 he joined tho Field 
Force under General Doveton. 

34 Captain Broughton served in the Peninsula with the Qth, and wa^ present at the battles 
of Vimicra and Salamanca, for whicli be has received the War Medal with two Clasps. 

35 Captain Thomas Brown served with the 79th at tho siege of Copenhagen, in 1807 ; and 
lubscquently in the Peninsula from Jan. 1810 to the end of that war in 1814, including the de- 
fence of Cadiz, battle of Busaco (slightly wounded), lines of Torres Vedras, pursuit of Massena, 
action of Foz d’Arouce, battles of Fuentes d’Onor and Salamanca, siege of Burgos, battles of 
the Pyrenees, Nivclle, Nive, and Toulouse.

36 Captain the Honourable T. Browno landed with the first expedition to Portugal on the 
3rd Aug. 1808, as a lieutenant in the 40tb, and served iluring the campaigns of 1808, 9, 19, 11, 
and 12, including the battles of Roleia and Vimiera, capture of Lisbon, battles of Talavera and 
Busaco, the retreat to the lines of Torres Vedras, action of Redinha, capture of Campo Mayor,, 
siege of Olivenca, first and third sieges ofBadajuz, siege of Ciudad Rodrigo ; and at the battle 
of Salamanca, capture of Madrid and subsequent retreat into Portugal, he commanded the light 
company of the 4Uth« He has received the War Medal with seven Clasps. 

37 Captain Bnrges served in tho Peninsula, France, and Flanders, and was severely wounded 
at Waterloo. He has received the War Medal with two Clasps for Nivelle and Nive. 

38 Captain Alexander Burke served in the American war with the 8tb, and was present ill 
the action at Plattsburg. 

39 Captain Burnett has received the War Medal with cne Clasp for Guadaloupe. 

40 Captain J. C. Burton served on the eastern coast of Spain ^m March 1813 to the end of' 
that war in 1814. 

41 Captain Joseph Burton served the Egyptian campaign of 1807> and he was anbseqiiefttiy 
at the taking of the heights of Genoa. 
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' 42 Captatn Theobald Butler served in the Peninsula and also the Waterloo oanmaign with 
the 8ind, ond has received the War Medal with seven Clasps for Boleia, Vimiera, Salamancat 
P;r^ene<*s, Nivello, Nive, and Orthes. 

43 Captain John Cameron served with the 79th during the campaign of 1808-0, including the 
battle of Coninnn, Expedition to AValcheren and siege of Flushing in 1 809. Subsequent^ in the 
Peninsula from Jan. 1810 to the end of that war in 1814, including the battles of Busaco, Fuentes 
d*Onor, Salamanca, Nivclle, Kive, and Toulouse. Ho has received the War Modal with eight 

. Clasps. 

44 Captain William Cameron has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Malda. 

46 Captain John Campbell (h. p. 20 F.) served at New Orleans with the 5th West India regt. 

47 Captain William Campbell served in the Peninsula with the 30th from August 1811 to 
June 1813, including the storming of Badajoz, battle of Salamanca, advance to Madrid, siege of 
Burgos, and ailair of Villa !Muricl on the retreat from Burgos. He has received the War 
Medal with two Clasps.

213 Captain Macartney served with the 9 th Lancers in the battle of Funniar on the 29th Ded. 
1843 (Medal). 

214 Captain John Macdonald served with tho 93rd daring the campaigns of 1811 and 12 against 
the Caffres on the frontier of the < 'ape of Good Hope. Also the campaign of 1814 in Louiajana, 
and battle before New Orleans on the 8th Jan. 1815, — severely wounded in the head and leg.

234 Captain Miller aerved with the 4Gth at the difinoo of Dominica from an attack of tho 
Frsnch in 1805; the capture of Martinique in 1809; and of Guaduloupc in 1810; and was present 
at the latter in the attack on the enemy’s post. Belle Air, heights of St. Louis, lie bus received 
the War Medal with two Clasps. 

235 Captain Minchin served with tho 38th at the rapture of tho Cape of Good Hope in 1806; 
at the storming and capture of Monto Video, 111 1807; tho campaign of 1808-1), including the 
battles of Roleia, Vimicra, and Corumia ; the Walcheren expedition; and subsequently in the 
Peninsula, including the battle of t:>alamanca, and retreat from Burgos. Ho has received the 
War Medal with four Clasps. 

23G Captain T. P. Mitchell served with the GOtli at the capture of Java in 1811, and has 
received the War Medal with one Clasp. 

237 Captain J. P. Mitford served on the Staff throughout tho w'ar in China (Medal), and was 
present at the operations before Canton, and at the investment of Nankin. 

238 Captain A. O. Molesworth served tho campaign of 1815, and was engaged at Cambrayi 
23rd and 24th June, and was present at tho capture of Paris. 

239 Captain Molloy served in tho Peninsula with the llille Brigade, and was present at the 
battles of Roleia, Vimieru, Salamanca, Vitturia, Pyrenees, Nivclle, Nive, and Toulouse, for 
which he has received the War Medal with eight C^a^p 3 . He served aLo tho campaign of 1815, 
and was severely wounded at Waterloo. 

240 Captain Montgomery served at the siege of Copcitbageii in 18o7 ; and subsequently in the 
Peninsula, including the storming of Badajoz, affairs previous to and battle of Salamanca, and 
retreat to Madrid. Ho has received the VVar Medal with two Clasps. 

241 Captain Moore (18 F.) served in the Peninsula with the 27th from 1808 to 1813, and was 
present at tho siege of Ciudad Rodrigo, and both sieges of BlJuJoz. Beverely wounded at the 
storming of Badajoz on the night of the Gth of April 1812. He has received the War Medal 
with one Clasp for Badajoz.

General, and was present at Chusan, the B(»guo Forts, opi rations before ('anton, at Amoy, 
Chusan, Ningpo— and sortie in defence, Chupoo, Woosung, Bhanghae, Chin Kiang Foo and 
Nankin. 

243 Captain Edward Morgan embarked with the 7th Fusiliers for Portugal, in March 1810, 
and was present at the battles of Talavera, Busaco, and Albulu'ra, wht:re ho was severely 
wounded in the knee, and disabled for nearly twelve months. In April 1813 he rejoined the 
regiment, in tho Peninsuhi, and w'as present at the battles of Vitioria, the I’yrenees, Nivello, 
Nive, Orthos, and Toulouse; after which ho accompanied tlie^^Fusiliers to America, and was 
present at the attack on New Orleans, in January 1815. He has recched the War Medal with 
seven Clasps. 

244 Captain Evan Morgan served in the Peninsula and France from October, 1813, to June, 
1814, including the passage of the Adour, and battle of Toulouse, fur which he has received the 
War Mtdal with ono Clasp. Ho served elso the campaign of 1814 in Canada, under Sir 
Qeorge Prevost. 

215 Captain Hugh Morgan served on tho expedition to Walcheren in 1800, and was present at 
the bombardment of Flushing; served alterwards in the Peninsula from 1812 to the end of the 
war in 1814, including the defence of Cadiz, battles of tho Pyrenees, siege of Ban Sebastian (se* 
verely wounded), and battle of Toulouse: be has received the War Medal with three Clasps. 

246 Captain Morle served in the Queen's in Sir John Moore’s retreat; at the siege of Flushing; 
and subsequently in tho Peninsula, including the battles of Vittoria, Pampeluna, Nivello, Nive, 
and Toulouse, besides several affairs of out-posts. Ho has received tho War Medal with four 
Clasps. 

247 Captain Samuel Morris served in the Peninsula with tho 28th, and was present at the 
battiea of Barrosa, Vittoria, Nivclle, Nive, Orthes, and Toulouse, for which he has received the 
Wair Medal with six Clasps. 

246 Captain Hender Mounstoven served at the attack of various posts, &c. on the Frontiers 
of Canada, and within the United States in 1813, 14, and 15. Served also with the 48th in the 
op< rations against the Rqjah of Coorg, in April 1834. ^ 

249 Captain T. W. B. Mounsteven was severely wounded at Waterloo. ' 

251 Captain A. A. Nelson served as Sub- Assistant Commissary- General Bombay Avtny* 
throughout the operations under Sir Wm. Nott in Candahar and in Affghanistau, during 1841 anj: 
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43 1 and as snoli under Sir Charles Napier at tlie battle of Hydersbad. He served as A{de-de» 
Camp to Sir Thomas Valient in the actions of Maharajpore, and had a horse shot under him. 
He has received a medal for Affghanistan, another for Scinde, and the Bronze Star fbr Maha-> 
raj pore. 

252 Captain Newhouse served in the Light Division of the Deccan Army in the Mediratta war of 
1817 and 18, as extra Aide-de-Camp to Sir Lionel Smith, and commanded a Rassela of the Poona 
Auxiliary Cavalry, and was wounded at the action of the 3 let Jan. 1818. Served also in two 
expeditions to Cutch, the first in 1819, under Sir William Kier Grant, in which he volunteered 
with the Grenadier Company of the 65th in the storming of the Hill Fort of Bhooj, which was 
taken by escalade: in the second in 1820 with Idle right wing of the 65th, with the force under 
Colonel the Honourable Lincoln Stanhope.

256 Captain Norman served with the 31st throughout the campaign of 1842 in Affghanistan, 
and was present in the actions of Maxceiio, Tezeen, and Jugdulluck, the occupation of Cabool, 
and in the different engagements leading to it, and has received the medal. He was present with 
the 40th at Maharajpore, and has received the Bronze star. 

257 Captain North served in Holland and France with the 44th from Nov. 1813 to Feb. 1816. 

258 Captain Charles O’Neill served in the Peninsula with the 83rd from 1809 to the end of that 
war in 1814, including the following actions and sieges: — Talavera, Busaco, Oporto, Pombal, 
Leira, Condeixa, Fleur-de-lis, Guards, Sabugol, Fuentes d’Onor, Badajoz (2ad siege), Ciudad 
Kodrigo, Badajoz (3rd siege, and severely wounded at the assault), Salamanca, Vittoria, Pyrenees, 
Nivelle, Nive, Sauveterre, Orthes, and Toulouse: he has received the War Medal with eleven 
Clasps. Served also during the Kandian war in Ceylon. 

259 Captain William O’Neill served as a volunteer with the 83rd from Ist Feb. 1812 to the 
12th of August following, when he was appointed to an ensigney in that regiment, present with 
it at the battle of Salamanca, capture of Madrid and the Betiro, retreat from Madrid and Sala- 
manca, battle of Vittoria, blockade of Pampeluna, battles of the Pyrenees (from 27th to 30th 
July), Nivelle, Nive, and Orthes, actions of Sauveterre, Vic Bigorre, and I’arbes, and battle of 
Toulouse, besides several affairs and skirmishes: he has received the AVar Medal with eight

1813 to Dec. 1815, including the action at Merxem, bombardment of Antwerp, attack on Bergen- 
op-Zoom, battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo, and three months on field service in India dimng 
the Pindaree war in 1618. , 
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267 CftptftiA Fatteason son^ in' the Feninaala with the 43rd, and wae present at Ciudad 
Fodrigo, Badajoz, Salamanca, Vittoria,' Pyrenees, and Toidouae, for which he has received the 
War Medal with six Clasps. 

268 Captain Peevor served with the 17th in the Nepaul campaigns of 1815 and 16, and the 
Mabratta and Piudaree war of 1817 and 18, including the battle of Jnbbulpore. 

269 Captain Pemberton served in the Peninsula from Feb. 1814 to the eod of that war. 

270 Captain B. F. Phillips served with the expedition to Walchereu in 1809; also the Penin- 
sular oampaigns of 1812 and 1:3, including the siege of the forts of Sslamanca, battles of Sala- 
manca, Vittoria, and the Pyrenees; siege of San Sebastian, and battle of Nividle.

319 Colonel Steiger served with AVatteville’s Rcgt. in Sicily; at the taking of Santa Maura; - 
near Messina on the landing of the enemy’s troops on the 18th Sept. 1810; and at the defence 
of Cadiz in 1811. In Deo. 1812 he was appointed a captain in the 23rd i’ortugucso llegt., and 
was present at the battle of Vittoria (as a brigade-major), the blockade of Pampeluna, the 
actions of Roncesvaliea and Suberi, battle of iho Pyrenees on the 28th July 181:1, — severely 
wounded in the head; battle of the Nivelle, the three days’ fighting iii front of Bayonne in Dec. 
181.3; and battles of Orthes and Toulouse. Appointed Lieut.- ('olonel in his native country in 
1822; and Colonel of the Swiss Confederation in 1828, — being the highest military rank in 
Switzerland, and corresponding with that of a general olficer in other services. He has received 
the War Medal with six Clasps. 

320 Captain H. W. Stephens served in the Peninsula with the OGth and was present at the 
battle of Talavera, for which he has received the AVar Medal with one Clasp. 

322 Captain John Steuart served the campaign of 1815 with the GOth, and was severely 
wounded at Quatre Bras. 

324 Captain Duncan Stewart served with the 42nd in the campaigns in the Peninsula, Franco, 
and Flanders, and was present at the battles of Salamanca, the Pyrenees (28th July to 2nd 
Aug.), Nivelle, Nive (9th to 13th Dec.), Orthes (shot through the loft hand), and Quatre Bras 
(severely wounded in the left thigh, the ball remaining lodged). He has received the War 
Modal with five Clasps. 

325 Captain James Stewart (b. p. Unattached) served in the Peninsula and has received the 
War Medal with three Clasps for Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, and Salamanca. 

326 Captain Still served in the Peninsula and has received the AVar Medal with two Clasps 
for Bosaco and Puentes d'Onor. 

328 Captain Andrew Sutherland served in the Peninsula with the 11th and was present at 
the battles of Busaco and Salamanca, for which ho has received the War Modal with two 
Clasps. 

329 Captain Tallan served with the 41st throughout the Burmese war, and was present at the 
capture of Raugoou, attack on XCemundine and on Paguda Point, capture of Syriam, the several 
engagements in front of Rangoon from the Ist to the 15th Due. 1824, capture of Tantabaio, 
siege of Denobiu from 25th of March until its capture on the 2nd April 1825, engagoments near 
Prome on the let, 2ad, and 5th Deo. following, capture of Meloom and of Pagabm Mew. Served 
also in Upper and Lower Scinde and in Belouchistan, in 1840 and 1841. 

330 Captain John Terry has received the War Medal with one Clasp for the battle of 
Toulouse. 

331 Captain Thatcher served in the Peninsula with the 48tb, from Aug. 1811 to the end of 
that war in 1814, including the action at Fuente Guinaldo, sieges of Ciudad Rodrigo and Bada* 
joz (wounded), battles of Salamanca (wounded), Vittoria, Pampeluna, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, 
Orthes, and Toulouse. Wounded at Vera. 

332 Captain James Thompson served in the Peninsula with the 36th and was present at tie 
battles of Roleia^ Vimiera, Salamanca, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, and Toulouse, for 
which he has received the War Medal with eight Clasps. 

333 Captain Tidy served the campaign against the Rajah of Ooorg in April 18.34, wilh the 
46th Begt. 

334 Capt. G. V. Tinling served in the Peninsula from Nov. 1813 to Uie e nd of that war in 1814. 

335 Captain Toole joined the 40th in the Peninsula early in Jan. 1810, and was present at 
the battle of Buiaoo, retreat to and occupation of the lines at Torres Vedras, pursuit of MasseaR, 
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action of Hedinha, capture of Campo Mayor, siege of Badajoz in May 1611 and repulse of the 
sortie from Fort San Christoval, siege and storming of Ciudad Bodrigo, siege and stormmg of 
Badajoz, in the breach of which fortress he was severely wounded. In October 1813 he rmoined 
the army at Vera, and was present at the battle of Nivelle, and in several minor affairs. Subse- 
quently he served nearly one year and a half with the Army of Occupation in France. He has 
received the War Medal with four Clasps. 

33C Captain Torriano served at Walcheren, and was present at the siege of Flushing. 

337 Captain Trafford served the campaign of 1815 with the 1st Royal Dragoons, and was 
slightly wounded at Waterloo. 

338 Capt. John Trotter served at Walcheren; also at Cadiz during the latter part of the siege. 

339 Captain Tucker served in the American war. 

340 Captain Tweedie was present in the batteries of the Faro, under Sir James Stewart. 
Served also the campaign of 1814 in the south of France, including the battle of Toulouse, for 
which he has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Barrosa. 

341 Captain Urquhart was at the reduction of the Fort of Munora in Scinde, in Feb. 1839. 
Debarked with a detachment of his Corps, under a brisk fire, at Bushier in the Persian Gulf, 
for the protection of the East India Comjiany's Political Resident. He was present at nearly 
all the affairs in China, from the capture of Chusan up to the attack on the heights above 
Canton, under Sir Hugh Gough. His name was also favourably mentioned in the Dispatches 
of Sir Gordon Bremer. 

342 Captain Ussher served the Nepaul campaigns of 1816 and 1817, with the 66th. 

343 Captain H. II. Vaughan served in the Peninsula with the 67th, from July 1810 to Jan. 
1812, including the battle of Barrosa and defence of Cadiz. Served afterwards in the East 
Indies, including the Mahratta campaigns of 1817 and 18; and sieges of Rhygur, Amulneer, and 
Asseerghur. ilo has received the War Modal with one Clasp for Barrosa. 

344 Captain Vetch has received the War Medal with two Clasps for Barrosa and Badajoz; 
and he served also at the defence of Cadiz. 

345 Captain Do Visme has received the War Medal with one Clasp for the battle of Fuentes 
d’Onor. 

346 Captain Walker (h. p. 7tbjWest India Regt.) served in the Peninsula with the 11th and 
was present at the battles of Busaco, Salamanca, Nlve, Orthes, and Toulouse, for which bo has 
received the War Medal with five Clasps. 

347 Captain Watkins served in tho Peninsula and was present at the battles of Busaco, 
Albuhera, Vittoria, P);rcnees, Nivclle, Nivc, Orthes, and Toulouse, for which ho has received 
the War Medal with eight Clasps. 

348 Captain Watson served in the American War with tho 4lBt and has received the War 
Medal with one Clasp for Fort Detroit. 

349 Captain John Wynne Webb accompanied the 79 th to Sweden with Sir John Moore; thence 
to Portugal, aud was with it on landing at Mondego Bay, during Sir John’s campaign, including 
the retreat to and battle of Corunna. Served afterwards at Walcheren, and during the siege of 
Flushing. Also at the defence of Cadiz and action of Smeti Petri, passage of the Cos, battle of 
Busaco, the Lines before Lisbon, actions of Zobral, Fo/. d’ Arouce, and Sabugal ; and battles of 
Fuentes d’Onor (severely wounded). Served in the 16th Portuguese Infantry at the successful 
siege of Badajoz, battle of Salamanca, and various minor affairs. In the attack of one of the 
Ariplles hills at the battle of Salamanca, his right thigh-bone was broken in two places by 
separate musket. shots, and he also received a severe contusion in the side from a third ball. He 
has received the War Medal with five Clasps. 

350 Captain Robert Webb served in H M. S. Superb at the battle off St. Domingo, 6th Feb. 
1806; at Copenhagen in 1807; at Walcheren in 1809. Wounded in an attack on an armed con- 
voy in the Adriatic, 22nd May 1812. 

3.51 Captain Vere Webb served with the Rifie Brigade during the compaigns of 1814 and 15 
in Holland, the Netherlands, and France, including both the actions at Merxem, bombardment 
of Antwerp, and battle of Waterloo, at which last he was slightly wounded. 

352 Captain James C. Webster served the campaign of 1815 with the 44tb, and was severely 
wounded at Quatre Bras. 

. , .353 Captain Wedderburn served in the campaign on the Sutlej in 1846, and was present at 
the battle of Sobraon (medal). 

354 Captain Wellings served in the Peninsula and has received the War Medal with two 
Clasps for St. Sebastian and Nive. 

355 Captain Wells served ui. Madeira, in 1807 and 8; at Walcheren in 1809; and the cam- 
paign of 1815, including tho battles of Quatre Bras and Waterloo. 

356 Captain Wetherall served in the Mahratta war in 1817, 18, and 19, with the 22nd Light 
Dragoons, and was engaged at Bodamy, Belgaum, Sholaporc, and Capaul Droog. 

357 Captam Wharton served with the 85th on the expedition to Walcheren, and at the siege 
and capture of Flashing in 1809; the campaigns of 1811 in Spain and Portugal, including the 
battle of Fuentes d’Onor and siege of Badajoz. Served with the 73rd during the campaigns of 
1813, 14, and 15, in Swedish Pomerania, Hanover, and the Netherlands, including the battles of 

^ Quatre Bras, and Waterloo, at which last he was severely wounded through both 

by a musket-ball* He has received tho War Medal with one Clasp for Fuentes d’Onor* 
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350 Captain Whitlo aneompanied Sir David Baird to Corunna in 1800, and was present in tbe 
•ubBequent retreat* In 1809 ho was at the capture of Flushing; and in 1817 and 18 he feSTved ', 
in the Mahratta campaigns under the Marquis of Hastings. 

359 Captain Whitley served in the Peninsula with the 0th and was present at the battles of 
Boleia, Vimiera, Corunna, Busaco, and Salamanca, for which he has received the War Medal 
with five Clasps. 

360 Captain Wightman served in the Peninsula with the 48th and was present at the battle 
of Albuhera, for which he has received the War Medal with one Clasp. 

361 Captain James Williams served in the Peninsula with the 11th and was present at the 
battles of Busaco and Salamanca, for which he has received the War Medal with two Clasps. 

362 Captain R. S* Williams has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Sahagun and 
Benevente. 

363 Captain Willson served as Adjutant to the Royal Marines of the Mediterranean fleet ; in 
that capacity with the 1st battalion in tbe operations on the coast of Syria ; at the attack and 
capture of Sidon; and on board the Princess Charlotte at the battle of St. Jean d*Acre. Served 
four years in the Royal Kavy prior to his appointment as 2nd lieutenant. 

364 Captain Windham was present at the battle of Toulouse, for which he has received the 
War Medal with one Clasp. 

365 Capt. James Wood served from 1812 to 1815 at the Texel, Flushing, Cherbourg, Basque 
Roads, north coast of Spain, and San Sebastian. During the war he served also in the West 
Indies, St. Helena, and Madeira. 

366 Capt. Wm. Wood served in H. M. S. Niger ^ at the capture of the French frigate La Ceres, 

367 Capt. Woodhouse served in the Peninsulain the 83rd from Jan. 1809 to Dec. 1811, and was 
present at the batUes of Tala vers, Busaco, and Fuontes d’Onor, and at the siege of Budajoz in 
1811 : he has received the War Medal with four Clasps. 

368 Captain Woods served with the Buffs in the Peninsula in 1808, 0, 10, and 11, and was 
present at the passage of the Douro and capture of Oporto, battles of 'rahivera and Busaco, lines 
at Torres Vedras, action at Campo Mayor, and battle of Albuhera, where he was severely 
wounded, having lost his right leg. He has received the War Medal with two Clasps for Tala- 
vera and Albuhera. 

369 Captain Woolcombe served in the Peninsula from the commencement of 1809 to the end 
of that war in 1814, including the battles of Fuentes dDnor (slightly wounded) and Castalla, 
and the siege of Tarragona. He has received the War Medal with one (^Jasp for Fuentes d’Onor. 

370 Captain Wrixon served in Spain from April 1812 to tho end of the campaign, including 
the first siege of Tarragona, retreat therefrom, actions before Alcoy, battle of Castalla, second 
siege of Tarragona, action at Ordal, investment of Barcelona, besides various other afiairs. 
Served also at the siege and capture of Genoa, and with the expedition to Nnplos. 

371 Captain Yonge served with the C^ucen’s Royals throughout Lord Keane’s campaign in 
Affghaniston and Beloochistan, and was severely wounded at tho storming of Ghuznee (Medal) • 
He served also tho campaign in tho Southern Mahratta country in 1844 ^including the storm of ' 
the fortress of Punella), and that in the Concan in 1845.

1 Captain Bell served at the capture of the Isle of France in 181 0 . Also at the taking of the 
following Forts in the Concan, East Indies, viz., Seedghur, Bugwuntghur, Byghur, in 1818 ; 
Netvteb and Rfcree, in 1819 ; at the first and last places led the storming parties, as also at the 
taking of a stockade commanding a ford near Bugwuntghur. 

f 2 Paymaster Bowden served in the Peninsula with the Queen’s Royals : in 1808 he went 
with Sir Arthur WeUesley’s Expedition to Portugal and was presejit at the battle of Vimiera t 
afterwards with Sir John Moore during the campaign and. retreat to Corunna in 1808-9* 
Subsequently he accompanied his Regt. to Walcheren and was present at the siege and capture 
of FlnshiM. Embarked again with nis Regt. for Lisbon in Jan. 1811, and was present at the 
battle' of i^entes d’Onor, covering the siege of Badajoz, siege of the Forts and battle of Sale* 
manoa, and siege of Burgos. He has received the War Medal with three Clasps for Vimiera^ 
Corunna, and Salamanca. 

3 Paymaster Boyle served in the Peninsula from May 1809 to the end of that war in 1614, 
inotuding the battle of Busaco, retreat to Torres Vedras, pursuit of Massena, actions of Foa 
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d*Arouce and Campo Mayor, siege and capture of Olirenc^a, assault and capture of Badaios^ 
capture of Madrid and the Betiro, battles of Vittoria and the Pyrenees. Slightly wounded in 
the ear at Fort St. Cbristoval, lOth May 1813, and again in the face in the Pyrenees, 28th 
July 1813. He has received the War Modal with six Clasps. 

4 Captain Bum served the campaign in the Eastern Islands, and was at the taking of Macassar 
in 1814. Served the Mahratta campaign of 1817 and 18, and was severely wounded at Bhurt- 
pore in 1826. 

5 Paymaster Burnet accompanied the 16th Light Dragoons to Flanders in 1793, luid 
returned home with them in 1795. Proceeded with the regiment to the Peninsula, in the spring 
of 1809, and remained with them until August 1810. Ho has received the War Medal with one 
Clasp for Talavera. 

6 Captain Call served with the 24th Light Dragoons at Agra, Deig, Bhurtpore, Allyghur, 
Delhi, Laswarrie, Putteghnr, and also in several skirmishes in Lord Lake’s campaigns of 1803, 
4, 5, and 6. He served afterwards in the Peninsula on the staff of Major-General MacKinnon, 
and was present at the storming of Ciuda<l Kodrigo, for which he has received the War Medal 
with one Clasp. He served also throughout the China war with the 18th, including the first 
capture of Chusan, Chinhae, Niiigpo, ('hapoo, Woosung, and Chin Kiang Foo. 

7 Paymaster Cowper served on the expedition to Stralsund and Copenhagen in 1807 ; to 
Sweden with Sir John Moore, in 1 808 ; thence the same year to Portugal, where he served 
until July 1811 ; thence to Malta, Sicily, and Genoa, until the peace. He has received the War 
Medal with two (Clasps for Talavera and Puentes d’Onor ; also the war medal bestowed 
by the King of Hanover to every officer, non-commissioned officer, and soldier of the German 
Legion, in commemoration of the services of the corps. 

8 Paymaster Crawford served the Waterloo campaign with the 2nd Dragoons. 

10 Paymaster Davies served in the Peninsula from Sept 1811 to the end of that war in 1814, 
including the capture of Fort Picurina and Badajoz, battles of Salamanca, Vittoria, Pyrenees, 
Nivelle, Tarbes, Orthes, and Toulouse. Ho has received the War Medal with seven Clasps. 

11 Paymaster Dean (h. p. 25 Foot) served in the Peninsula from April 1809 to the end of that 
war in 1814, and has received the War Medal with two Clasps for Busaco and Badsjoz. Ho 
served also the campaign of 1815, including the battle of Waterloo. 

12 Paymaster Deane (h.p. 18 Dragoons) served on the expedition to the Holder in 1799 as a 
Cornet in the 18th Dragoons, and was present at the battles of the 10th and 19th September, 
and 2nd and 6th October. I'aymaster 18th Hussars with Sir John Moore's Expeaition to 
Madrid and retreat to Corunna ; and again in the Peninsula in 1813 to the end or that war, 
including the Battles of Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, and Toulouse, and passage of 
the Bidassoa and of the Adour.

15 Paymaster Gordon served in the Peninsula with the 92nd and has received the War Medal 
with seven Clasps for Corunna, Fuentes d'Onor, Vittoria, Pyrenees, Nive, Orthes, and Tonlouse. 
He served also the Waterloo campaign. 

16 Paymaster Grimes served the campaigns of 1813, 14, and 15 in Lower Canada, under Sir 
George Prevost. He served also in the Burmese War with the 36th Begt. 

18 Paymaster Halpin served in the Peninsula, and has received the War Medal with four 
Clasps for Salamanca, Vittoria, Orthes, and Toulouse. 

19 Paymaster Hilliard served in the Peninsula from June 1809 to the end of that war in 
1814, including the battle of Busaco, acion of Campo Mayor, first siege of Badajoz, battle of 
Albuhera, affairs at Arroyo de Molino and Almaraz. Served also the campaign, of 1815, in- 
cluding the battles of Quatro Bras and Waterloo, at which latter he was severely wounded. He 
has received the War Medal with two Clasps. 

20 Captain Holden served at the siege of Scylla Castle, in Calabria, in 1810 ; embarked on 
board the Spartan frigate in 1812, forming a part of an expedition against Gallipoli at the 
entrance of the Adriatic, where he was employed in the gun-boats ; on coasting back to Messina, 
he assisted to destroy several towers and forts, and to take many boats l^m with stores and 
provisions.

22 Captain Hunter served in the 98th with the Expedition to the North of CMna in 1842

27 Paymaster Maclaurin served in the Peninsula during the campaign of 1813, and that in 
Holland in 1814 : subsequently at Waterloo, and with the army of occupation, as Deputy 
Assistant Commissary General. He has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Nivelle. 

28 Captain Nicholson served in the Peninsula from April 1809 to the end of the war, including 

the battles of Talavera, Busaco, and Salamanca (severely wounded), for which he has received 
the War Medal with three Clasps. v 

29 Paymaster O’Meara served in Senegal, west coast of Africa, as a Lieut, under CoL Brere- 
ton; in Sierra Leone under Governor McCarthy; in Caffraria, in the campaigns of 1819 and 
20, under the present Sir Thomas WlUshire ; in the Birman Empire under Sir Archibald 
Campbell ; and in India with the 45tb regiment. 

30 Captain Pardey served in the Peninsula from Feb. 1813 to the end of that war in 1814, 
and has received the War Medal with one Clasp for Toulouse. 

31 Paymaster Prior served the campaign of 1817 in the East Indies against the Pindarrees. 

32 Paymaster liobinson served the Waterloo campaign with the 69tli Foot. 

33 Paymaster Rodgers served in the Peninsula from May 1813 to the end of that war in 
1814, including the siege of Tarragona. Served afterwards in the East Indies, and was present 
at Amulnier, Malligaum, and Asseerghur. 

34 Paymaster Strong served with the 2Gth on the China expedition, and was present at the 
first taking of Chusan. 

35 Paymaster Wainwright served with- the Queen’s Royals on board the Bussell 74, in Lord 
Howe’s- actions of the 28th and 29th May, and 1st June 1794 : the Bussell took possession of 
the ImpetueuXf one of the seven French line-of-battlo ships taken. Engaged with the French 
brigands at Yaughlin, Martinique, in 1795 ; at the capture of Trinidad, in 1797 ; in the Irish 
rebellion, in 1 798, including the action at Fowk’s Mill, liberation of Lord Kingsborough and 
other Protestants at Wexford, and taking of the French at Ballinamuck. Embarked for the 
Holder in 1799, and was present at the first landing on the 27th Aug. and battles of the 19th 
Sept, 2nd and 6th Oct and retreat from Egmont-op-Zee. Served also the Egyptian campaign 
of 1801, including the action at the landing, siege and capture of Fort Aboukir, battle of 
Alexandria, reduction of Rosetta and Fort St Julian, action at Rahmania, surrender of Cairo 
and Alexandria. Slightly wounded in Lord Howe’s action, and again at the Helder. Medal 
for services in Egypt

War Services of the Medical Officers, 

Inspectors- General. 

1 Dr. Bone*g services: — Expedition to South America in 1807; campaign of 1808 and 9, in* 
eluding the battles of Roleia, Yimiera, and Corunna, — for which he has received the War Medal 
with three Clasps ; expedition to Walcheren ; Peninsula from May 1812 to the end of the war. 

2 Mr. Draper served in Sicily in 1806 ; in Egypt in 1807 ; tho Corunna campaign ; in 
Portugal in 1811; in Holland in 1814, He baa received the War Medal with two Clasps for 
Maida and Corunna. 

3 Sir James Eellowes served in the Peninsula and has received the War Medal with one Clasp 
for Barrosa. 

4 Dr. Gillkrcst was present with the expedition in the West Indies in 1801 under Sir Thomas 
Trigge, including the capture of the islands of SU Martin, St. John, St. Bartholomew, St. 
Thomas, and Santa Cruz. Served as Surgeon of a regiment in the Light Division throughout 
the war in the Peninsula, including the battle of Yimiera ; retreat to, and battle of Corunna; 
retreat from Burgos, actions of the Coa (near Almeida), Busaco, Sabugal, Puentes d’Onor, 
Salamanca, Vittorio, the Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nivc, and Toulouse; and the sieges of Ciudad 
Rodrigo and San Sebastian, at which latter be accompanied the storming party. Served also at 
New Orleans in 1815. lie has received the War Medal with twelve Clasps. 

5 Sir James Grant served as Hosp'ltal- Assistant in tho campaign of 1793 with the army 
under the Duke of York. In 1795 he was senior Staff Surgeon to the expedition for the cap- 
ture of the Cape of Good Hope. In 1809 he served throughout tho Walcheren ^mpaign, in 
which he was appointed Inspector to the Forces in the Field, having the charge at the bombard- 
ment of Flushing, and in South Beveland. He served tho campaigns of 1813 and 14 in Holland 
and Belgium as chief of the department. In 1815 ho served the campaign of Waterloo as chief 
of the medical department of the Duke of Wellington’s army ; and he continued as medical 
chief of that army during the three years’ occupation of France. 

6 Mr. John Gunning served in Holland and Flanders in 1793, 94, and 95. Embarked with 
the Peninsular Army in 1808 as Surgeon to the Commander-in- Chief and Staff Surgeon, and 
was afterwards made Deputy Inspector and Surgeon-in-ChicF, and served until the clo^e of that 
war in 1814 : be has received the War Medal with eleven Clasps for Rqleia, Yimiera, Talavera, 
Busaco, 'Fuentes d’On t, Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, Salamanca, Yittoria, Sc. Sebastian, and 
Ortbes. He was also at Waterloo as Surgeon-in-Chief of the Army, and was honored with the 
Order of the Netherlands Lion by the King of Holland, for bis attendance upon the then Prince 
of Orange who was wounded on the Field of Battle. 

8 Doctor Hume served in Egypt in 1801. Also in the Peninsular war and has received the 
War Medal with nine Clasps for Corunna, Barrosa, Salamanca, Yittoria, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, 
Orthes, and Toulouse.

On the 7th October, 1813, a General Order, of which the following is an abstract, was 
issued by the Commander-in-Chief : — 

Whereas considerable inconvenience has arisen from the number of Medals which have 
been issued in commemoration of the brilliant and distinguished events in which the success 
of His MajAty’s arms has received the Royal approbation, the Prince Regent has been pleased 
to command that the following Regulations shall be adopted in the grant and circulation of 
such marks of distinction : viz. — 

1st. That one Medal only shall be borne by each Officer recommended for such dis« 
tinction. 

2nd. That for the second and third events, which may be subsequently commemorated in 
like manner, each individual recommended to bear the distinction shall carry a gold. Clasp 
attached to the ribbon to which the Medal is suspended, and inscribed with the name of the 
Battle or Siege to which it relates. 

3rd. That upon a claim being admitted to a fourth mark of distinction, a Cross shall be 
borne by each officer, with the names of the four Battles or Sieges respectively inscribed 
thereupon ; and to be worn in substitution of the distinctions previously granted to such 
indivittuali. 
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4th. Unon eaA oceaafoti^ of similar natuiSr that may occur subsequently to the grUftt of 
a CrobS, the Clasp shall- again issued to those who have a claim to the additional disiinctioii» 
tQ be borne on the ribbon to which the Cross is suspended* ta the same manner as described 
in 'No. 2 of these Regulations. 

His Royal TIighness was further pleased to command that the dUtrihution of Medals or 
Bailges for Military services of distin^ished merit shall be regulated ns follows : viz..-— 

Ist. That no Generator other Officer shall be coUfideted entitled to receive them, unless 
he has been personally and particularly engaged upon those occasions of gieat impoitance 
and peculiar brilliancy, in commemoration of which suc-h maiks of distinction are to be 
bestowed. 

2iid. That no Officer shall be considered a candidate for the IMedal, or Badge, except 
upon the special selection and report of the Commander of the Iforres upon the spob as 
having merited the distinction by conspicuous services. 

3r(i. That the Commander of the Foices shall tinnsroit to the Commaiulc‘r<in-Cliter, 
Rotui ns. signed by himself, specifying the names and ranks of those OlHceis whom ho shall 
have selected as particularly dcseiving. 

4ih. The Connnnnder of the Forces in making the selection vrill restrict his choice to the 
under-mentioned rLinks: viz.— < 

General Officers. 

Conirnarjding Officers of Brigades. 

Commanding Officers of Artillery, or Engineeis. 

Adjutant-General, and Quarter- j\ras!cr-GencraI. 

Deputies of ditto, and ditto, having the rank of Field Officers, 

Assistatits, Adjutant and Qnartcr-Mastor-Genorrih, liiivitig the rank of Field- 
Officeis, and being at tho head of the Stall, with a detuedu'd (^orjvj, or distiiirt 
division of the Army. 

Mditiiry Secretary, having the rank of Field Officer. 

Commanding Officers of Battalions, or Coi ps ecjuivalent thereto; and Officers who 
may have succeeded to the actual command duiing liu* engageineiU, 111 consequence 
of the death or removal of tlie original Commamluig Oihcor. 

The Crosses, iVIedals, and (Clasps, are to be w'orn by iho Cieneinl OlFe'ers, su'^pended by a 
Ribbon of tlie cohnir of the sash, with a blue edge, rouml tlie neck ; aiul l»v the C'ommanchng 
Officers of Battalions, or Coips equivalent thereto; and Officers \v)io may have succeeded to 
the actual command duiing the engagement; the Cliicfs of Miliiaiy Dejiiittments, and their 
Deputies and Assistants (having tiie rank of Field Officer*) ; and sik Ii other Officers as may 
be sj'fjcially recommended, attached by a Ribbon of the same description to the button-hole of 
their uniform. 

Those Badges wliich would have been conferred upon the Officers who have fallen at or died 
since the Battles and Sioges, simll, as n token of respect for their iiiemoiies, be transmitted to 
their respective families.

ABBOTT, Captain CHRISTOPTIER, 
Half Pay Royal Marines : — 2nd TJeutenaiit 
ll March 1795 ; 1st lAeutenaut 27 January 
1796 ; Captain 18 July 1805 ; retired ou 
half pay 26 Aug. 1814. 

Captain Abbott's services commenced in 
Lord Bridport'a action with the French fleet 
on the 23 June 1795, when three of the ene- 
my's linc-of-battle sliips were captured and 
brought to England, subsequently doing good 
service in the British Navy. In 1796 he was 
with Sir Ralph Abcrcromby's expedition for 
the reduction of the French, Butch, and 
Spanish Colonies in the West Indies : he 
served on shore at the capture of Beracrara, 
Berbice, and Kssequibo, and was entrusted 
with the escort of several hundred prisoners 
in small craft, to the ships at a distance in 
the ofling. In 1797 he was at the attack 
and capture of the Island of Trinidad, under 
Sir Ralph Ahercromby and Sir Henry Har- 
vey, when four Spanish sail of the line were 
taken or destroyed. In 1798 he was em- 
ployed with a small force of Yagers under 
Major Mosheim of the 60th, sent by Governor 
Picton, to chastise some towns on the Span- 
ish Main which had offered insult to the 
British Flag — these were destroyed, and the 
Governor brought away prisoner. In 1799 
he was at the reduction of the Colony of 
Surinam under Lord Hugh Seymour and 
Lt.-General Trigge. In 1801, while in gar- 
rison at Portsmouth— with four tours of 
foreign service on the roster — he volunteered 
in the Fleet then proceeding to the Baltic, in 
consequence of the Triple Naval Alliance of 
Russia, Denmark, and Sweden ; which, after 
forcing the Cronborg and Elsineur Castles of 
the Sound — until then considered imprac- 
ticable — effected the destruction of the Danish 
line of ships and batteries before Copenhagen : 
in this action Captain Abbott was in the ship 
next a-head of Lord Nelson ; and he pro- 
ceeded under his Lordship, with the ships 


which were the least disabled, in pursuit of 
the Swedish and Russian Fleets — the former 
of which retired into C'arlscrona; and, on 
seeking tlic latter at Revel, they were met by 
the Russiiin Minister who signed the prelimi- 
naries of a treaty which tcnuiiiuted this for- 
midable coalition against the interests of 
Great Britain. 

In 1802 and the year following he served 
in the West Indies in the Squadron of Ob- 
servation, watehing the )>rocecdings of the 
French ]<2xpeditiun to St. Domingo. His 
next service was the night attack upon Capri 
in the Bay of Naples, 11 May 1806, when 
the French garrison was attacked by a party 
of marines and seamen commanded by Cap- 
tain Richard Bunce, landed from the squadron 
under Sir Sidney Smith : Captain Chervet of 
the 101st French Regt., Commandant of 
Capri, fell that night by the hand of Captain 
Stannus, who oomnianded the Athenian's" 
Marines : Captain Abbott commanded the 
** Intrepid's" Marines, and forced back a 
Captain’s piquet of French Light Infantry 
which opposed his landing, lie was after- 
wards present during pait of the Siege of 
Gacta, by Massena, wdicn defended by the 
Prince of Hesse Philipsthal, and was in the 
Breach Battery— His Serene Highness’s post 
— when forty mortars and about seventy 
heavy guns were playing upon that place. 
In 1807 he was -with tho, Jorce, under Sir 
Samuel Hood and General Beresfurd, which 
took possession of Madeira, when the French 
Army seized upon Portugal ; after which he 
went again to the West Indies, and in 1809 
assisted at the reduction of Martinique ( for 
which he has received the War Medal, with 
one Clasp) and the Saintes. He was wounded 
the following year at the attack on Guada- 
loupe, during which operation, the battalion 
of Royal Marines placed under bis command 
by Sir Alexander Cochrane, entered the town 
of Basseterre under the Guns of Fort Riche -

This work will also embrace the career of distinguished Officers of every rank, iwluding those rdired 
and deceased since the last War, where their Services can be saiisfadorily ascertained in such 
cases only, Jl is particularly requested that communications may not now he delayed^ 
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panse for the pun|Oae of holding in check the 
Garrison of that Fortress, upon the Glacis of 
which they subsequently laid down their arms 
to the Marines and a detachment of the York 
Light Infantry. Captain Abbott served also 
in various minor skirmishes with Batteries 
and Gunboats of Tarifa in the Straits of 
Gibraltar and on the Coast of Calabria, 
while rendering assistance to Fra Diavolo 
and other Chiefs of the Calabrese Guerillas 
against their invaders ; and he has had the 
satisfaction of receiving, inclusive with his 
brethren of both services, the thanks of his 
Country seven- times, as voted by both 
Houses of Parliament, for services in each 
quarter of the Globe. 

ABBOrr, Major THOMAS, 3rd West 
India Regt. : — Ensign 1st West India Regt. 
13 Aug. 1812; Lt. 7 April 1814; retired 
on half pay 25 Jan. 1818 ; appointed to the 
RoVal Newfoundland Veteran Companies, 
2 Sept. 1824 ; removed to the 86th Reg^. 
9 April 1825 ; promoted to a Company in 
the Royal African Corps ( now the 3rd West 
India Regt.) 18 Aug. 1836; Brevet-Major 
9 Nov. 1846 ; Regimental Major 2 July 
1847 — his commissions were all obtained 
without purchase. 

Major Abbott served with the expedition 
against New Orleans in 1814-15. Relative 
to service in Western Africa, the Governor 
of Sierra Leone in a public despatch to Lord 
Glenclg, the Secretary for the Colonies, 
dated 19th May 1838, writes, “ Permit me 
to bring to your Ijordship's notice in the 
most favourable manner, the services of Cap- 
tain Abbott of the Royal African Corps, 
who, on the two last occasions of my going 
into the interior, volunteered his services, 
and rendered me on all occasions the most 
zealous and efficient co-operation and advice, 
for which I feel greatly indebted, as I ever 
found him a most gallant, judicious, and 
good officer.” 

ABBRCROMBY, Colonel (he Honourable 
ALEXANDER, (7.B., late of the Coldstream 
Guards, is the seventh and youngest child of 
the late gallant General Sir Ralph Aber- 
cromby, and was bom theM March 1784 ; 
appointed to a Cornetcy in the 2nd Dra- 
goons, 16 Aug. 1799 ; Lieut. 52iid Foot, 
19 March 1890 ; Captain 231x1 Fusiliers, 21 
May 1801 ; Major 100th Regt., 17 July 

1806 ; exchanged to the Slst Regt., 1 Jan. 

1807 i promoted to be an Inspecting Field 
Officer of Militia in Canada, with the rank 
and pay of Lieutenant- Colonel in the Army, 
28 Jan. 1808 ; exchanged to the 28th Regt. 
8 Deo. 1808 ; Colonel in the Army, 4 June 
1814 ; removed to a Company In the Cold- 
stream Guards, 25 July 1814; retired on 
half pay, 25 Oct. 1821 ; sold out (retaining 
his rank in the Army, without pay or pro- 
gressive promotion), 7 Feb. 1822 : his com- 
missions were all obtained without purchase. 


Colonel Ahercromby served the campaign 
of 1799 in Holland, as a volunteer with the 
92nd Highlanders : the year following he 
accompanied the 52nd on the expedition to 
Ferrol. In 1806 and 7 he served in Sicily 
as Aide-de-Camp to Sir John Moore, and 
as Major in the 81st Regt. For a few 
months in 1808 he was employed in Canada 
as an Inspecting Field Officer of Militia. 
He served in Portugal in command of the 
2nd Battalion 28th Regt., in 1809, with the 
army under the Duke of Wellin^on, and 
was afterwards present at the battle of Busaco 
and in the lines before Lisbon. At the 
battle of Albuhera he commanded a Brigade 
of the English Army in the 2nd Division. 
Marshal Beresford, in his official notification 
of this sanguinary engagement, states the 
conduct of the second Brigade, under the 
command of the Honourable Lieut.-Colonel 
Abercromby, to have been ” most conspicu- 
ously gallant;” and honourable mention is 
again made of the Lieut.-Colonel in a sub- 
sequent part of the same despatch. He 
commanded the 28th Regt. in the action at 
Arroyo de Molino, and his name is included 
with those mentioned by Lord Hill as having 
merited his ” warmest approbation.” Fol- 
lowing the Enemy's Rear-guard, with a de- 
tachment of Cavalry and the 28th Regt. 
under his command, he charged and com- 
pletely routed a body of French Cavalry, on 
the 3rd January 1812, near Fuentes del 
Maestro, in Spanish Estramadura, inflicting 
a loss of two officers, and thirty men in 
prisoners, besides several killed — ^his own 
casualties being, one rank and file killed, 
two seijeants and seventeen rank and file 
wounded. At Lord HilPs brilliant exploit 
at Almaroz, the 28th Regt., under Colonel 
Abercromby's command, served with the left 
column under Lt. -General Chowne, at the 
false attack on the castle of Mirabete. On 
the 4th Feb. 18)3 he was appointed on 
Assistant Quarter- Master- Genervd, and waa 
present with the corps commanded by Lord 
Hill at the battles of Vittoria and the Pyre- 
nees: at the battle of Orthes he served 
with the seventh Division, and entered Bour- 
deaux with it. In October 1814 he joined 
■ the 2iid Battalion of the Coldstream Guards, 
then serving in Belgium ; but on Napoleon 
landing from Elba, and the consequent re- 
commencement of hostilities with France, he 
was again appointed an Assistant Quarter- 
Master-General, and served with the First 
Corps of the British Army under the Prince 
of Orange, at the battles of Quatre Bras and 
Waterloo, at which last he was Rightly 
wounded ; he was also present at the cap- 
ture of Peronne by assault ; and he entered 
Paris with the army of the Duke of Welling- 
ton, in July 1815. 

For the kittles of Albuhera, Vittoria, the 
Pyrenees, and Orthes, he has received a 
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cross; and on the 4th June 1815 he was 
nominated a Companion of the Ba&: the 
Foreign Orders of — Kniglit of the Towei^ 
and Swordi of Portugal ; Knight of Maria 
Theresa, of Austria ; and the Fourth Class 
of St. George, of Russia, have also been 
conferred on him. 

A' COURT, Mq;or. Genera/ CHARLES 
A$HE, C»B.t K.H.t who is the seventh and 
youngest child of the late Sir William Pierce 
Ashe h Court, Baronet, and brother to Lord 
Heytesbury, was born the 20 June 1785 ; and 
having purchased in the 31st Ilegt. — an En- 
signey, on the 1 7 Dec. 1801 ; a Lieutenancy, 
2 Sept. 1802 ; and a Company, 25 July 
1804 ; was promoted to a Majority in the 
let Greek Light Infantry, without purchase, 
2C Feb. 1811 ; appointed Deputy Adjutant- 
General to the forces serving in Sicily, with 
the rank of Lieut.-Colonel in the Army, 1 9 
May 1813; Adjutant-General to the same, 
14 April 1814 ; placed on half pay by the 
reduction of the 1st Greek Light Infantry 
at the General Peace, 25 March 1816 ; Colo- 
nel in the Army, 22 July 1830; Major- 
General. 23 Nov. 1841 ; Colonel of the 41st 
Foot, 5 Feb. 1848. 

In 1806, Major-General a Court was de- 
t 'ched on a separate command to the Adriatic 
on apecial service ; and in the same year he 
assisted at the siege of Scylla. In 1807 he 
served in Egypt, and assisted at the capture 
of Alexandria, and served in the action near 
Rosetta in the advance-guard under Colonel 
McLeod, which was almost entirely destroyed 
or captured. He was present at the siege 
and capture of Santa Maura whilst in charge 
of the Guarter-Master-General’s department 
in 1808 ; and was also at the siege of Capri 
in the same year. He was Aide-de-Camp to 
the Adjutant-General when Uie enemy landed 
in Sicily in 1809, and commanded the advance 
guard to which nearly a thousand prisoners 
surrendered, having personally captured the 
enemy’s standard, — for which service be was 
publicly thanked in the general orders of 
the army — the King of Sicily conferred 
upon him the Commander’s Cross of St. 
Feidinand and Merit —and the Prince Regent 
was subsequently pleased to bestow upon 
him the Guelphic Cross. In 1811 and 1812 
he served in Sicily end Spain as Military 
Secretary to Ix>rd William fientinck, and in 
charge of the Quarter-Master-Genend’s de- 
partment at head - quarters. From 1813 
until 1816 he served in Spain, Sicily, and in 
the North of Italy, as deputy and afterwards 
as Adjutant-General. In 1813 he was pre- 
sent at the siege of Tarragona, in the action 
at Villa Franca, and on the retreat from 
thence, during which he had charge of the 
two departments of GuarCer-Master-General 
and Adjutadt-GeneraL In 1814 he was 
employ^ under the immediate orders of 
Lord William Bentinek, at the head-quarters 


of the Austrian Army, and at those of Murat* 
He was also present at the occupation of 
Leghorn, and at the capture of Genoe^ 
when the King of Sardinia conferred upon 
him the Knight’s Cross of St. Maurice and 
Lazare. and his Majesty has since trans- 
mitted to him tlie Commander's Cross of thp | 
same order. In 1815 he was at the siege of/ 
Savona, and lastly at the surrender of Naples. 
Having been placed upon half-pay by the 
disbandment of his Regt. at the Genera 
Peace in 1816, he has since been unem 
ployed. He was nominated a Companion, 
of the Bath, 26 Sept. 1831, In 1834 he/, 
was appointed Assistant Poor Law Commie- " 
sioner, and continued in tlie Commission 
until the end of 1842, when he retired, hav- 
ing obtained the rank of Major-General in ' 
the previous month of November. i 

ADAIR, Major JAMES, half-pay Unat- ^ 
tached : — Ensign 27th Foot, without pur- 
chase, 7 March 1810 ; Lieut, in the 102nd, 
by purchase, 10 Oct. 181 1 ; exchanged back 
to &e former Rcgt. 13 Feb. 1812 ; Captain, 
by purchase, 25 March 1815; reduced to 
half pay, 25 Feb. 1816, by the disbandment 
of the Third Battalion of the 27th; Ex-* 
changed to full pay of the Regt., paying the 
diflereuce, 14 March following; again re- 
duced to half pay, 25 July 1817, by the 
disbandment of the Second Battalion of the 
27th ; Exchanged to full pay of the 24th 
Regt., again paying the difference, 4 Dec. 
1817 ; Major, by purchase, 12 Dec. 1826; 
Exchanged to half pay Unattached, receiving 
the difference, 1 Feb. 1827. 

Major Adair served with the 27th ^ in 
Sicily, in 1810 and 1811 ; in Spain, with the 
Eastern Army of the Peninsula, during the 
two following years, including the taking of 
Alcoy, covering the retreat from Biar, battle 
of Castalla, siege and subs^uent blockade 
of Tarragona, and action at Villa Franca. In 
1814 he served in the South of France ; and 
from July 1815 to Feb. 1816, in Flanders 
and France, including the occupation of 
Paris. From 1818 to 1823 he served in the 
East Indies as a Captain in the 24th Foot.

ADAMS, Major HENRY BENJAMIN 
BRISCO, late on half pay as Paynuuter of 
a Recruiting District : — Ensign, 72nd Foot, 
10 June 1792 ; Lt. 52nd Foot, 7 March 
1795 ; Captain, 30 Aug. 1800 (the Second 
Battalion of the 52nd, in which he was effec- 
tive, was constituted the 96th Foot in 1802, 
but altered to the 95th on the latter corps be- 
ing removed from the numbered Regiments 
of the line and designated ** The R^e Bri-

gade'O ; Brevet Major, 1 January 1812 ; 
Regimental Major, 4 June 1813 ; Reduced 
to half pay on the disbandment of the 95th 
on the 25th December 1818 ; sold out, 24 
Jan. 1819; re-entered the service, as Pay- 
master of a Recruiting District, 16 Feb. 
1819; retired on half pay, 1 April 1844; 
died at Douglas, 8 March 1848. Ilia com- 
lissions were all obtained without purchase. 

’ Major Adams served in the East Indies 
I'om June 1792 to May 1798, and was pre- 
^nt at the siege of Pondicherry in 1793, and 
apture of the Island of Ceylon in 1795. 
IJaving accompanied the expedition under 
Sir James Pultcney he was present in the 
engagement at Ferrol, in Aug. 1800. In 
Feb. 1805 he proceeded to the West Indies, 
and participated in the service resulting in the 
. Cjapture of the Danish West India Colonies 
'iii 1807, and Capture of Guadaloupe in 
1810. (War Medal v\’ith one Clasp.) 

ADAMS, Lieutenant. -Colonel HENRY 
WILLIAM, C.B.t 49th Regt. Ensign 12th 
Foot, without purchase, 31 July 1823 ; Lieut, 
by purchase, 31 Dec. 1825 ; Captain, h. p. 
unattached, by purchase, 10 June 1826 ; full 
pay 18th Foot, paying the difference, 12 
Oct. 1826 ; Major, by purchase, 18 Jan. 
1839; Lt.-Colonel, by purchase, 13 March 
1840 ; appointed a Companion of the Bath 
for services in China, 14 Oct. 1841 ; ex- 
changed to 49th Foot, 12 April 1844. 

Lt.-Colonel Adams served at Gibraltar 
with the 1 2th Regt. ; in the Ionian Islands, 
at Ceylon, and on the China expedition with 
the 18th Royal Irish, having commanded 
that Regt. at the first taking of Chusan 
5 July 1840, at the storming and taking the 
Heights above the city of Canton, 25 May 
1841, at the capture of Amoy, the second 
capture of Chusan ^ the storming and taking 
the fortified Heights of Chinhae, and at the 
occupation of the city of Ningpo, after which 
the shattered state of bis he^th obliged him 
to.retumto England. In Sir Hugh Gough’s 
despatches announcing the successful opera- 
tions at Canton, Amoy, Chusan, and at 
Chinhae, honourable mention was made of 
Lt.-Colonel Adams, who, it may be observed, 
is the eldest of four brothers now in the 
service, viss.. Major Adams of the 28th Regt., 
another a Lieutenant in the Royal Navy, and 
the youngest a Lieutenant in the 49th Foot. 

ADAMS, Mqjor WILLIAM HENRY, 
half pay Unattached : —Ensigti 34th Foot, 
from the Royal Military College, 1 Feb. 
1821 ; exchanged to 10th Foot 8 Nov. 1821 ; 
Lieut. P 11 March 1824 ; Captain, i* 18 July 
1826 ; Exchanged to 36th Foot, 3 July 
1840 ; Brevet Major, 23 Nov. 1841 ; Ex- 
changed to half pay Unattached, 7 June 1844. 

Major Adams is a Professor of Fortifica- 
liou at the Royal Military College at Sand- 

2nd Foot from the Royal Military 
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College, 15 Sept. 37 ; Lieut. 31 Jan. 1839 r 
Captain P 16 Dec. 1845. He was Adjutant 
from the 8 April 1842 until promoted to a 
company. 

Captain Addison served with his Regiment 
in the East Indies, and was present through- 
out Lord Keane’s campaign in Affghanistan 
and Beloochistan, including the storm and 
capture of Ghuznee and of Khelat, for the 
former of which he wears a Medal. A« Bri- 
gade Major to the 2nd Brigade he served the 
Campaign of 1 844 in the Southern Mahratta 
Country ; and that of the following year in 
the Concan : in the former he was wounded 
at the storming of the Fortress of Punella on 
the 1st Dec. 1844. Brigadier Brough, who 
commanded the storming party, states in his 
Report after the capture of the Fortress, 
that — “ The heroic Lt.-Colonel Outrara, CR. 
was in his accustomed place, the front rank, 
and with him my Major of Brigade Lieut. 
Addison.” 

ADDISON, Major-General THOMAS 
FENN, half pay 99ih Foot: — Comet Ist 
Dr. Guards 4 May 1800 (from the Suffolk 
Provisional Cavalry, in which he 'Svas Captain 
Lieutenant) ; Lieut, p 1 7 Dec. 1 802 ; Cap- 
tain P 24 Dec. 1803 ; exchanged to the 94th, 
24 Oct. 1811, and to the 100th Foot, 5 
March 1812 ; Brevet Major, 4 June 1814 ; 
Brevet Lieut.- Colonel, 13 Oct. 1814 ; placed 
on half pay by the Disbandment of his Regi- 
ment — then numbered the 99th — ^25 Oct. 
1818 ; Colonel in the Army, 10 Jan. 1837 ; 
Major-General, 9 Nov. 1846. 

Major-General Addison, after serving in 
1805 as Aide- de-Camp to Lt.-Gencral Sir 
•Tames Pultcney Commanding the Eastern 
District, and afterwards as Major of Brigade 
in that District on Sir James retiring from 
the 4taff, was appointed in 1811 Military 
Secretary to Lt. -General Sir John Sher- 
brooke, whom he accompanied to Nova 
Scotia, and from thence to Canada on that 
General being raised in 1816 from Lieut- 
Governor of the former Dependency to be 
Captain-General and 6ovemor-in-Chief of 
British North America. In 1814 he served 
up the Penobscot, and was the bearer of Sir 
John Sherbrooke’s despatches, addressed to 
Lord Bathurst, detailing the successful ope- 
rations of that expedition, and of which the 
following is an extract : — Major Addison, 
my Military Secretary, will have the honour 
of delivering this despatch. He has been 
with me during the whole of these opera- 
tions, and is well enabled to afford your 
Lordship any information you may require. 
I have entrusted the colours and standard 
taken from the enemy to Mqjor Addison, 
who will receive your Lordship’s commands 
respecting the further disposal of them ; and 
I take the liberty of recommending him as a 
deserving officer to your Lordship’s protec- 
tion.” He was accordingly promoted to lAe 
Brevet rank of Ueutenant-Colond.

J. R. M'CULLOCII, Esq.» Comptroller of her Majesty's Stationery Office, 
examined : , 

“ 991. Chairman. — Do you supply the Public Offices with Penknives and 
Inkstands?" 

Yes. — I could mention one item of expense; it is small, but at the same time it 
is so perfectly absurd, that if I might take the liberty, I would state it, A great num- 
ber of Despatch Boxes are made lor the Public Offices ; and formerly, 1 do not know 
how many years ago, a particular description of lock had been in the habit of being 
in use for the Despatch Boxes made for the Members of the Cabinet ; that lock is 
still continued, and it cost from 45s. to 50s. or 60s. We can get a belter lock, for it 
is allowed by everybody who knows anything about the matter, that Ciiuhr's Locks 
are the best locks that arc made now, and they cost 12s.; but because some fifty 
years ago this particular description of lock was used, there is a continued demand 
for a thing costing 60s., when you might get as good a thing for 12s. 1 have recoiu- 
meoded the Treasury to make an end of that, by calling in the boxes, and putting 
oji Chubb's Locks, which would, perhaps, cost 100/. and you would put an end 
to what is a flagrant piece of waste." 

992. Mr. Henley. — How much is the annual charge for locks ? " 

It is not very great; it is not so much the magnitude that I object to, as the 
extravagtoce it shews.*'
